EanLr in 1936, H. M. Lydenberg,* then Director of the Library, began a 
quiet, and not quite humorless, investigation into the origin and identity of 
the typographical “widow,” that awful slattern of the printed page. What 
was her lineage? Who was she? What was she? After searching likely books, 
he appealed to his acquaintances and friends, the lexicographers and typog- 
raphers and bibliographers, for further aid, either in uncovering new sources 
of information or in confirming his impression that she was less known than 
hated. | 

And he discovered by the end of that fateful year that our scholars DIDN'T 
KNOW! Not only did this hideous lampblack-and-thick-linseed-oil huzzy. 
bave no genealogical respectability, but many of those who should have 
detested her most were not sure that they would at all times recognize her. 
Some hazarded the guess that she was sired by Analogy; the composite 
opinion left the seeker of truth with no clear image of her weedy proportions, 
no fast rule about when she entered her nefarious state of widowhood. Not 
only did contemporary authorities fail to agree as to what she was; they 
were not sure about when she was, or even where she was. "A widow is a 
widow is a widow" could never be their excoriating cry. Rather, because of 
their unseemly levity, “is she is or is she ain't" seemed more nearly to charac- 
terize the Director’s findings. 

Unimpeachable proof lies in the following series of lightly edited letters, 
such damning evidence not only of ignorance but of attitude that they are 
published almost in full to unmask those who should know. Won't somebody ` 
come to the rescue, if not in pinning down this drab creature of make-up, 
then in the fair name of antiquarian scholarship? Yn BN

As customarily happens in collections of manuscripts, some vital links are 
missing from this series. What did the Director say in his reply to Mr. Jahn? 
Did Mr. J. respond, "You're welcome.”? What the editor has failed to dis- 
cover is a transition from Part 1 to Part n of the evidence. He finds no 
document. | 

He does know that Mr. Lydenberg was not alone in conducting this investi- 
gation, though there is nothing in the letters themselves to prove the point.* 
Itis known (as shown in the footnote to his letter of March 16th to Mr. Jahn) 
that John Archer, Superintendent of the Library's printing and binding, 
had à hand in the matter. The other close adviser was Deoch Fulton, the 
Library's Editor of Publications. By conversations, more or less slyly con- 
ducted, the following facts have been unearthed by the editor: 

The Director was somewhat inclined to publish the preceding findings in 
the Bulletin with two motives in mind: (1) to invite readers to send in their 
versions of this strange widowhood, and (2) to unmask the U. of C. Press and 
Merriam. But his councillors said no, the investigation should continue 
privately, first to elicit more information from high sources if possible, and 
second to unmask those high sources if they couldn't or wouldn't produce. 
Messrs. Archer and Fulton thereupon drew up a roster of likely suspects to 
which the Director wrote the following letter. (The editor has chosen this 
typographical set-up of the salutation to unmask Mr. Lydenberg; those 
weren't personal letters to which the unsuspecting recipients, with one dis- 
astrous exception, made such hearty — and damning — responses.)

This will acknowledge your letter of April 8th in regard to the definition 
of the printer’s term, “widow.” 
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My own understanding of the term is that it explains a short line of text 
coming at the top of a page, usually the end of a paragraph. We.try to avoid 
widows in the make-up of galley proofs into pages. Widows only appear at the 
tops of pages. A short line at the bottom of the page is not so classified. 

Philip Van Doren Stern in An Introduction to Typography writes: "Single 
words standing in a line are called *widows.'" (Personally, I do not think 
this is correct.) 

The Encyclopedia of Printing by Martin Heir defines a widow as “a short 
line ending a paragraph at the top of a page; considered bad bookmaking.” 

I believe that perhaps Sir William Cragie,} who is working on the American 
Dictionary at the University of Chicago could further illuminate this subject. 
For my own enlightenment, as well as to obtain the information for you, I 
have taken the liberty of writing to him. A copy of my letter is attached. I will 
let you know what reply I receive.

Dear Dr. Lydenberg: 

Ihave to confess that I have no definition of a widow. You ask, “Does the 
lady appear only at the top of a page, or would she be so tagged if at the 
bottom?" According to my understanding, a typographic widow appears only 
at the top, just as would any other widow,* no matter what situation she 
might find herself in. 

I have delayed answering your letter of the 10th inst. in order to spend 
some time in research. I have gone over the books in my library in which some 
reference to widows might appear, but find nothing on this subject. 

It is the rule in Ámerican printing offices to do away with typographic 
widows by some sort of surgery, although I have noticed that Mr. Updike 
must consider the practice an affectation because he does not, himself, observe 
it, and I think I have seen the same thing in books done by Mr. Rogers t and 
Mr. Rollins. 

Widows are to be found occasionally in the work of the early master print- 
ers. I am not sufficiently familiar with the best work done abroad at present 
to be able to speak authoritatively about them.

May and June were sterile months for pursuit of the widow. It is doubtful 
if any real pursuing was done by the Director. As will be seen from his letter 
of April 21st to Mr. Oswald, he was in a mood to publish the exposé. What 
happened will never be known; probably the Bulletin's full schedule pre- 
cluded rushing into print. Then things began to happen, and while the net 
contribution to scholarship may be called disheartening by some, the addi- 
tional unmasking provides compensation to the editor — and the amends 
which some of the earlier correspondents made have restored them almost 
to their pedestals.

As to this word widow as used by printers. 

The etymology of the word is simple enough, as is apparent from Webster. * 

But as to its use in printing, there seems to be a complete dearth of infor- 
mation. It isn't in Savage, where one would expect to find it. Yesterday 
afternoon, to the accompaniment of 102.3? and much lemonade, Mr. Kent, 
Miss Granniss, W. A. Jackson and I combed the Grolier Club Library for 
information, and the result was NIL. This all seems absurd, but I fancy it 
merely confirms your own experience. 

The word, as used in my experience, means a short line at the top of a type 
page — which is avoided by all good compositors. A friend tells me that he 
has heard it frequently applied to the first line of a paragraph, appearing 
at the foot of a page.1 

As to its origin or its use in foreign countries, I can’t say. Kent says he thinks 
it is American printer's jargon: perhaps it is, but I suspect its use is wider 
[sic? widder?] than that. James A. Robertson, Hall of Records, Annapolis, 
Md. (the Spanish American fellow) has prepared a lexicon of Spanish terms 
used in mss. preparation and printing. I saw the list some months ago, and 
don't remember whether he had an equivalent for ^widow" or not — he 
may have some information. 

There was a catalogue ( Grafton & Co.?) which came in some weeks ago — 
my copy is at the house and I did not think of it until this minute — of "Books 
About French Books and French Books About Books." In it, if I am not mis- 
taken, were two titles of books on French printers' slang. There might be 
something there. 

I thought Jacobis Gesta Typographica would have something, or his 
dictionary — but drew blank. 

This is all very disappointing and unsatisfactory, but the word seems to 
be elusive.

I have received some more light on the subject from George Watson,* 

Associate Editor and Instructor in Proofreading, Department of English, The 
University of Chicago. Mr. Watson writes: | 
"Your letter of a short time ago addressed to this office has now been 
placed in my hands. The question raised is interesting. To my knowledge, 
a ‘widow,’ or ‘widow-line,’ is a short line, forming the end of a para- 
graph, which is carried over from the foot of a page or column to the top 
of the succeeding one. It is so called because ‘divorced’ from the matter 
to which it belongs, thus standing alone. Properly speaking, even a full 
line so ‘divorced’ should be called a ‘widow,’ but since such a line does 
not appear a blemish (as the other does) to the eye, it is regarded as 
passable, and thus does not fall under this aspersion. A single short line 
when in itself forming a complete sentence is of course not regarded as 
a typographical blemish and therefore it also does not come under this 
name. To my personal knowledge, in typographical parlance in Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, the ‘widow’ is called a ‘club-line. Even when the line 
is a full one, the British custom is to avoid its appearance at the top of 


a page.”

Avery, George S., and Elizabeth Bindloss John- 
son. Hormones and horticulture; the use of 
special chemicals in the control of plant 

; with the collaboration of Ruth M. 
Addoms and Betty F. Thomson. New York: 
McGraw-Hill, 1947. 326 p. illus. (McGraw- 
Hill publication in the botanical sciences.) 

“84.50. 

A much-needed survey of the history and current 
knowledge of plant hormones and other chemicals that 
affect the growth of plants is provided by this work. 
The material is arranged according to use; for example, 
fndividual chapters are devoted to the uses of hormones 
in the rooting of outtings, in the control of fruit pro- 
duction, and in the eradication of weeds. The dis- 
cussions аге based on a comprehensive survey of the 
literature and important statements are key-numbered 
to the extensive bibliographies. There are many illus- 
trations that show mainly techniques and the results 
of controlled experiments. Although there is much in 
the book to interest the amateur experimenter and 
horticulturist, it is written on a professional level and 
should be useful as a practical manual and guide to 
the literature. The senior author is Director of the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden. 


Colloid science; a symposium. Brooklyn, N. Y.: 
Chemical Pub. Co., 1947, 208 p. illus. 36.00: 


The ten papers which constitute this symposium, 
were presented originally as part of a postgraduate 
course in colloid salence given at Cambridge University, 
England, under the auspices of the Royal Institute of 
Chemistry. Although the papers are by different authors 
and each is complete in itself, they form an integrated 
study of various phenomena relating to colloids and 
emulsions. The papers are entitled: “Surface Chem- 
istry and Colloids;” “Thermodynamics and Colloidal 
Systems;” ‘The Study of Macromolecules by Ultra- 
centrifuge, Electrophoresis, and Diffusion Measure- 
ments;” “The Viscosity of Macromolecules in Solu- 
tion;” “Tho Kinetico Theory of High Elasticity;" “Emul- 
sions in vivo;” “The Study of Colloidal Systems by 
X-Ray Analysis" “Membrane Equilibrium;" “Infra- 
Red Spectra and Colloids;” “Vinyl Polymerization in 
the Liquid Phase.” нае, is a general index. 


Columbia University. Statistical Research 
Grou up. Selected techniques of statistical anal- 
ysis for scientific and industrial research and 
production and management engineering; by 
the Statistical Research Group, Columbia Uni- 
versity, Applied Mathematics Panel, Office of 
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Scientific Research and Development. Edited 
by Churchill Eisenhart, Millard W. Hastay 
[and] W, Allen Wallis. New York: McGraw- 
Hill, 1947. 478 p. illus. $6.00. 

Here is a book that should have considerable utility 
in many fields. Written and edited by top-rank authori- 
Hes, ft is designed primarily for industrialists, engineers 
and solentists who have need for statistical methods 
but no time for a thorough study of statistical theory. 
In Part т are six papers on statistical problems that 
occur in industry, particularly in connection with in- 
spection and quality control; in Part п are seven 
papers on the statistical planning of experiments and 
the interpretation of experimental data; and in Part m 
are discussions of special problems and teohniques, for 
example the probability that in a given case sample 
meang are in opposite order to population means. 
Although intended for non-specialists in statistics, the 
presentation is far from a popularization, The authors 
have assumed that their readers will have adequate 
preparation in mathematics and be accustomed to read- 
ing technical literature. The mdex occupies forty-two 
pages and greatly enhances the book’s reference value. 


Davis, Harry M. Energy unlimited; the electron 
and atom in everyday life. New York: Murray 
Hill Books [сор. 1¢ 3947]. 278 p. illus. $4.00. 

The text of this book is not well organized, and the 
title hardly fits it. Nevertheless the general reader 
is advised to look into it for it explains pleasantly and 
com) many of the scientiflo and technical things 
that crop up m present-day conversation. The two 
main subjects are atomio theory and electronics; but 
instead of a systematic exposition of either, there are 
discussions of important aspects such as atomic theory, 
the atom bomb, possible industrial uses of atomic en- 
ergy, the electron microscope, radar, television, and 
electronic calculators. Some of the book was published 
first as articles in the magazine section of Sunday 
issues of the New York Times. The whole work is 
аз lucid and free of difficult technical terminology 
as these parts. 


Fletcher, D. W. Watch rep iue аз а hobby. 


New York: Pitman, 1947. D us, $1.50. 

Those who like to tinker with watches in their 
spare time at home, and who are willing to give some 
serlous study to their hobby, will find this conoise 
manual useful. The author, an experienced amateur 
himself, assumes the reader will have little previous 
experience and so begins with a description of the 
operation of watches and the use of the basio tools. 
Following this, there are chapters on the taking down, 
cleaning, and reassembling of watches and on the 
diagnosis and repair of oommon troubles. The text 
is written clearly and is well illustrated. A great deal 
of information is left out, but this is perbaps to the 
beginner’s advantage. 


Hall, James Doyle. Industrial applications of 
infrared. New York: McGraw-Hill 1947. 201 p. 
illus. $3.50. 

Except for a brief introductory chapter on heat, this 
volume is concerned entirely with the practical appli- 
cation of infrared heat. Desoriptive and technical data 
are provided in chapters on the advantages of infrared 
heat, the planning and installation of equipment, and 
the drying of paints and other surface finishes, There 
is one chapter on miscellaneous applications including 
therapeutic and comfort uses in the home. The tert 
is mainly desoriptive. Approximately half the book 
consists of photographs and ENEE, explanatory 
texts, which {illustrate industrial and miscellaneous 
applications and equipment. 


Harvard University. Cruft Laboratory. Elec- 
tronic circuits and tubes; by the Electronics 
Training Staff of the Cruft La tory, Harvard 
University. New York: McGraw-Hill, 1947. 
948 p. illus. $7.50. 


The second volume of this work, R. W. P. King 
and others, Transmission Lines, Antennas and Wave 
Guides, appeared in 1045 and was reviewed in New 
Technical Books, v. 81, p. 29. Although it has just 
been published, the present book is Volume т of the set. 
The entire work is based upon lectures delivered before 
classes of Army and Navy technical service officers 
during World War п in a course that was preparatory 
to work in radar. It is elementary in the sense that 
it is intended for persons who are just beginning the 
study of electronics, especially high-frequency phe- 
nomena; but the treatment assumes that the student 
will know mathematics through calculus and will have 
had at least one course in college physics. The work 
is unexpectedly comprehensive for an elementary work, 
and the intensive nature of the original course is 
shown in the detailed discussions of both fundamental 
theory and basic apparatus. Among the eleven authors 
are Е. L. Chaffee, J. D. Cobine, H. В. Mimno, and 
А. H. Wing. 


Radio Research Laboratory Very high- 
frequency techniques; compiled by the Staff 
of the Radio Research Laboratory, Harvard 
University under the editorial diner of Her- 
bert J. Reich, editor; Louise S. McDowell, Asst. 
editor, and others, New York: McGraw-Hill, 
1947. 2 v. illus, $14.00 per set. 


The Laboratory mentioned in the title of this set 
was an OSRD project set up primarily for the develop- 
ing of radar countermeasures during World War п. 
The books, however, do not give а systematio account 
of the problems or work of the Laboratory. Instead, 
they contain papers on various circuits, apparatus and 
techniques used or developed by the Laboratory that 
appear to have broader applications or interest. Typical 
chapters deal with broad-band antennas, power gen- 
eration, the resnatron, cavity magnetrons, tuning of 
oscillators, tuning apparatus and detectors for re- 
ceivers, and measurements, The authors of the chapters 
are men who were associated with the work of the 
Laboratory. The two volumes constitute a valuable 
reference book for physioists and radio engineers. 


Herkimer, Herbert, and Harold Herkimer. Air 
conditioning. Brooklyn, N. Y.: Chemical Pub. 
Co., 1947. 692 p. illus. $12.00. 


A comprehensive manual of basic data and infor- 
mation useful to students of air conditioning and 
engineers engaged im the design, repair, and selection 
of air conditioning equipment. Although the book is 
eminently practical, it does not desoribe actual in- 
stallation procedures. Instead, it outlines basic prin- 
ciples and describes air conditioning systems and 
equipment now in use. The first nine chaptets review 
the fundamental laws of physics and chemistry and 
provide the necessary theoretical background regarding 
heat transmission and transfer, radiant heating, and 
air and vapor mixtures. The remaining chapters discuss 
the practical aspects of air conditioning, including air 
distribution, heating and cooling loads, dehumidifica- 
tion, cooling methods and refrigeration. A final chapter 
deals with cost estimating methods. Tabulated data 
relating to refrigerants, specific heats, heat transmis- 
sion, desirable temperatures for various industries, 
ratings of air conditioning units, eto, constitute an 
important feature of the book. 
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Kirkbride, Chalmer С. Chemical engineerin 
fundamentals. New York: McGraw-Hill, 1947. 
419 p. illus. (McGraw-Hill chemical engineer- 
ing series.) $5.00. 

Unlike the usual introductory textbook in chemical 
engineering, which deals chiefly with the flow of fluids, 
heat transfer, distillation and the other so-called unit 
operations, this book is designed to give the student 
a broad view of the work of chemical engineers in 
industry. Thus the first chapter deals with human 
relations, such matters as getting along with the boss, 
and how to express one's thoughts clearly; and the 
final chapter is an expert discussion of the making of 
technical reports. Technical fundamentals, also, are 
presented somewhat unconventionally in chapters with 
such titles as: “The Material Balance;" “The Energy 
Balance;” and “Dynamic Equilibria.” The work will 
be used mainly in college courses, but it should be 
helpfal also to persons who desire a reliable vocational 
insight into the profession of chemical engineering. 


Meyer, Louis H. Plywood: What it is — What 
it doés. New York: McGraw-Hill, 1947. 250 p. 
illus. $3.50. 

A handy, brief survey of plywood in which most 
of the material relates to types, characteristics and 
uses of plywoods commercially available in the United 
States. One chapter is devoted to the various adhesives 
that are used to bond plywood. The book is addressed 
mainly to such persons as engineers and architects 
who desire practical information, but there is also 
much im it to interest the amateur craftsman and even 
the general reader who is curious about new products. 
There are many pictures of commercial products in 
which plywood has been used, and a series of twenty- 
two photographs show the patterns of modem veneers. 
Data on such matters as commercial sizes, grades and 
strength are presented. Some information, for example 
that on panels with honeycomb cores, is presented 
in book form for the first time. 


Powell, C. F., and С. P. S. Occhialini. Nuclear 


physics in photographs; tracks of charged par- 
ticles in photographic emulsions. Oxford: Fhe 
Clarendon Press, 1947. 124 p. illus. $6.00. 

Obtainable from: Oxford University Press, New York. 

Photograpic emulsions that are specially compounded 
to record the tracks of charged atomio particles offer 
а simple ‘and useful technique in nuclear research. 
This book may serve both as an introduction to atomio 
physics and to uses of “Nuclear Research” emulsions. 
It is organized around a collection of remarkable 
photomicrographs produced by alpha particles, the 
elastic scattering of protons in collision with atomic 
nuclei, disintegration of nuclei in collision with neu- 
trons, cosmic rays, meson disintegration and other 
atomic phenomena. Each group of plates is preceded 
by a brief description of the photographic method 
used, and each plate is accompanied by an interpre- 
tation of the tracks shown on it. Although the material 
will be of interest to graduate physicists, the treatment 
is purposely elementary. The author believes that nu- 
clear physics offers to enthusiastic students oppor- 
tunities that are similar to those that amateurs have 
found in tho pursuit of astronomy. 


The Science and engineering of nuclear power. 
Volume 1. Edited by Clark Goodman. [Cam- 
bridge, Mass.: Addison-Wesley, cop. 1947.] 
503 p. illus. $7.50. 

For reasons pertaining to national security, certain 
fundamental information on the release and control 
of atomic energy, has not been released to the general 
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public. The present collaborative work augments the" 
literature of the subject, but its authors were subject 
to the regulations of U. S. Atomio Energy Commis- 
sion; consequently the contents are not so complete 
as the title might imply. In Volume 1, the various 
chapters are the work of thirteen authors, who discuss 
such subjects as the fission process, nuclear chain 
reactions, the theory and construction of chain-reacting 
piles, and nuclear fuels. The papers represent material 
that was presented at a series of seminars held at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology; and they are 
intended for persons, such as engineers, who have 
considerable preparation in mathematics and physics. 
A second volume, still to be published, will deal more 
concretely with industrial applications of atomic 
energy. 


Seelye, Elwyn E. Data book for civil engineers. 
Volume ш: Field practice. New York: Wiley 
[cop. 1947]. 806 p. illus. $4.50. 

This third and concluding volume of an important 
work for civil engineers has a smaller format than 
the two preceding volumes. They were chiefly for office 
use, whereas this one is intended for engineers who 
inspect or supervise engineering construction projects 
in the field. The first part of the book provides data 
and procedure for supervising work done in such jobs 
as concrete strocture, masonry, structural steel, weld- 
ing, bridges, painting, foundations, pile driving, timber, 
grading, bituminous paving, sanitary construction, and 
pipe laying. Sample inspectors’ check lists together 
with forms for time records, payroll and expense 
records, and general contractors daily report are in- 
cluded. The latter part of the book treats of surveying 
problems in pipeline, and airfield stakeouts; formulas 
and examples in engineering mathematica; hints on 
adjustments on instruments; transit problems; and 
mapping. 


Stafford, Н. E. Troubles of electrical equi 
ment; their symptoms, causes, and remedy. 
Third edition. New York: McGraw-Hill, 1947. 
455 p. illus, $4.50\ 

The practical nature of this trouble-shooter’s manual 
has already established it as a standard guide for 
plant electricians and other persons charged with lo- 
cating and eliminating troubles in electrical equip- 
ment. The machines and devices covered include 
motors, generators, transformers, circuft-breakers, light- 
ning arresters, and voltage regulators. Each chapter, in 
addition to discussions of uses, operation, and main- 
tenance methods, includes a handy tabulation of 
symptorns, troubles, causes and remedies. In the 
present edition two new chapters have been added, 
one on relays, the other on storage battery main- 
tenance; and the chapters dealing with transformers 
and voltage and current regulators have been con- 
siderably enlarged.

News of the Month 
LONSDALE COLLECTION OF ENGLISH NEWSPAPERS 


The most important purchase niade during 1947 for the Reserve Division 
is a file of seventeenth-century English newspapers, or “newsbooks,” as they 
are sometimes called, covering the period from 1646 to 1665. 'This collection, 
in twenty-two volumes, was formerly in the library of the Earl of Lonsdale 
at Lowther Castle. The condition of the papers is most unusual, the volumes 
having evidently been bound up at, or soon after, the date of issue. Their 
acquisition is of special significance to this Library, as they form a remarkable 
supplement to our strong holdings of the pamphlet literature of the Civil 
War and Commonwealth years, and provide a fine representation of the 
newspapers published during the twenty years preceding the establishment 
of the official government paper, The London Gazette, of which the Library 
has a complete file from its inception in 1665 to the present time. 

Bound up with the Lonsdale set are three rare "newsletter" pamphlets,

INTRODUCTION 


When James J. Hill decided, in the summer of 1889, to extend the Great 
Northern Railway from central Montana to Puget Sound, the most urgent 
problem facing him was the decision as to the location of a suitable pass by 
which the railroad could cross the main range of the Rocky Mountains. 

At that time the main line of the Great Northern had been pushed west- 
ward from Minnesota to the small settlement of Havre in the central part of 
the northern section of Montana. From there the Montana Central Railway, 
a subsidiary of the Great Northern, extended southward through Great Falls 
and Helena to Butte. There were known to be two feasible passes north of 
Mullan Pass, used by the Northern Pacific, the only transcontinental road 
in the state, but both of them were further south than Great Falls and more 
than one hundred and fifty miles south of Havre. They both also had the 
disadvantage that any route using them would closely parallel the Northern 
Pacific for many miles. Since the decision had already been made to follow 
the valley of the Kootenai River in northwestern Montana and northern 
Idaho into Washington state, either of these routes would have meant a long 
loop southwards and then north, with consequent increased mileage and 
operating expenses, It had long been rumored that there existed a good pass 
at the head waters of the Marias River, a stream entering the Missouri from 
the north a short distance below Fort Benton. Meriwether Lewis on his 
return from the Columbia River in 1806 had sought for it in vain. General 
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Isaac I. Stevens, in the course of his Pacific Railroad surveys in the 1850s, 
had also sought for it, but again in vain. 

Mr. Hill, anxious to get as direct a route as possible to the Kootenai River, 
determined to make another effort to locate the elusive pass. He sent Mr. 
John F. Stevens, later of Panama Canal fame, early in December, 1889, to 
make further search for the pass. In this attempt Mr. Stevens was successful; 
following up one of the branches of the Marias River, he reached the pass, 
now known as Marias Pass, on the southern border of what now is the Glacier 
National Park, on December 11, 1889. 
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Marias Pass and Flathead Valley, Western Montana * 


At the same time Mr. C. F. B. Haskell was sent to the Flathead Valley by 
way of the Northern Pacific Railway to examine the western approaches to 
the summit and discover a feasible route from the reported pass into the 
valley. Later, he explored the region between Flathead Lake and the Koo- 
tenai River. - 

, After his work in western Montana was completed, Mr. Haskell was trans- 
ferred, in the summer of 1890, to Washington, where he assisted Mr. Stevens 
in the explorations connected with the location of the railroad from Spokane 
to Puget Sound. The principal object here was to discover a suitable pass

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across the Cascade Mountains, somewhere between Stampede Pass, where 
the Northern Pacific crossed, and the Canadian boundary. The question 
of where to cross the Columbia River was dependent largely on the decision 
as to the crossing of the mountains. Mr. Stevens, in his An Engineer's Recollec- 
tions, writes: “This was a question which could only be correctly answered 
` after a thorough examination had been made of the whole range, from the 
British Columbia line to Stampede Pass... I personally examined every nook 
and corner of that area which seemed to offer any prospect that might be 
worth consideration. C. B. Haskell... was my only asssistant that summer.” 





Stevens Pass and Central Washington 


On one of his trips up the Wenatchee River Mr. Stevens had observed a creek 
coming in from the south, which on further examination proved to come from 
the west. On a later trip along the summit of the main range he observed 
a low gap in the range with a creek heading in it. Suspecting that this might 
be the creek previously observed he later sent Mr. Haskell to follow it to its 
source. This trip proved the surmise to be true, Mr. Haskell finding the pass 
at the head. He blazed on a cedar tree the name "Stevens Pass," then con-

Engineer of the Panama Canal, 1905-07, Head of the American Railway Mission to Russia, 
1917-18. 
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tinued through the pass and on down the Skykomish River on the west side. 
À later examination by Mr. E. H. Beckler, chief engineer, and Mr. Stevens 
proved it to be the most feasible crossing, and it is the one in use today. . 

The letters here printed were written to Mrs. Haskell, then living in 
Winona, Minnesota. They are principally of interest as throwing sidelights 
on the more personal aspects of pioneer railroad exploration, its enjoyable 
aspects as well as its hardships; they also give interesting glimpses of the 
country passed through and of the people encountered, as well as shedding 
a little light on land speculation. Most references to family affairs and business 
interests in the East have been omitted. 

Mr. Haskell was born in Washington, D. C., December 29, 1856, of New 
England parentage. He graduated in civil engineering from the University 
of Vermont in 1880, and previous to his connection with the Great Northern 
had been engaged in railroad work in Michigan and Minnesota. 





THE LETTERS .

x Helena, Montana, Dec. 7th, 1889 


At last the journey is completed and I am 1274 miles from home with no 
bell on. I suppose you will want a complete account of all that has happened 
since I left Winona so I will begin at the beginning. Had ten minutes to 
spare at the Winona depot and a pleasant ride to St. Paul where I arrived at 
8 P. M. It took me about half an hour to fix up my business in St. Paul. Then 
I packed away in my grip half a dozen sandwiches and а mince pie, which 
proved so villainous that I threw away three fourths of it, and started for 
Minneapolis after seeing all my things on board the cars. . . 

. . . While in Minneapolis I laid in a big box of cakes biscuits &c. at Lilli- 
bridge's and also about half a peck of apples. Thus fortified I took a drink 
of sweet cider and started for Montana. 

Left the Union Depot at 5.40 P. M. When only 24 miles out our engine 
blew out a cylinder head and delayed us considerable so that we were two 
and 34 hours late from the start almost. I made a good supper off the sand- 
wiches & a quarter of a pie. Then I concluded it would be necessary to sleep, 
especially as а crowd in the car were drinking & singing & raising the old 
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harry generally. I bethought me of the free colonists sleeping cars and after 
examining them invested a dollar by hiring a mattress and pillow for two 
nights. I got a bunk next the stove and was very comfortable. Slept well and 
in the morning waked up still in Minn. at Barnesville nearly five hours late. 
Ifinished up the sandwiches seasoning them with apples for breakfast. 

We were up near Grand Forks at noon and I ate a lot of cake and apples 
and called it dinner. By night we had pounded along as far as Minot and I 
ate supper and went to bed. 

Fridays ride was one of the most dreary and monotonous I ever took, 
through a desolate prairie country, the country seemed utterly forsaken and 
the villages nearly as much so. There has been a failure of crops for two years 
through this country and they are as bad off if not worse than in S. D. Sat. 
morning I waked up in Malta, in the far famed Milk River Country. Through 
this day theride was much more interesting. 

I have always wanted to see the Milk River Country and I looked it over 
as thoroughly as possible. Nearly all the way through this country we could 
see the mountains and after the long stretch of desolate prairie the sight of 
the blue mountains, real mountains, was very pleasant. By dinner time we 
were at Benton and as my bakery had run dry I took in the dining establish- 
ment attached to the train. We had a fine dinner. About 2 P. M. we reached 
Great Falls, the end of the Manitoba proper and where the Montana Central 
begins. This follows for a long distance up the Missouri and the view is mag- 
nificent for the Mountains 6000 ft. high rise in the distance, rugged & blue, 
well named Rocky Mountains. 

At last we reached the "Gate of the Mts." and from here the scenery was 
beautiful and magnificent beyond description, though the work was not 
heavy except at places. The line is very crooked and there are five tunnels. 
In places the bluffs rise hundreds of feet almost perpendicular from the track. 
The road is very near the bottom of the valley all the way and a large part of 
the way the valley at the level of the road is hardly 100 ft. wide, a regular 
gorge or canyon for a great many miles. 

At about 7 o'clock we came down into the valley and found ourselves at 
Helena. I cant describe the town for I haven't yet seen it but it is pretty well 
set on edge I judge from my experience getting to the hotel. 


Sunday Evening: 


Well Darling I have been to church today. We had an excellent Sermon. 
After that I had dinner, didn't eat much. Had speckled trout & antelope for 
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meat. My appetite is leaving I guess. I met the Chief this P. M. and received 
my instructions.?

Helena, Montana. 
Dear Sir: 

You will go to Missoula via. the N. P. railroad, and then by team to the Flathead Lake 
country, to examine that country for a railway line between the Kootenay River and the 
Marias Pass. I wish to find the most direct line between those points consistent with 
reasonable grades. It is my desire to find a one per cent grade or less, after making a 
descent from the pass with a 2.2 per cent grade. The country has never been very care- 
fully mapped, and the sketch I give you, conveys as much information as anything 
known to this Company. 

I shall want you to be able to make a sketch of the country you pass over, giving the 
elevations by barometer of the creeks and summits, 

Where it is not practicable to go with a team, you will procure saddle horses and 
obtain such assistance in the way of guides as circumstances require. You will have to 
make such inquiries as will help you to find stopping places, and if it becomes necessary, 
provide yourself with blankets and food for camping ont. 

I have lately visited the lower Kootenay country, and if it is possible for you to do so, 
I wish you to go down the Kootenay as far as the Falls, and report what the character of 
the work would be in that vicinity. I would like to know the probable height of those falls, 
' Wherever it would be necessary to support a grade line on a side hill, you will examine 
as closely as you can into the class of the material. I would like reports from you as 
frequently as the postal facilities will permit. You need not extend your examination 
easterly farther than the pass in the main range. I understand there is one particular pass 
which is much lower than any other, and infer you can find some one who can aid you to 
find it. Mr. John F. Stevens is now looking up the east side of the main range, working 

' towards this supposed pass, and he is instructed to leave marks by blazing trees or other 
means to show to what point he makes his examination. You will do well to leave similar 


marks.

Dear Sir: 


Ihand you herewith order on Mr. Hawkes of Missoula for my team of horses (mares). 

The animals are not very trustworthy being afraid of the cars, green hides, and 
numerous other things. 

I think they would run away if they had a chance, 

When I was last at Missoula I gave orders to have the shoes taken off the horses so you 
will need to get them shod as soon as you get there. You may have to purchase axle 
grease & a wrench (my wrench has been Jost since I used the team), On Thursday this 
week there was very little snow where you pass over the range going north and if you 
find it difficult wheeling far the first 40 miles it will probably pay to keep on with wheels 
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I start tomorrow morning for Missoula on the N. P. road about 150 miles 
west of here. From there I go by team drive alone away up into the neigh- 
borhood of Flathead lake which you see on the map I send you. Then I have 
reached the field of my labors. My work is to explore the country from the 
Summit of the Rockies at Marias Pass westward nearly to Washington. My 
orders are to find a line down from the Summit of the main ridge of the 
Rockies to a certain river. I have marked with ink nearly as possible the 
country I am to go through. It's a wild mountainous country not even sur- 
veyed. There is one settlement they say in 150 miles. I go prepared to camp 
out. Have a team & buckboard, Picket ropes to picket out the horses & sleep 
under the wagon. Eat deer or anything I can get. It is the grandest expedition 
Lever undertook. The consummation of all my boyish dreams. 

Expect to be gone anywhere from three to six weeks. Expect to find a 
guide and so have a little company though may be alone some. Where I 
cant ride with buckboard I am to go horseback, where a horse cant ро I have 
to go afoot. They say the country is timbered & full of game so my joking 
Dan about sending him a bear skin may come true after all. The only draw- 
back is that it is an unpleasant season of the year to be up in the mountains. 
I think I have had a pretty good training in woodcraft and also on the prairies 
so in whatever country I find [myself] I shall feel at home. 

Now darling you dont want to worry about me as I am going to have a rip- 
roaring old time. Maybe I'll find a gold mine or a good place to fish, more 
likely the latter. I wish I had one of my old chums for company. 

I have been around the town a little today. It hangs onto the side of the 
mountain and looks as though it might slide off. I started down one street 
and it ended in a precipice and I looked down on the roof of a house and 
went back. They have a motor line and several street car lines. 

Now Pet I cant probably make you any christmas presents this year at 
Christmas unless I get back so if you dont get them just be patient for I will 
send you some when I get where they grow. 

This is a pretty long letter try and return the compliment.

I suppose you have been worrying about me more or less and I am taking 
the very first opportunity to let you know that I am out of the mountains 
` entirely successful in the trip. We passed Christmas Birthday & New Years 
up in the heart of the Rockies. Reached the Summit Jan. 5th. Am going to 
stay here for a few days and then start for the Kootney River. 

We had a hard trip, cold & stormy, but are back safe and sound, not re- 
markably sound for I froze one foot a little but it is almost well. It is late and 
I am tired. Received your present tonight thank you for it a thousand times 
especially for your picture. I will write you a long letter soon. Tell Dannie I 
will write him a letter soon as I get rested a little.

Demersville, Montana, Jan’y 18th, 1890 


I presume you are waiting to hear from me again. All four of your letters 
have been received. I dropped you a line on my return from the mountains

At the election for governor in 1889 fifty-one votes were cast in Demers- 
ville precinct. 

I am also indebted to Mrs. McDonnell for the following account of Telesphore J. Demers: 
“ІНе] was one of the best known citizens of western Montana until his death in Butte, Montana, 
May 19, 1889. . 

“Не was born in Canada and was 52 years of age at the time of his death, He came to Wash- 
ington Territory in 1862 and to Montana territory about 1864. Demers was an energetic business 
man engaged in freighting, ranching and merchandising. He was one of the first to drive cattle 
and horses overland from Montana to outside markets as well as to bring livestock into the 

“Н estate at the time of his death was given a valuation of $64,580.32, a sizable fortune for 
those days, in Montana." 
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to let you know that I was safe and promised you a longer letter soon. My 
foot is pretty sore but is getting along well. I froze it the 3rd of Jan'y and 
. afterwards walked over 100 miles on it. I should not have frozen it but I wet 
it and as I was very anxious to reach the Summit. We were almost out of 
provisions and if I had stopped to dry up my foot the time lost would have 
made it doubtful about getting to the Summit, so I kept going, hoping that 
the exercise would keep me from freezing, but it didn't and although we made 
the Summit I was badly frozen. It was rather tough to travel on the sore foot 
but it was root hog or die so I rooted. There have been two bad running sores 
in consequence but they are rapidly healing and I hope in about a week 
to start out to complete the work in hand. 

I suppose you are interested in knowing how we lived on the trip. I wore 
the same suit that I wore last Summer, and took no overcoat. I used a flannel 
shirt, the only change. Wore heavy dutch socks and overshoes. We took one 
blanket apiece and carried all our provisions and cooking utensils on our 
` backs. Our cooking utensils consisted of a frying pan, a coffee pot & three 
half pint cups. 

Our supplies consisted of 100 Ibs of flour, 15 Ibs of sugar, 4 lbs of coffee, 
1 Ib of tea and 40 Ibs of bacon & some baking powder & salt.* The “modus 
operandi" of cooking was to open a sack of flour and sprinkle in a proper 
quantity of baking powder and salt. Pour in a cup of cold water and stir until 
it was thick enough to knead by hand, then work it until it was about the 
consistency of biscuit dough when a hunk of suitable size was flattened out 
and put into the frying pan and baked before the log fire. This made “a pone,” 
we usually had about half a dozen of these. After this came the meat cooking, 
the bacon was fried and eaten, skin and all. We used chips for plates when 
we needed them, fingers make first-rate forks, and jack-knives are good 
enough for culinary purposes. Our coffee mill consisted of a deer skin and an 
ax. We pounded the coffee in the corner of the deer skin until it was suf- 
ficiently broken up. 

Our beds consisted of some evergreen boughs. Our fire was made of six 
to ten great logs of dry wood a foot in diameter. We would roll up in our 
blanket, "all the same injin" and go to sleep. We were 4 weeks subject to this 
kind of treatment and flourished on it. On our way to the Summit we left 
flour & stuff at various points to be used on our way back, to save carrying 


4 The following prices, taken from Mr. Haskell’s account book, may be of interest: 150 Ibs. of 
flour, $6.25; 40 lbs. bacon, $6.00; 20 Ibs. sugar, $2.00; 5 Ibs. salt, $0.25; 3 Ibs. baking powder, 
$1.50; 4 Ibs, coffee, $1.20; 1 Ib. tea, $0.50. The two men who accompanied him on the trip each 
recelved $4 a day. 
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up and back. From the time we reached the summit we went on half rations 
of flour, had no meat, except for one rabbit we managed to kill. For 4 days 
we were on half rations, and one day we had only half a cup of flour & a 
little salt which we made into a paste and drank it. That night we reached the 
first place where we had left some flour. The next morning we found a deer 
on the ice which had been crippled by the wolves & had escaped. We shot it 
&had plenty of meat. After this we had no further trouble for want of food. 

We encountered some very severe storms and the snow was from 4 to 5 ft. 
deep much of the way. We had some views of the mountains that were grand 
in the extreme, great bare rock peaks which towered thousands of feet above 
us covered with the never thawing snow of centuries. The day we were at the 
Summit Jan’y 5th was a beautiful clear day, for several miles each side of the 
summit at the pass the timber has been killed by fire, and the view is un- 
impaired. How I longed for my camera to catch some of these glorious views. 

You would doubtless like to hear something about this country. Flathead 
Lake is named from the Flathead indians who have a reservation at the lower 
end of the lake. The lake is about 30 miles long and 12 or 15 miles wide. The 
Rocky Mts. are on the east and some hills, a branch of the Coeur d'Alene 
range, on the west. It is a gem of a lake, I think the most beautiful, in every 
way, of any I have ever seen. The Mts. on the east are grand and imposing 
in the extreme, there are lots of islands in the lake, three steamers are on the 
lake and they are building a fourth one this Winter. The Flathead Valley 
extends from the upper end of the lake north about 30 miles and is about 
15 to 20 miles wide. It must be a lovely place in Summer. The water and air 
are as pure as it is possible to conceive, both from the Rockies. We are about 
100 miles from the R. R. and in Winter it is difficult to get in or out from 
here but in Summer it is a short days ride in stage to the foot of the lake and 
the balance of the trip is made on the Steamboat. 

Demersville is much like Gaylord 5 only more so. The valley is about half 
and half, prairie & timber. The trees are nearly all evergreens, pine, spruce, 
` tamarac & fir. There are some very fine people here the Editor & his wife 
and the Capt. of the principle steamer and the landlord are among the most 
pleasant of my acquaintances. There is to be a Military post established 
here this Spring which will bring in considerable society and make things 
, lively. The principle productions of the Flathead Valley are poor whiskey & 
grass widows, this however will be changed by the advent of a better class 
of society which is sure to come in the near future. I send you with this a

about my first journalistic effort. 

How soon will you folks want to start for this garden of Eden? If the road 
goes on and I am fortunate enough to remain on here until completion I 
hope it will be my last job engineering. 

I think you and Aunt would enjoy living here for a year or two. I killed 
a deer on the late trip. We killed 4 deer in all and could have killed 30 if we 
had wanted to.

Demersville, Montana, Jan'y 25th, 1890 


Ihave not heard from you for some time. The mails are somewhat irregular 
here this Winter and that probably accounts for it. I have just received a 
letter from Mr. Beckler wishing me to go on and shall start out again Monday 
or Tuesday. Do not expect as hard a trip this time as we had before. My foot 
is still sore but is much better, one of the sore places is almost well and the 
other is getting along so well that I think it is hardly any risk to start out. They 
are talking of starting a party into this country soon as the snow will permit. 
I am very much afraid that I shall not be able to return in the six weeks as 
we talked. How would it do for me to build a house and you come out here. 
It is a real rural quiet place, lots of trees & hill, which would suit Aunt. I send 
you a picture of the village, taken some time ago. It does not show all of the 
town and shows nothing of the hills. 

With the picture I also inclose a copy of the paper published here. You 
will see that I have taken to writing a little. The Editor has been sick for the 
last week and his wife has run the paper. She is a very pleasant lady and at 
her request I tried my hand at the business, with what success you can judge. 
I would like you to save the effort as I cannot and I would like to keep it as 
a curiosity. In return for this the landlord, his wife & myself are invited to 
the editors to dinner tomorrow. 

I have succeeded in getting on the good side of things in general around 
here and spend most of my time in the landlords private parlor and eat at 


6 The first issue of the Inter-Lake appeared at Demersville Aug. 10, 1889, with C. O. Ingalls as 
editor and proprietor. After the town was removed to the site of the present Kalispell, a short 
distance to the north, when the railroad was built through the latter town, the paper continued to 
appear as the Kalispell Inter-Lake.

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his private table. While the common boarders have pork we have chicken &c. 
‘I am the only boarder who, so far as I know has been accorded this honor 
and I consider it a point of fine diplomacy which has helped me on so nicely. 
-. They made me a present of a very nice pair of black kid mittens lined and.a 
pair of fine overshoes. I cant wear leather shoes on account of my foot yet. 
They are very refined pleasant people. Mrs. Clifford was for four years at 
school in Montreal, She is French and has all the proverbial politeness of that 
race. 

Although it has been a dull part of the year and little society around here 
I have put in the past two weeks very pleasantly, the editor furnishes me with 
the St. Paul dailies after he has looked them over and although they are about 
a week old they are quite interesting. In this way I have kept quite well posted 
on what is going on in the world, We have been having an unusually hard 
Winter here this winter, but today is warm & clear. I had hoped to get another 
letter from you before starting out on this trip but shall probably start before 
another mail comes in. I hope to have a mail meet us within a week after 
starting and hope to get one from you then. 


Sunday Evening, 


Have just returned from dining out. We had a magnificent dinner. So it 
seemed to me, although no better than your dinners. It is better than is usual 
in this country. We had two baked chickens, potatoes, gravy, turnips, jelly, 
. chocolate coffee sauce cake &c. I am really becoming quite charmed with the 
Pacific Coast country. We call it Pacific slope although we are a good many 
hundred miles from the coast. 

‚ Now Darling you must keep up good courage and you may be here before 
long.

Jan’y 30th, 1890 

I start from the last settlers cabin today for the Kootney trip. My foot is 
first-rate. I never felt better than now. Expect a pleasant trip. HAS three 
men instead of two this trip. \ 

Dont worry if you dont hear from me for six weeks.

Demersville, Montana, March 28rd 1890 


I returned last Friday having been gone from Demersville since Jan. 29. 
"52 days we were in the wilderness. It was a terrible trip but it was necessary 
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& is over & I think it was a success, at least we accomplished what we went 
to do. We were determined to stay by the thing until we had finished it.” 

We left 6 ft. of snow in the Mts. but here the ground is almost all bare 
and everything is quite spring-like. I am well & feeling first-rate, never felt 
better although a little tired. The other morning after breakfast I was weighed 
& weighed 177 Ibs. When I left home I weighed over 200. 

There is a surveying party here. I was up to see them yesterday. One of the 
fellows knew me on the С. В. & ЇЧ. Mail goes out tomorrow morning & I have 
been very busy & can not write more now as it is time for mail to close. Will 
send you another letter on next mail. 


Demersville, April 10th, 1890 


With this I send you a part of a letter which I have just received from 
Mr. Beckler. It is in answer to one I wrote him some time ago and will explain 
itself. I am rather provoked but it is probably for the best. If my plans do 
not miscarry I shall have you out here before winter or know the reason why. 

It seems that he is going to send me down the Kootenai River somewhere 
for something. Our real estate speculation is looking very good.? We have 
100 Acres and we are considering the matter of selling off the poorest 40 
Acres for more than we gave for the whole 100. We are having the best 40 
plotted and expect to clean a handsome little thing off that. Of course a fifth 
interest is not very much but you know I had nothing to start with except 


my salary. 
I will send you some money as soon as I get some from Helena which will 
be soon I presume. I am going to clean up enough on this job so that I can 


7 The Inter-Lake of March 28, 1890: “Last Friday afternoon three forlorn, hungry and cadaverous 
looking individuals were seen approaching Demersville from the west and as the city marshal 
was about to round them up, he discovered them to be the Great Northern exploring party which 
left this valley several weeks ago. Instead of being run into the city bastille they were interviewed 
by a reporter of the Inter Lake. The interview so far as railroad information is concerned was a 
dismal failure... They were gone just fifty-two days. Everything used on the trip had to be 
carried on their backs. They wore no overcoats and packed only one blanket each for bedding... 
During this trip they encountered the severest storms and most intense cold of the entire winter. 
At one time the thermometer registered 44 degrees below.” 

' 8 Mr. Haskell was one of four men in the syndicate, the others being J. E. Clifford, George F.

When the railroad failed to pass 
through Demersville, going instead by way of Kalispell, four and a half miles to the north, most 
of the inhabitants moved to the new site. In 1939 two or three half obliterated cellar holes were 
the only indications of the former flourishing town.

Demersville, April 18909 


Your letter of Apr 10th received last night. Was of course glad to hear 
from you. I presume you have by this time received the letter containing 
. theinclosure from Mr. Beckler and perhaps have had a good cry over it. Dont 

. be disappointed, I am proposing to build a house here in the course of the 
summer if I stay in this vicinity and after that is done it will be an easy matter 
to quietly move here. 

Of course after what Mr. B. has written it would not be wise to make a 
break until I know where I am to work. I had a plan for a house made, it's my 
own design. How do you like it? I do not know what it would cost but prob- 
ably not over $600 or $700 complete. I think it would be a fair investment 
though I would not build unless I thought of moving here. 

The soldiers have come, one company all coons, darkies. The officers are 


a very pleasant lot of men. The Capt. took a ride with me to Selish the other - 


day and I found him very entertaining. We discussed prominent railroad 
men and Army officers, to the apparent edification of both. A number of us 
went down the other evening to a little musical entertainment by some darkie 
musicians. As Mr Clifford and Mr. Ingals were away Mrs. C. and Mrs. I. 
invited myself and another fellow here to go down. The crowd kept increasing 
until about eight or ten were with us. At the close of the entertainment a 
gallant Lieutenant constituted himself an escort to see Mrs. C. & Mrs. I. home, 
although they told him that they had an escort. It greatly amused me and 
: considerably nettled the ladies especially when I joshed them about it next 
day. I am under orders to go down into Idaho and look over some line soon 
but they have not yet sent me any money and I cannot go until they do. 
, That trip will probably be much easier as it is on a river with a boat. 
I will never again, unless it is a case of life and death, take such a trip as 
I took to the Kootenai river. If they insisted I would leave he road. We

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suffered everything but death, and I believe worse than even that. There is a 
limit to what I will do, even from professional pride, and I have reached 
the limit. Summer trips, with pack animals, are all right, but in Winter, carry- 
ing a load for a mule, freezing and starving among the mountains, I shall 
never try again. I was taken sick with a bilious attack on the last trip, just as 
we got out of grub, and for 24 hours I would as soon have died as move, 
almost, yet we had to travel, for it was starvation to stop. We are having 
beautiful weather and I so much wish my darling was here and if I stay hope 
and intend that you shall be soon. 

We are quite metropolitan here. Have bugle call at the soldiers camp and 
various drills which adds much to the interest of the town. 

On the trip to Kootenai River I go by steam, rail & stage for which I am 
truly thankful. 


Demersville, May 1st 1890 


Ireturned today from a trip with our worthy chief. We had a very pleasant 
trip. We were out 6 nights. Had a good deal of fun with Mr. B. He started in 
with the idea that he could show us how to rustle and rough it. He started 
in by ordering us called at 4 A. M., breakfast at 4:30, and team at 5 A. M. 
We gave him all he wanted. Kept him in the saddle about 14 hours every day. 
We only took flour, bacon, tea, coffee, sugar, baking power & condensed milk 
and salt. He was about used up, growled a good deal because we didn't have 
knives forks & spoons. Told him that those things were luxuries, that he ought 
to stand for 4 or 5 days what we had stood for 4 or 5 months, ГП bet he will 
never come around again to teach us how to rustle. We pretty nearly killed 
the little fellow although we called it a pleasure trip. I am going to start 
again tomorrow. Shall work in this country about a month longer, and shall 
then go to Spokane Falls and from there into the Cascade Mts. which are 
as much worse than these as these are worse than a prairie country. 

Weston is with the Duluth & Winnipeg. Think he will come here soon, 
he wanted to and Mr. B. talked of sending for him. We have about 1100 
miles of road to build, almost as much as from Winona to Massachusetts and 
much of this through the worst mountains in the U. 5. I sent you $75. the 
other day and I can send more before the end of the month. 

I am tickled whenever I think of Mr. Beckler trying to teach us to rustle. 
It was comical. He had two blankets a buffalo robe & various things to sleep 
in, and like to have frozen. We killed a lot of pheasants & he ate so many 


- 
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that it nearly made him sick & then he thought that he would starve to death, 
thought that we did not have much variety in our food. It was glorious fun 
for us. 

I am sorry that we cant be together but if I am to be rattling all over cre- 
ation it is better for you to stay where you are. We are having beautiful 
weather and as we ride all the way it is a great improvement over last Winter.

Demersville, Montana, May 2nd 1890 


I wrote you a hurried letter last night and as I start this A. M. for the 
mountains again I will write you some more. Am well. Never enjoyed better 
health and am tough as an ox. Mr. Kennedy is coming here to work from 
this valley towards the main range of the Rocky Mts. As I wrote you I expect 
in about three weeks to go over on that Kootenai trip & from there to Spokane 


` Falls &thence into the Cascade Mts. Should like very much to see my Darling 


but if I am to be all over the Pacific slope it is better for you to be at home 
where you will be comfortable. I expect at a conservative estimate to make 
at least $2000. out of my real estate here. I mean to clean up enough here 
to be able to be comparatively independant after this job. Enough so that 
Ishallnot feel unable to stay at home through a winter if I want to do so. 

I hate to leave here, I have many friends here and like the place very 
much. Presume it is just as well that I go on toward the coast. There is much 
heavier work there than here, and it is in a measure a compliment to be sent 
there. 

I rather dislike this wild life, out among the bears and mountains in the 
least known and wildest of all the U. S. I carry a Winchester rifle all the time 
occasionally try a shot at a deer or wolf. Ride horseback whenever I can & 
walk the rest of the way. Sleep on the ground at night by a log fire, cook our 
bread & meat in a frying pan. Everything is intensely primitive, while we 
have no luxuries & few of what are called comforts, still if we have health & 
simple tastes we do not miss the other things. We kill plenty of fresh meat. 
I can shoot off a partridges head almost every time with a rifle. I should dearly ` 
love to see you but as I hope this is our last long separation I will try & bear 
it hopefully. I send you with this a check for $98.00. It may be that I shall 
not be where it will be convenient to send you money every month so will 
send you this now and this with the $75 already sent you will keep the shirt 
on the baby awhile. Please let me know a month or so ahead when you are 
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getting short so I can plan to get money to you before you get out. I do not 
always have much with me. 

I want to get about $500 ahead with you & then invest the rest here, there 
are many chances here to invest money in real estate and it is as safe and 
pays better than 5% interest. 

You have no idea how busy I am. I am kept jumping all the time. 

Expect to be gone about 2 weeks.

Demersville May 14th, 1890 


Your letter of April 28th was here when I came in today. Was glad as ever 
to hear from my Darling. Am expecting another letter from you on tonights 
boat. It is almost 9 P. M. and mail closes tonight and I have only time to write 
a few words to let you know that I am well &c. My work here is done except 
closing up and I shall leave here Monday for Kootenai River, thence to 
Spokane Falls and the Cascades. 

Our speculation here is getting on pretty well. We have sold about 23 
acres of the land bought for as much and a little more than we paid for the 
entire 100 acres. 

We have left 145 lots and 40 acres which costs us nothing and what we 
can get for that will be clear profit. We are sure to make something. To be 
sure I have only a fifth interest but even if it is not a fortune it will help out 
. my salary. :

Missoula, Mont. Мау 20th 1890 


I have been very busy and have been so much on the wing that I have 
neglected to write to you. Was intending to write Sunday but had to give up 
my room at the Cliff House to a lady and had no home for two or three days. 
We had a very pleasant time on the last trip. Warm weather, and we rode 
horseback most of the way. 

Well I am through for the present in the Flathead country. It has been 
a long time since I went there and I have had many experiences, some 
pleasant and some far otherwise. The last day in Demersville I went to 
church in the evening. It is the second time I have been to any kind of re- 
ligious service since last December in Helena. It was very pleasant. I miss 
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these things much, have not worked Sundays when I could possibly avoid it 
for sometime. Only two or three in D. knew I was going out no more to return. 
I preferred to go as though I was going on a short trip and let them learn 
the facts when I failed to return. 

I have apparently many. friends in Flathead. Some are sincere, but most 
are friends for what they can make, or what they hope to make out of me. 
We started at 5 A. M. on the boat and had a pleasant though chilly ride till 
noon, about 60 miles of lake & river. At the foot of the lake I met Mr. and Mrs. 
Clifford going home. Had 35 mile ride on a stage, called such by courtesy, 
realy a lumber wagon. It rained most of the time and was altogether a very 
disagreeable ride. I had a rubber coat and got along as well as most of the 
passengers. | 

We reached Ravalli at 8 P. M. just as the freight train pulled in and we 
climbed aboard and at Midnight reached this place and put up at the best 
hotel and had a rattling good supper at the "Model" restaurant. Have met 
a good many people here whom I knew. I also renewed my acquaintance 
with my trunk which I had not seen since last Dec. 

In anticipation of my Summer among the mountains have bought a Win- 
chester rifle & cartridge belt and am ready to blossom out as a tough citizen. 
Paid $17.50 for the outfit. Am going to buy some fishing tackle. The fish in 
, this country are immense. The finest I ever saw, trout, salmon trout, whitefish - 
and many more. I eat them every meal and never get tired of them. They 
are such magnificent fellows. We live largely on fish and game when in the 
Mts. Am getting so I can shoot off a partridges head as scientifically as the 
old mountain men. I would far rather haye stayed in the Flathead country 
but it was not so to be. I had got on the track of several little things which 
I could have turned so as to make a little outside of my salary. I am doing 
' pretty well now and there may be things which will open up where I am 
going. That real estate is a good thing I guess. Well I am thankful for the 
blessings of the past and we will be hopeful for the future. 

I wish I could see you my Pet. It is unpleasant to live as we do but at 
present I dont see how we can help it. It is a long lane that has no turning 
and ours will turn sometime and we shall enjoy the change all the better. 

In about two weeks expect to be in Spokane Falls. 

Now dont get blue Darling, every thing is lovely and the goose will soon 
hang high. | 

Send you with this an aecount of our good indian. Toochuck was our packer 
last winter. 
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Kootenai, Idaho, May 22 1890 


As I have a little time will drop you a line. When I wrote you last I intended 
to go out that night but met a contractor on the N. P. and he persuaded me 
to go down the new line about 30 miles and see Mr. Woods the contractor 
whom I knew in Minneapolis. Had a very pleasant time & a pleasant time 
with Mr. W. We are together in one or two deals and that land business in 
D. is over. That night I started for here. Started about 10 and got here at 
9 A. M. 189 miles. Came down Clarks Fork of the Columbia after daylight 
and enjoyed the ride very much. 

Pend de Oreille lake is very pretty. Mountain peaks in the shape of islands 
sticking up through the water and some of them are pretty high Mts. too, 
This is a miserable little hole about 74 as large as Gaylord and not a pretty 
place at all. We are about 70 miles from Spokane Falls. Expect to be in Spo- 
karie in about 2 weeks, Think my work will be much pleasanter here and in 
Washington than it was in Mont.

Bonner's Ferry Idaho June 8rd 1890 


As mail goes out tomorrow as well as myself I will drop you a line to let 
you know that I have returned from the Kootenai River trip. Had a very 
pleasant successful trip. Had a half breed and an indian for company and 
we navigated the raging river in a bark canoe. Went in a canoe as far as the 
Falls and above the Falls we n about 30 miles, & made a raft & came 
down to the Falls. 

We killed 3 deer on the trip. Were gone 8 days & traveled 150 miles. It 
rained about half of the time. 

I found a very pleasant place here to stay, some Iowa people, very nice 
and homelike. Of course I make myself wonderfully at home, always do that. 

There are a good many indians around here. About a quarter of a mile 
below here is a man who has three bear cubs. They are about a foot and a 
half long and are the cutest things I ever saw. Wish you could see them. 

This is a miserable little place in the woods, the Mountains & river are the 
only redeeming features of the country. It is about 74 as large as Gaylord and 
very much like it. It is 32 miles of miserable road to the station and at the 
Station there is nothing but a depot railroad track and half a dozen houses. 
The country is heavily timbered and most of it swampy between the two 
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places which makes roads very bad. Well I am off for Spokane Falls tomorrow 
and from there into the Cascade Mts. 

This is.a great mining country, every body is a prospector, that is a fellow 
who hunts around in the Mts. for a prospect, that is a vein of ore. There are 
prospects located everywhere, the most promising prospect that I can see is 
that every body will starve if they dont go to work. Prospectors are a lazy 


` . shiftless set of men as a rule, something like inventors. They find things & 


somebody else gets the boodle if there is any. Much of the time somebody 
furnishes what is called the “grub-stake,” that is what food ES take on the 
trip & the person furnishing ther has half they find.

Spokane Falls, Washington, June 8th 1890 


When I am where I can do so suppose I must make up for lost time. Satur- 
day I went out to look over the town. Took the cable line and went the whole 
length of that line. It was a new part of town but looked as though it might 

become a pleasant part of the city. Then I took the electric line, that is a 
dandy, the pleasantest riding thing I ever rode on for interurban travel. It 
goes out 4 or 5 miles and lots at the end are marked $800. That price does 
not make the cows feeding thereon give any richer milk. Still I think Spokane 
real estate is good investment. It is bound to be a great city. I sent you the 
other day six photographs of Spokane. Of course the town has not yet re- 
covered from the great fire.1° They are putting up magnificent buildings. It is 
a pretty place. I went to church this morning, First-Baptist. It is the first time 
I have attended a Baptist church since I was in Helena on my way out. The 
Pastor is a lady, she may suit them, is quite eloquent & exciting but 15 
minutes after she got through it was hard to say which impression was the 
strongest, the sermon or a description I read in the "Hoosier Schoolmaster" 
of which she strongly reminded me. After ch. stayed to S..S. Had quite a 
large class and to my disgust a lady taught. Couldn't hear a word she said, 
except occasionally, and I guess it was not much loss. Women seem to run 

` the whole shooting match at the 1st Baptist and I think ГП try the Calvary 
tonight. The first may be all right but it is not my style. 
I understand the country I am going into for the first trip is well settled up. 

It is along the Columbia River. I like this country very much. It is the only

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decent country since leaving Minneapolis. Flathead is all right but is not like 
this. 

I did not mean that the reporters should get hold of me but I met the City 
Editor of the C. on the St. we were well acquainted in Watertown, Dak. Also 
came across another Watertown man Woods. He worked with Fred staking 
out McIntyres additions. It is curious how I seem to meet old acquaintances 
everywhere. Then of course it got out that I was a R. R. man and I talked to 
them nice as I could without telling them anything. 

I sent you a paper both Review and Chronicle. Wish you would cut out 
& keep all of these things they may in the course of years make an interesting 
collection. I had the toothache the other day a good deal and went to a dentist 
and he pulled the nerve & left the tooth in, it was a success, stopped the ache. 

They are sending a man out to go with me and I am to wait here for him. 
I can stand lots of waiting here. I have taken a great fancy to the town. Am 
instructed to buy a home here &c. Have found two but have not closed the 
trade yet. Wish you were here. Hope you will be some time. Think this will 
bea fine place to settle. 

Will drop this now till after supper. By the way we have no Supper here. 
Have Breakfast, Lunch at noon, & Dinner at six. High toned you see. 


Monday Р. M. 


Have been rather lazy and have not done much today. Went to church on 
North side last evening enjoyed the session very much. Called on the Pastor 13 
this morning a few moments. The church is new only about 3 months old, is 
largely on account of the peculiarities I mentioned last night. The Home 
Mis. Soc. were helping the 1st church but when they hired a female pastor 
the Society considered it unscriptural and refused to sanction it by further 
aiding them and stopped the help. The North Side Ch. started three months 
ago with 18 members and now have 36. Have bought two desirable lots for 
church property and have just raised $5000 on a debt of $10,000. They meet 
in the Court House now. The Pastor came from near Philadelphia. Left the 
largest country church in Penna. to come here, is an enthusiastic live worker 
and bids fair to have a church second to none in the N. W. in strength and 
influence in a short time. I liked him very much. 

I had a letter from Mr. Beckler tonight. He expressed himself very much 

pleased with my last work on the Kootenai.

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Well Pet I have written you a pretty good long letter this time and shall 
not for some time be in as wild a country as I was last winter. 
° They are crowding this work hard and will soon have this reconnaisance 
finished. Then we shall settle down to something like business. 
Mr. Roberts, Chief Eng. of S. F. & Northern;!? has just been in. He & I used 
the same desk in St. Paul the last month I was on the W., & S. Falls line.

Waterville, Wash. June 25th, 1890 


Ireached here last night and found 24 letters waiting for me. Three of them 
from you. It seems real good to get letters from you. We had a rather pleasant 
trip as trips go. They are not planned for pleasure trips yet we manage to 
get a good deal of pleasure out of them. We left Fort Spokane and traveled 
about six miles down the Columbia River and stayed over night with a man 

-by the historic name of Bailey, no relation of our Baileys I think. It was a 
firstrate place to stay. The next day we expected to make Layton’s Mill but 
there were two canyons to get through where I had to walk so I didn’t get 
there. Stayed with a fellow who was batching. Didn’t have a very good place 
but managed to get along and the next forenoon brought up at Laytons. 
Stayed there the balance of that day and arranged for a boat to go down the 
river, Hired a man to go down 75 miles for $15. and he to pay expenses back. 
We started.next morning and made a long run that day. That night we stayed 
with a celebrated character known as Wild Goose Bill. He had a squaw for 
a wife and it was a daisy establishment. The next morning we started down 

` again and made Foster Ck. that night and yesterday came across country 

, to this place. The Columbia is the grandest river I ever saw, it is from 1000 

' ft to 1500 ft wide and very deep and swift. It has a rise between low water ` 
and high water of about 40 to 50 ft. Think of a river of that size rising 50 ft. 

It is 30 ft. above low water now and is said to be anywhere from 80 to 200 ft. 
deep and runs at an average speed of 7 or 8 miles per hour, probably runs 8 

or 10 times as much water as the Miss. at Winona. It is so swift that although 
there is always enough water steamboats have never tried to run up where 
we were. There were times when we rode at the rate of 20 miles per hour 

I think. I never traveled at such a speed except on the cars. W. is a little town 
on a rolling prairie about 7 miles from the Columbia. It is in the celebrated 


18 Spokane Falls and Northern, now a part of the Great Northern system. 
14 Willmar & Sioux Falls Railway, now a part of the Great Northern system. 
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Big Bend of the Columbia. Supposed to be a glorious country but looks like 
Dakota. If I didn't know I was west of the Rockies I should think I was in a 
thriving little Dak. town. The country is the same rolling prairie, a little 
wooden town with little buildings. I guess the country is better than Dak. 
but there's a great scarcity of water in some places. 

We ate dinner yesterday where they haul water 2 miles for everything. 
Along the Columbia River the land is about 2000 ft. lower and they do not 
have the winds nor the cold that they do up here. Down there they can raise 
apples, pears, peaches, apricots, prunes, sweet potatoes &c. I may not go into 
the Cascades at all. There are two or three there now. I am ordered back 
across country to Spokane Falls. Every week put in across this beautiful 
prairie country is so much less in the Mts. This is certainly a beautiful country 
to ride over in Summer. 

I want my little wife to enjoy herself all she can. There 15 no use being 
blue and discouraged because we cannot be together. We must get what 
good we can out of life and hope for a time when we shall be together again. 

This reconnaisance work will not last more than about two months more 
and then it may be something else, or I may be fired and sent home.

A Check List of Thoreau's Lectures 


By WALTER HARDING | 
Rutgers University 


The figure of Henry Thoreau is looming ever larger on our American 
literary scene. Almost completely ignored in his own day, and nearly for- 
gotten in the fifty or sixty years after his death, Thoreau has recently experi- 
enced a great revival of interest. That he was a literary stylist without peer 
and a master of the art of writing prose cannot be questioned. He is now 
secure in his position among our greatest American authors. 

He has informed us quite clearly of his writing technique: 


From all points of the compass, from the earth beneath and the 
heavens above, have come these inspirations and been entered duly 
in the order of their arrival in the journal. Thereafter, when the 
time arrived, they were winnowed into lectures, and again, in due 
time, from lectures into essays. 


Yet, strangely enough, even with this direct clue as to the source of his ЛЕ 
the critics have almost completely ignored Thoreau's lectures. 

Ја the hopes of remedying this situation, I have compiled this check list 
of Thoreau's lectures. It has been culled from his journals, his letters, the 
writings of his contemporaries, his biographers, the newspapers of the day, 
and the manuscript records of the various lyceums at which he lectured. It 
has been pieced together like the fragments of a mosaic. But unlike a mosaic, 
it is impossible to verify its completeness. It is my hope that I have missed 
none — but that can only be a hope. 

With each lecture, I have attempted wherever possible to give the date 
and place of its delivery, its subject, the location of the printed version in 
those cases where it reached that final form, and the audiences' and re- 
viewers’ reactions. 

I am indebted particularly to the librarians of The New York Public Library, 
the Morgan Library, and the.Concord Free Public Library for permitting 
me to examine various manuscript materials and newspaper files and to 
Raymond Adams of the University of North Carolina for carefully checking 
this listing. Dr. Hubert Hoeltje’s recent article on “Thoreau as Lecturer,” 
apparently the only discussion of Thoreau’s lecturing ever to reach print, 
called to my attention several important items which I would otherwise 
have missed.

News of the Month 
GILDER POETRY COLLECTION 


The Library's extensive holdings of American and English poetry have 
recently been further enriched by nearly three hundred volumes from the 
library of Richard Watson Gilder (1844-1909), the eminent New York poet ` 
and editor. This collection was received as a gift from Mr. Gilder's daughters, 
Miss Rosamond Gilder and Mrs. W. W. Palmer, and his son, Mr. Rodman 
Gilder. It is gratifying that this Library should have been selected to be the 
custodian of the Gilder collection, since Mr. Gilder's professional career was 
associated entirely with this city. He was appointed assistant editor of Scrib- 
ners Monthly in 1870, and in 1881 became editor-in-chief of the Century 
when that magazine was established in continuation of the former periodical. 
This post he held until the time of his death, and his editorship was a major 
contribution to the literary development of his time. In this connection it is 
of interest to note that in 1930 the Century Company presented to the Library 
the correspondence files of the Century magazine from about 1880 to 1890, 
covering the first decade of Mr. Gilder's editorship. 

The Gilder collection, which is to be kept together in the Reserve Division, 
is of unusual interest on several counts. It contains the work of most of the 
significant poets of Gilder’s day, providing in one group of books an important 
, representation of three decades of American poetry. The volumes are all in 
their original bindings, and the most interesting feature is that nearly half 
of them are inscribed to Gilder by their authors. A complete listing of the 
books will appear in an early issue of the Bulletin, and will include quotations 
_ of the numerous personal inscriptions appearing in these volumes,

In this edition, there are newly 
added or considerably expanded sections, on such 
topics as power ampifiers, Klystron tubes, oavity 
resonators, resonant lines, tubes for ultrahigh fre- 
quencies, solenium rectifiers, and the use of reactance 
‘tubes in providing frequency-modulated waves.

Enough historical data are given to place important 
developments in acourate perspective, but the tert 
апа illustrations are concerned chiefly with current 
practices. The book was written by thirty specialists 
on the staff of the Combustion Engineering Company. 
There are many incidental references to this Com- 
pany’s activities and products, but these do not 
detract from the potential usefulness of the book. 
The materlal is intended primarily for engineers and 
engineering students, and is therefore rather technical 
in nature.

Note: The compiler of this dictionary has avoided 
the tendenoy of many lexicographers to overload their 
work with terms only remotely oonnected with the 
subject in hand. He has produced a dictionary which 
is truly limited to the plastics fleld, and one which 
wil appeal to the non-specialist because of its brief 
and non-technical definitions. Although more than 
3500 terms are defined, these consist overwhelmingly 
of nouns and adjectives, while only scant attention 
is given to terms denoting technical processes. A large 
proportion of the entries are trade names. A useful 
feature is the tabulation of technical data. under 
appropriate headings, for example, the teble on page 
12 of the composition and properties of plasticizers.

The author has been par- 
ticularly successful in his chapters on clouds and 
visibility, two aspects of weather observing which de- 
pend largely on personal judgment and which vary 
from hour to hour. The observer is taught how to 
apply scientific method to a subjective activity which 
could easily invite ambiguity. The information on 
instruments is rather general, but is adequate for most 
beginners. Some of the suggestions for improvising 
instruments are very ingenious. There are brief ac- 
counts of new meteorological developments, such as 
rawinsonde, sferics, and automatic weather stations. 
There is an extensive bibliography, and the Alus- 
trations are excellent.

As is 
common in this series, the work is based on the 
literature, and statements in the text are key-numbered 
to the citations of the original sources in the bibliogra- 
phy. The bibliography contains 2668 references. Pat- 
ents are included. Despite the length of tho work, the 
treatment is highly compressed, and many data nre 
presented in tabular form.

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Editors Today* 
By Ken McCormick 


E SALUTE RICHARD ROGERS BOWKER TONIGHT. It would 

not be easy to forget him and his tremendous influence on the book 

business. No greater memorial could stand for Mr. Bowker than one which 

he helped erect: the international copyright law. He was instrumental, along 

with a half-dozen other publishers and several authors, in bringing about the 

enactment of the copyright law of 1891 and its revision in 1909. This is his 
great monument. 

As an editor Mr. Bowker knew a world of publishing not unlike the one: 
we know today. There were old problems in his day; perennial problems; and 
new problems. It's the same today. I intend to outline some of the editor's 
responsibilities in this decade. 

The worst editorial problem of the nineteenth century was lack of inter- 
national copyright protection. Thanks to Mr. Bowker and his associates, 
this is so well solved today that only two people are required to handle all the 
copyright work for Doubleday & Company and its various subsidiaries. Once, 
however, the black flag of piracy was in evidence everywhere. The battle 
of infringements raged most furiously across the Atlantic: both England and 
the United States printed each other's books with abandon, without authority 
or acknowledgment. It is much less of a problem today and flourishes only in 
Asia, where steps are being taken to control it. . 

In the nineteenth century, as now, the two bad words of publishing were 
“libel” and “plagiarism.” Editors have always had legal worries but never 
more than now. To libel anyone intentionally is obviously a criminal act. 
In the book world there is comparatively little of it. There is a certain type 
of reader who prays that he'll be libeled, or seem to be libeled, so that he

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may sue. Nuisance suits brought by those who imagine themselves libeled 
cause more legal expense and professional worry than any other aspect 
of our business. À recent example is all too familiar a pattern in outline: 
Miss -Ilka Chase wrote a novel called In Bed We Cry. She called one 
of her minor characters ‚Madeleine Valdane. The character in the book 
was twenty-eight years old, gay and disposed to quick romance. In Phila- 
delphia a woman of impeccable character, but over fifty years of age, 
whose name was Adelina Patti Valdane chose to assume that Miss Chase 
bad written about her and that she was being libeled. Her reputation had 
been damaged and she required $50,000 to make up for the loss of her 
friends' esteem. 

Lawyers for Miss Chase and Doubleday worked for months preparing a 
case which ran its weary length for one week in a local court. It cost Miss 
Chase about $15,000 to prove not only that she had not libeled Adelina Patti 
Valdane but that she'd never heard of her. As one witness after another went 
to the stand it became evident that the only safe way to write a novel would 
be to number the characters rather than name them. This sort of suit calls 
for constant vigilance on the part of the editor to be sure that his author 
understands the nature of libel laws and the danger of using a name which 
might be associated with someone of similar character in a locale which 
might resemble that of the one in the book. 

Editors are less worried by plagiarism suits because there are fewer of 
them. Again the copyright laws were made to protect writers, and any editor 
would be a fool not to use them for his own protection. Intentional plagi- 
arism is extremely rare because, aside from any ethical or. moral point, it is 
bad business. In the past twenty-five years there have been two or three 
notable trials in which similarity of theme has led a writer to believe that 
he has been plagiarized. The most recent case was one brought against Lady 
Browning, Daphne du Maurier, author of Rebecca. The estate of the author 
of a book entitled Blind Windows sued Lady Browning and Doubleday & 
Company for a sum of money in astronomical figures. The case was based 
on certain similarities in theme. The story of Rebecca in its barest theme 
outline is as old as the story of the Prodigal Son and as available to all to 
write about as that parable. In this case the judge found Lady Browning 
innocent but not until it had cost her $25,000 in legal fees and a trip across 
the Atlantic to prove that she did write Rebecca. 

As for the plaintiff, in the Chase libel suit the settlement was far below 

. the probable cost of the suit while in the Du Maurier case the plaintiff received 
nothing for his pains.

Editors are haunted by the ghosts of books they may never have read 
which may hover over the book of the hour, ready to drop like hawks to 
accuse it of imitation. | 

Occasionally a publisher is sued for the loss of а manuscript. No manu- 
script is so valuable as the lost manuscript. It may be trash but it is worth 
$10,000 lost; found, it's worth ten cents. Few manuscripts are lost, and most 
writers have come to follow the editors’ advice, which is never to send to a 
publisher a manuscript of which he does not have a carbon. 

Editors aren't infallible and accidents do happen, though rarely. I remem- 
ber one "lost" manuscript which almost sent the author to jail. We approached 
him with the regretful news that his manuscript had been lost and a request 
to have his carbon so that we could have a new original typed for him at our 
expense. He immediately countered with a suit for $10,000 because we'd 
lost his only copy. The insurance lawyers pointed out that of course he had 
damages coming because we had lost his manuscript. But, since our testimony 
in court about the value of the contents of the manuscript would be con- 
sidered prejudiced, the insurance lawyers suggested that we check other 
publishers to see if they had previously rejected the manuscript. On the 
basis of several rejections we might establish the fact that the manuscript 
was unpublishable and worth little more than the author's time to write 
it. | 

I wrote every editor in New York City and got an answer in twenty- 
four hours from almost every one. They all lived in fear of losing a manu- 
script and my letter was like an SOS signal; they might need help some- 
day too! I wrote to twenty-four editors, sixteen of whom replied that 
they had considered and rejected the manuscript. But four replied that 
the manuscript or copy of it was under consideration at the very time we 
had lost it. The author had withdrawn the manuscript in each of the, 
four cases on the day he received our letter advising him that his manu- 
script had been lost. The man had perjured himself, of course; and, very 
much chastened, retired from the case, although a modest settlement was 
made to forestall further trouble. This case became doubly offensive when 
we found the author's manuscript had been copied on a co-operative 
basis with the understanding that when it was sold the typist would be 
paid. She, we discovered, had never been advised that he was suing 
Doubleday. 

Im glad to say that this type of behavior among authors is the exception 
and not the rule. But it has always added to the troubles of the editor who 
tries to deal fairly and honestly with writers. 
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I'm sure that there are many more old problems which have been handed 
down to contemporary editors but this sampling will suffice to acknowledge 
that fact that we still have many of the same old problems with us. 

Perennial problems abound by the score, and to these we give the most 
attention because they bridge the rich past of publishing with what we hope 
will be a richer future. 

Where to find potential writers is a quest which has engaged editors for 
generations. The editorial scout has never been so active as today and it is 
almost inconceivable that a talent could go undiscovered. Actually scouting 
is now being carried to a point near absurdity. We scout magazines for new 
talent, keep track of writers' conferences and college writing laboratories. It's 
hard for a man to write a short story for The New Yorker and not have at least 
one offer for a collection of his future short stories once he's written them. 
If he then goes on to write a novel, that is reward indeed for the lucky pub- 
lisher. Baseball clubs are being penalized for drawing players from high 
school teams, and 1 expect any day to see that the Authors’ League has fined 
one of our publishing houses for invading high school English classes in 
search of talent. 

Certainly this scouting is healthy and has produced an atmosphere of im- 
portance in-which the writer's ego can breathe. It would not be possible to- 
day, for instance, to have a contemporary Frank Norris arrive on the scene 
as fully developed as he appeared to the world of books in 1898. He had 
written and published dozens of short stories in Western literary magazines, 
had written three novels, McTeague, Vandover and the Brute, and Moran of 
the Lady Letty, before Johns Phillips of Doubleday, Page & Company read 
the first part of Moran as a serial in Overland Magazine and made him an 
offer for book publication. In the next eighteen months Doubleday pub- 
lished three of his novels, all written before he had had a book contract. To- 
day he'd have had an advance against his royalties after the first chapter of 
McTeague, and his short stories would have been published long before that. 

There are fewer unsolicited manuscripts accepted by publishers today 
because it is almost impossible for any talented individual to write much 
without being observed. He is approached by the publisher, an agent, or 
a friend who knows a publisher or agent. It’s a strange talent that goes 
unsolicited today. Or any day, for that matter. Genius discovers itself first 
and Т doubt that any great writer in recent years has gone unpublished. 

In fact it isn’t even necessary to be a writer at all to be published. The 
world is so full of people with something to say and with no means to say it, 
and other people who speak beautifully but have nothing to say, that pub- 
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lishers have effected a union between these two groups. Ghosting and col- 
laborating have been responsible for many fine books which might never 
have been written. The editor who brings the right man of ideas in contact 
with the right man of expression has effected something of a creative process 
in so doing. 

The economics of publishing is an increasing problem to the editor. Ad- 
vance royalties and general payments to the author present the editor with 
an economic responsibility to his authors not to bankrupt them by encourag- 
ing them to think that they can support themselves by writing. Although 
more writers are now living from royalties than ever in the history of pub- 
lishing, many are doing second-rate work to maintain themselves. In some 
part this is the fault of the editor. Book writing is a full-time occupation for 
comparatively few of the thousands who write for profit. D is very easy for 
an editor to tempt a writer who has done a couple of short stories to free 
himself sufficiently to write a novel. If he writes that novel on an advance 
against royalties he is living on a precarious future. Having finished the novel, 
he must live, and by this time the idea of writing each day has come to appeal 
to him. It is then the editor's job to keep him alive until the book is published. 
Even then the writer is not in the clear because he must earn more than 
his advance payment. 

There is much to be said for the week-end writer who does his best writing 
as an avocation rather than mediocre writing as a vocation. Until a writer is 
fairly well developed the editor must encourage him to maintain economic: 
security in some other field so that he won't do his writing out of desperation. 
Certainly some literature has been produced by the starvation route but 
Гуе never been sure that it wouldn't have been better if the man had eaten ` 
regularly. 

Iknew one writer who began his first novel on the subway traveling to and 
from night school. He supported himself as an accountant while he went 
to night school to study law. His accountancy job in the garment district 
supplied him with endless material for the novel he wished to write in addi- 
tion to guaranteeing him a weekly wage. His law school work was a side 
bet on the future on the chance that his writing did not materialize. He went 
through a writing apprenticeship of several years during which he wrote 
short stories which were published here and'there but never in a profitable 
medium; he wrote two novels which were turned down and was at work 
on the third novel when it was signed for publication. During that time he 
had taken care of himself, his family, and his education. He had confidence 
in his ability to earn a living if his fountain of ideas dried up, and as he 
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worked he stored up material for more and more books. No editor can be 
given credit for guiding this writer; he knew what he should do. 

` Too often, however, editors do assume a responsibility which is not ad- 
visable. Writers who should be encouraged to stay at home and keep up 
their writing are encouraged to come to New York City, where they lose the 


"hu one thing they had po offer: a feeling for their own grass roots. In a day 


when earning a living is a matter of amassing a small fortune it is the respon- 
sibility of editors to protect their writers from stranding themselves. 

By so restricting writers the editor can keep the author who has very little 
to say from glutting the market with second-rate stuff. After all, editors must 
protect the reader from boredom and the market from saturation. Unfor- 
. tunately, the present-day contract system does little to alleviate this tendency. 

We're somewhat the victim of the three- or four-book contract in the same 
way that the movies are victims of the star system. Once you have a writer 
you must publish him to keep him. 

To ease the life of the successful author, many avenues of payment have 
been opened. Spreading royalties over a long period of years has helped to 
alleviate the writer’s burden of income taxes. The occasional outright sale 
of a whole property has given him the right to enjoy a capital gains tax rather 
than an income tax. Both of these methods have produced their own evil as 
far as the editor is concerned, however, and that’s the unearned advance. 
This loss is being viewed more and more casually by the author and his 
agent as part of the risk of publishing. 

It is not entirely the authors’ fault that 1947 was a generally colorless pub- 

lishing year in which little of distinction appeared. Editors have encouraged 
mediocrity by publishing too many undistinguished books. In some respects 
this is an outgrowth of the war and days when almost anything sold. We're 
in a period in publishing not unlike the early lumbering days, when areas 
were cut over indiscriminately. Later came intelligent, selective cutting. It 
isn’t too wild a stretch of the simile to say that we must save some people to 
be readers. 

However, every age is beset with too many books, and ours will survive 
along with others. It is a little disarming to discover that in 1842, when so much 
that was written, viewed in retrospect, seems to have been a gem, the editor 
of an American magazine called Brother Jonathan remarked, “Literature is 
a drug. All the markets are overstuffed.” Later, in 1890, when a new world 
of novelists was rising, an anonymous American journalist paused to note: 
“There is too much of the modern novel everywhere. It is hawked in the 
street, it crowds the El stations, until I am conscious of a feeling of nausea

at the mere sight of a row of paperbacks." Today I think we have a more 
intelligent attitude toward the printed word. It doesn't carry quite the 
frightening authority that it once did, and books are not quite such sacred 
objects as they once were. Yet it is still hard to get readers to throw books 
away. Who among us keeps bound volumes of Redbook on our shelves? 
But a novel, a hard-bound book — it's almost impossible to part with it. The 
control of this flood of print, which is no greater in ratio to the population 
than it was a century ago, is, as far as books are concerned, the responsibility 
of the editor and the writer. 

World War II ended our literary provincialism and we have had to stand 
on our own feet through necessity. The twice-yearly trips to London which 
used to be the automatic duty and pleasure of editors have now become 
less pertinent. The fact that English publishers are more consistently coming 
to the United States than we are going there is testimony to the fact that 
America has come of age in letters and that her literary provincialism is 
ended. But the end of any bondage instantly imposes new responsibilities. 
If indeed this country is leading the world of arts in general, and in literature 
in particular, the editor has the new and terrible task of finding and evaluat- 
ing this talent; of helping to mold it in the direction of global concepts; and 
of passing on to authors the sense of importance that must be theirs. It 
means less experimenting for experimentation's sake. It means more solid 
directions and more healthy convictions. It means that authors and editors 
alike must realize that the eyes of the literary world are upon them as 
certainly as they were once on the Asiatics, later on the Greeks, the Romans, 
the Spanish, the English, the French, the Germans, the Russians, and now 
finally on us. 

The shortest route to a new provincialism born of self-satisfaction is to 
ignore the translation of foreign literature. The pioneers who first published 
translations are still alive in two of the three primary cases and have taught 
their fellow editors much about the need for it. Mr. Benjamin Huebsch, later 
Mr. Horace Liveright and Mr. Alfred Knopf among them began the work 
of bringing to American audiences translations of great European books. 
The problem of the editor today is to find intelligent and perceptive readers 
to evaluate books in foreign languages, and once having done that, to keep 
from using so few translators that the rich field of foreign books may not 
. appear in translation to have been written by a half-dozen men. 

The Russian classics sound much alike because of the energetic translating 
' of one person. It is as if the Russians had gained the impression from transla- 
tions into their language that Wolfe, Fitzgerald, Hemingway, and Faulkner 
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all wrote alike. Translation is a creative art and one practiced much less 
devoutly than it should be. There have been a few giants in the field, but not 
enough. Translations are most successful when the translator is rendering a 
book into his native tongue. Americans should translate books for Americans. 
Vincent Sheean's remarkable translation of Eve Curie's life of her mother 
: is a perfect example. 
No editorial problem is so basic and so recurrent as censorship. The denial 
` to the public of several books in the past few months calls attention to the 
fact that considerable ground has been lost in the direction of a free press. 
The censor has been with us'since Roman days but it remained for the in- 
vention of printing to bring the full impact of previous restraint to the printed 
word. In Europe and England, Church and State soon imposed controls. 
In England, Mary forbade all printing except by license and it was not until 
Milton wrote his Areopagitica in 1644, proclaiming that a man's conscience, 
should be his final and only guide in reading, that prepublication control 
„was seriously attacked in England. Except for certain fields in which it still 
persists, it was abolished in 1695. | 

Even here in America we have the same heritage of prepublication cen- 
sorship: the first printing presses in Massachusetts were licensed by the 
Massachusetts theocracy. “Published by Authority" appeared on newspapers 
until 1725. It was not until the First Amendment in 1791 that previous 
restraint was abolished in America. Every member of an editorial depart- 
ment is grateful for the sentence in that amendment which reads: “Congress 
shall make no law abridging freedom of speech or of the press.” 

But this was a broad freedom which allowed opportunity for censorship of 
movies and radio. The fear that this censorship may spread to books is begin- 
ning to worry publishers. 

The threat of censorship, of course, has always been with us but it was 
never more firmly put down than during the twenties. O’Neill, Dreiser, 
Mencken, Bodenheim among writers; Huebsch, Liveright, and Knopf among 
publishers; and Ernst and Hayes among laywers all understood that the . 
writer and the publisher were the chief creators of a common consciousness - 
in people. They knew that it was the writers obligation to try to tell 
“how people feel about things.” The 1920s closed with books freer than 
any other medium. Radio and movies had each submitted to heavy re- 
striction but books were free because everyone concerned was ready to 
fight to keep them that way. By being free in a way that other media 
were not, books had changed American metabolism in a dozen important 
respects. 
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A depression and a war have intervened since that time and we've lost 
some ground. The most immediate and glaring example of how much ground 
has been lost is the action of the Thomas Committee and the resultant milk- 
toast defense of the movie magnates who abandoned their writers in a sud- 
den, frightened gesture of “We didn’t do anything!” Whether the Thomas 
Committee has so outraged the respect for civil rights of Americans that its 
own effectiveness will be qualified remains to be seen; but meanwhile it is 
the responsibility of editors and publishers to fight any such abrogation of the 
rights given by the First Amendment as seem to be in danger. 

It is so easy to lose hard-won ground that it is in order to review a little of 
what censorship implies. 

Vincent McHugh, who has recently been a victim of John Sumner’s guil- 
lotine, has indicated three or four types of censorship which have crept 
in on us in the years since 1930. Censorship by accommodation between ` 
1929 and 1948 accounted for a dangerous uniformity of thinking and expres- 
sion. Conformity was rewarded, and in many cases enforced. 

Censorship in wartime is praiseworthy in intent but not in effect. It invites 
a habit of censorship, an accommodation to it. When the emergency is over 
it is the editor's job and the writer's to throw off the habit and again give 
vent to free expression. A writer's primary obligation is to speak all the private 
truth that is in him, even against his own party or his own interest. Only con- 
sensus of such ruthless private truths can be melted down into a useful social ` 
truth. In this way the writer, and the publisher as well, can discharge their 
common social function. 

During the war American writers caught the habit of conformity and, not 
dissuaded by their editor, became vulnerable to a subconscious or public cen- 
sorship which they themselves practiced against their own enemies. Certain 
Kinds of accommodation became virtually automatic, and this accommoda- 
tion in itself has constituted censorship. 

Censorship by commercial compromise is more apparent in radio, movies, 
and the magazines than in the book field, although even in our bailiwick 
certain combines have begun to suggest it. The problem is to keep books 
from becoming less and less a matter of free imagination, rather than a pre- 
sumptive adaptation to the tastes of the customer. Mr. McHugh points out 
that the present condition of Hollywood is an excellent example of a cal- 
culated product beginning to euchre itself out of the market. 

It is under such conditions, which are apparent in the book business, that 
the editor must face the tremendous responsibility of retaining enough 
acknowledged money earners on his list to keep the publishing house alive 
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while he explores new fields to vent new talent. Experimentation as an end 
in itself, however, is a vacant room with so many doors leading into it, in the 
name of poetry, essay, criticism, and narrative, that an editor can easily 
lose himself chasing in and out of the same room by a variety of doors, con- 
vinced by the speed of his motion that he is opening the way to new vistas. 

Special groups bringing special pressures make’it harder and harder for 
the editor to resist them. Since we live by the sales of our product and not 
by advertising, we are freer of such pressures than the magazines, but both 
Catholic and Calvinist restrictions are such that editors must constantly 
evaluate and evade them. 

Shaw’s terrible question in St. Joan — “Must there be a Christ in every 
generation to save those without imagination?” — applies so endlessly in our 
business that it might well stand as the guide for editors. Without being too 
dramatic about it, apparently it is necessary. | 

The censorship feared by many in the growth of book clubs need never 
. develop if in editing and choosing books for mass circulation we do not 
underrate the public taste. It is too easy to assume that the words will be 
too difficult for the mass audience; the ideas too involved; the subject mat- 
ter too limited in appeal. The public has long revealed itself as singularly 
discerning, with an eye more intent on finding food for growth than weeds 
for narcotics. As editors we can't throw the responsibility on the public. 
It is ours. 

The perennial problem of scientific, religious, and political books requires 
that an editor concern himself with the new ideologies. H. M. Tomlinson 
recently remarked that "never before in history have men known so many 
facts about this mysterious universe as they know now, nor so little what 
to do with them; never such an unquestioned belief in science nor so empty 
a care for the value of life and personality." 

Scientists have developed a world in which they must live and survive 
along with the rest of us. They've got to help us live with what they've 
created. Atomic power has finally forced a philosophical point of view upon 
them. The editor must find the articulate among scientists so that the layman 
can be educated to the philosophical concepts and realities of the scientist's 
new and frightening world. 

Scientists themselves have progressed as if the frontier of science were 
limitless. There are those who believe that the field of scientific research 
is not infinite; that it is definitely finite and that we are within perhaps a thou- 
sand years of a terminal point in such research. If that is so, science has an 
even greater need to project its stark realities into the philosophical and help 
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adjust the individual to its growing world. It's the editor's job to find the 
writers who can translate scientific wonders to the reader. 

Novelists can play a great part in this adjustment by helping to educate 
the reading public. I don't refer to the interstellar-space boys but we need 
Dreisers and Upton Sinclairs of this generation to write about scientific 
advances and relate them to everyday life. Where іѕ е man today who can 
write a novel about atomic power and relate it as certainly to our daily life 
as Dreiser brought the financial world within the lay readers' grasp in The 
Financier and The Titan? These writers must be found and encouraged. 
Fiction, after all, far more than fact, can arouse men to worthy ends, partly 
because fiction appeals to man's emotions, his most vulnerable and uncon- 
sciously idealistic point of access. 

An editor must be concerned with the evaluation of man's religion. The 
need for clarification of faith is always with us. Whether it is an appeal to rea- 
son by Jean Paul Sartre or a “blue sky" exposition by Rabbi Liebman or a 
concern with human destiny by Lecomte du Noüy, the editor must be 
aware of the audience which awaits such utterances and must form an 
opinion of their worth. There is no field in which so much claptrap is written 
nor any branch of editorial work which is subject to the intense assault by 
authors who are ordained by God to speak. I was once approached by a Hard- 
shell Baptist from Florida who rejoiced in the name of Buzzacott. He wanted . 
me to publish his book on self-impregnation, in which he proved to his satis- 
faction that God had provided a special Darwinianism which called for the 
ultimate bestowal of both sexes in one body, that man might propagate himself 
alone. The fact that this manuscript arrived in a large trunk packed in with red 
flannel underwear always seemed to me to have its own Freudian significance. 

An editor must be concerned with the evaluation of politics, national and 
international. The world is bursting with commentators but few authorities. 
No big voice dominates. Perhaps this is just as well, but it is the editor's 
responsibility to search for and single out those who speak with truth and 
understanding. 

So, much, then, for perennial problems, of which there are scores and 
only a few of which I've mentioned. Our new headache today is one which 
should not concern editors at all. The editor faces mechanical difficulties as 
never before. For some time, as this complication was activating itself, authors 
and authors' agents looked with boredom on our business problems and were 
of the opinion that we were crying because the honeymoon of wartime sales 
was over. However, with all credit to them, they have come to realize that 
editors more and more reflect publishers’ worries and that with the help of 
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authors and agents the editors and publishers can whip this new problem : 
of manufacturing. 
It is not news that the cost of manufacturing has risen largely because of ` 
wage increases in composition, plating, presswork, and binding. If there 
had to be an increase in the cost of manufacturing there couldn't be a better 
reason. But the result has been to double the cost of composition and plating 
and triple or quadruple the cost of paper, printing, and binding. These in- 
- creases have, of course, affected the price and design of books. In many 
instances publishers have been forced back into wartime economies of 
design. But in order not to lose the beauty of format we have economized 
in the length of books, which has made cutting an essential part of an editor's 
job. Old German publishers abhorred cutting and rarely tampered with a 
writers work in this regard. We can't afford that luxury today. 

This need to cut may be the ill-wind department which blows somebody 
good. We have fewer sprawling books as a result, although House Divided 

` and Raintree County belie the fact. At Doubleday we have recently cut a 

“travel book by 45,000 words and a novel by 30,000 words. In each case, of 
course, with the author's consent and co-operation. I'm glad to say that in 
both instances the authors feel that the work has been improved. 

It is not too much of a problem to cut manuscripts but the real problem 
is to keep in print books already published. We can't cut fifty pages out of 
Lydia Bailey by Kenneth Roberts. Bennett Cerf can't excerpt two hundred 
pages from the Nonesuch Edition of Thomas Aquinas. And so we've been 
forced in many instances to increase the price or ask the author's indulgence 
in the matter of a royalty curtailment during this emergency. Authors in 
general have been quick to grasp the predicament and have co-operated 
so that their books can remain in print. 

The most important change in an editors job today is that he has slowly 
acquired the publisher's responsibility. This is particularly true in the United 
States. In England the head of the house, the publisher, still chooses his own 
list, keeps track of all the authors, and gives little credit to others. Editors and 

‚ readers are seen but not heard. In the United States editors have come to 
know a sort of new freedom in which editorial decisions are more and more 
in their hands. The publisher now concerns himself far more than ever before 
with business management. 

Giants in the field like Maxwell Perkins have helped the publisher to gain 
confidence in his editors and to delegate a great deal of responsibility to 
them. One of the first responsibilities is to understand that the author belongs 
to the house, not to the editor, and that he, the editor, in this part of his work 
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is a steward. Rarely do editors leave one publisher with a stable of authors 
to take to another house (although it has happened). Authors have editorial 
preferences and shift their allegiance with or without editors, so the fact 
that an occasional author leaves with an editor is no more surprising than 
that many more stay on. An author's loyalty is rarely used for bargaining for 
advancement in the field. 

An editor, of course, has a responsibility to his employer, to the publisher 
who makes it possible for him to employ his talents, whatever they may be. 
His primary responsibility is to publish the best books possible and to make 
a reasonable profit. Somehow this latter point is evidence of a contract with 
the devil in many authors’ eyes and the editor is faced with a running 
warfare over his right to exploit subsidiary rights. His need to exploit these 
rights comes from the fact that no publisher can make money today simply 
by publishing books. His margin of profit lies in the subsidiary rights. His 
right to exploit those subsidiary rights lies in the fact that the editor and the 
advertising man and the sales manager have worked together to make. a 
property of the book and thus make the subsidiary rights more valuable. The 
publisher therefore feels that he has a right to share in some small percentage 
of the profits derived from these rights. For instance, a movie treatment sold 
directly to the movies will bring a modest price. This same treatment written 
as a novel and published as one will immediately command a higher respect 
in the eyes of the movies. If it has stopped on Broadway as a play en route 
to the movies its value is doubled or tripled. So the editor too often finds him- 
self a bargainer as well as an editor. Maxwell Perkins took the position that 
an editor had no interest in anything but the book itself; that his respon- 
sibility lay solely with the author and that once he had discharged that re- 
sponsibility his part of the work ceased. For the generation to which he 
belonged he was right; but the fact remains that publishing is not that simple 
today. Editors must have some business sense, which should be directed to 
the benefit of the author and the publisher alike. 

The last ten years have provided an amtosphere of gloom which has cast 
a considerable blight on the writer’s creative process. In the Depression there 
was much fine writing born of desperation and survival. But with the be- 
ginning of World War H this spirit was löst, and ever since that time editors 

‚have had the new problem of trying to make writers write. The peak of this 
blight came between 1989—41; when the young writer said: "How can I 
write when I don't know that there will be a world tomorrow?” This was 
not surprising among young writers, but when a seasoned writer like Stewart 
Edward White told me in 1940 that he could not possibly finish the second 
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book of his two-volume novel, Volume 1 of which was Wild Geese Calling, I 
knew that something had attacked the creative spirit and had felled a real 
oak among writers. Certainly.if a man who was a master at avoiding the 
distractions which keep a man from writing had succumbed, then indeed 
a blight was upon us. As the war progressed, as it became evident that the 
lights would go on again this part of the editor's job lessened, but with the 
bursting of the atomic bomb it began all over again. 

Writers have been sterilized and it is the editor's job to try to revitalize 
them. One of the ways that he can do it is to make writers aware of the fact 
that we must break away from the twenties and thirties. Hemingway, F. 
Scott Fitzgerald, Wolfe, and Dos Passos are all giants whose influence may 
well become negative if a creative school does not appear. 

The history of art has been that great writers tend to throw a pall over ` 
a decade or two ahead. New composers find it hard to initiate new forms 
in music after a great composer has seemed to say all that there is to say. 
Piàno composition was blanketed by Chopin and the literature of the piano 
‘seemed to have been written for generations until composers pulled away 
from his influence. 

Jean Paul Sartre is quite firm on this point. For him the absolute is the thing 
we see and feel and taste; to eat a banana grown in South America is eating 
` &dead banana, not the real thing. Anyone today reading a book written a hun- 
dred years ago may not be reading a dead book, but the experience of reading 
it is not the same as that had by a contemporary reader, for a book's meaning 
changes with the times. Therefore, argues Sartre, writers must be pas- 
sionately interested in the problems of today; they must write of and for 
today and take their wistful eyes from posterity. It is the editor's job to help 
inspire a revolution and yet retain the strength of the old school to add it 
as a basic measure to the new school. There is a new generation of writers 
and they are showing their strength tentatively. Gore Vidal's In a Yellow 
Wood, John Horne Burns's The Gallery, Calder Willingham's End as a Man, 
Robert Lowry's Casualty, Thomas Heggen's Mr. Roberts, and Truman 
Capote's Other Voices, Other Rooms are all possible forerunners of the new 
direction, the “new look,” in fiction. 

The desperate search today is for writers who really have the new ap- 
proach. It is not entirely the fault of the writers that the renaissance of letters 
which was expected after the war has failed to materialize or to send up more 
than its first shoots. Reporting during the war, both in words and movie news- 
reels, was so good, so expert, that it is harder for a writer to bring something 
new to the reader than it was after the last war. 
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The writers of the twenties were speaking to a world that had not 
been educated throughout the war by expert radio broadcasts, who had not 
been treated to some of the finest reporting in the history of journalism, - 
and who had received no inkling of the war from the documentary films 
and movie combat reports. The new audience, quite well versed and ready 
to meet an author on semi-expert ground, provides a considerable challenge 
to the young writer who intends to interpret the war. When the war fiction 
comes I think it will be more philosophical and less a matter of action than 
war fiction in the past. However, war is war in any generation and it breeds 


adventure. Of course, there will be war fiction of this war as before, but : | 


I think the implications of this fiction will be on a far higher level than 
they were after the last war. Editors are searching for these interpreters. 

Doubleday published the work of sixty such impressionists in a book 
called the Purple Testament. It was not literature but it challenges the 
editor and writer to realize what a vast, experienced audience awaits war 
fiction; what a terrible responsibility the writer assumes in declaring himself 
. to an audience of readers who know from experience what he wishes to 
tell and who have made a fumbling attempt to express it themselves. There 
could be no better audience than that which participates, and for this vast 
group the editors today are looking to find writers who can interpret the 
war. This interpretation must be above the first stultifying influence of the 
atomic bomb. The editor must somehow free his writers from the psycho- 
logical effect it has had. 

I discussed the possibility of a novel along these lines with a literary editor 
who aspires to write fiction. His was a completely negative attitude and 
he seemed stopped before he had started. The fact that almost everyone in 
the editorial field experienced the war in fact, or vicariously through collateral 
organization which aided the war effort, will make this guidance of writers 
by editors more intelligent. 

Editors must constantly resist one set of impulses and help generate an- 
other. In resisting the temptation to slant every novel toward Hollywood, 
toward a book club, and yet do his duty to the author by giving him full 
opportunity to express himself (the author may want to write a novel 
for a book club and Hollywood), the editor is trying to win the battle against 
standardization. But even there he finds himself stymied in his ideal because 
standards do not necessarily stultify — standards, like everything else, can 
rise. ; 
This again is a new problem. It has been only in the last ten or fifteen years 
that Hollywood has recognized that the publishing business has an impact

on the movie audience; that editors should be wooed and drawn into the 
world of mass markets. The Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer novel contest was the 
first overt act which indicated that movie companies realized the part pub- 
-lishers play in making a book attractive as a movie to the public. This contest 
has been followed by numerous tie-ups in which editors have been encouraged 
to accept movie money to help finance the writing of novels. This can hardly 
be called an evil but it is а new temptation toward a short cut to big sales. 

With all credit to the book clubs, I know of no single case where their 
editors or judges have made an effort in any way to influence the direction 
of the writing of a book, or any single evidence of financing an author. Their 
function has been held at a rigid level: to select books from among those 
contracted for and published by publishing houses. 

Whatever the temptation to slant a book toward the movies or a book 
club, when its natural growth is in another direction, the editor must keep 
his sights clear and know his responsibility to the author. With all the 
mutations of the book business today, with all its problems, mechanical, legal, 
ethical, political, and otherwise, it is very easy to lose track of the fact that 
the entire business is founded on one man: the author. The editor who for 
an instant loses track of this fact is not doing his job. 

Certain bellwethers of the publishing business like Dr. Henry Seidel Canby 
and Alfred McIntyre on the publisher's side and Louis Bromfield on the 
author's have expressed themselves as fearful of the fate of the new writer, 
the writer of subtle values whose books may not have wide circulation. At 
present the reason for dismay is twofold: the broad effect of book-club distri- 
^ bution and the high cost of manufacture. In the former instance it is felt that 
mass distribution will smother the sales of books of more permanent value. 
This is an old despair and Cassandras of many periods in publishing history 
have moaned over the fate of good books. 

I quote again, this time from A Publishers Confession, written in 1905: 
"The present fashion of a part of the writing world to squeeze the last cent 
out of a book and to treat the publisher as a mere manufacturer and ‘boomer’ 
cannot last. It has already passed its high period and is on the decline. The 
writer of romances for kitchen maids and shop girls, whose measure of a 
book's values are by dollars only, will disappear. Such fashions always 
pass. For, if novel writing be so profitable an industry, a large number of 
persons naturally will take it ир... and ruin the market by overstocking. 
Fast passing then . . . thank Сой... is the ‘boomed’ book, which, having 
no literary merit, could be sold by sheer advertising in several editions of 
, one hundred thousand each!” ` 
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Publishers aren’t going to drop the publishing of good books today any 
more than they did in 1905. There was never a time when young men with 
young and vital ideas were so much in control of the publishing business. 
These men are as anxious as their seniors to leave their mark as true pub- 
lishers. They're trying to find new writers and revive the faith of old writers. 

There is much editorial tightrope walking as to what it first- and second- 
rate. Editors recognize the fact that there is a thoroughly informed audience 
for whom Inside U. S. A is a waste of time, and a nominally informed 
audience for whom it is meat and drink. How to appeal intelligently to the 
nominally informed without outraging the intelligence of the well-informed 
is a problem for every age but an acute one today. 

To continue the Gunther illustration (without malice), who now reads 
Inside Europe? Many of the author's points have been proved wrong but the 
book added to the sum total of intelligence and query. Who can point to the 
direct result of a meal eaten five years ago? The slow storing up of energy 
in eating is certainly not unlike the slow endowment of knowledge and the 
whetting of intelligence which comes from wide reading. Inside U: S. A. is 
the kind of book which made Lafcadio Hearn say: “When a new book comes 
out I read two old ones." 

This is a nihilistic point of view if I ever heard one, because it is the daring 
publisher who accepts many books and the daring public who screens them 
who provide the fertile field in which literature grows and in which the 
Lafcadio Hearns of this world can flourish. 

The.editor must try to keep some contact between these two worlds — 
the intolerant world of the artist and the amazingly tolerant world of the 
reading public. If he can act as a catalytic agent and bring these two together 
he has more than served his purpose in the scheme of publishing. If he can 
at least relate the two he has accomplished part of his mission. 

It is at this point that he becomes aware of the need to satisfy and direct 
the diet of an iricreasing appetite for fiction. Critics have long been irritated 
with the fact that the best books of the year are not always book-club selec- 
tions and conversely that the most successful book-club selections are often 
critically unheralded. The editor must ask himself whether the public has a 
right to satisfy its appetite fully. How far should he, the editor, go in 
yielding to a cry for more of the same? Isn’t there a danger that he will allow 
the new readers to exhaust themselves and stray away from the world of 
books to other forms of entertainment? 

A critic of considerable standing, Diana Trilling, has said that in our 
democracy leaders have moved away from: their constituents, leaders of 
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labor unions have lost touch with the rank and file, and that in our literature 
there is no longer any natural association between writer and audience. This 
is only a partially true statement. The really great and inspired political 
leaders, the Lincolns, the Roosevelts, the Churchills of history, have always 
had the common touch. Their greatness as leaders depended on their knowl- 
edge of the pulse of their people. Leaders of our great and well-run unions 
are of and for the rank and file, and have never had anything to fear from ` 
them. And our really great writers and poets have seldom lacked a great 
and catholic audience. Shakespeare, Milton, Dickens, Mark Twain all wrote 
for and appealed to tremendous numbers of people in every walk of life. Poets 
and philosophers, students and bricklayers, secretaries and executives all 
have been touched and changed by what they have read. 

There is a trend today, fostered by our intellectual writers, unable to be 
sufficiently universal in their language and message to appeal to more than 
a limited part of our reading public, to condemn those readers they cannot 
reach as a popular and, therefore, contemptible audience. On the other 
side the writer who can easily reach this large and so-called popular audience 
is considered definitely lacking, to have definitely sold himself out artistically 
-, for the proverbial thirty pieces of silver. The idea that subtlety, insight and 
, artistic distinction in writing can be only for the intelligent, chosen few is tire- 
some intellectual snobbery; that the ability to communicate to large numbers 
of readers automatically means undistinguished writing and indiscriminate 
detail and subject matter is entirely specious. It has permeated the ranks of 
. editors as well, to the extent that in many publishing houses there is at least 
one editor who handles only esoteric and so-called highbrow literature. 

There are divisions and castes growing in our American life today, and to 
‘assist in preventing their growth is one of the major tasks of the editor. This 
. trend can be nourished or gradually starved, and an editor can do a great 
deal toward turning it one way or another. I believe the time has come for 
the editors of the United States to enter upon something akin to a holy 
crusade to convince our intelligent, but frequently unintelligible, poets 
that great poetry should be understood, deeply felt, and loved by many. 
' It’s time to impress our many fine writers that ideas, to attain true vitality, 
must be clearly understood; that distinctive writing and clarity can go hand 
in hand; that the deliberate obscurantism frequently indulged in is a poor 
goal indeed, shrinking the horizons of the writer and his audience. 

To bring the intellectual writer out of his ivory tower on one hand and to 
raise the standards of the glib writer on the other is the dual task of the 
editor today. 


On Reconnaissance for the Great Northern 
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PART II — Concluded | 
Waterville, June 28th, 1890 ` 


I start out tomorrow across country for about 200 miles horseback. Shall 
be in civilized country and will write you when I can. 


* * * 


Davenport Wash. July 3rd 1890 


I wonder what you are doing tonight. Perhaps you are sitting in the shade 
thinking of a 3rd of July night 14 years ago in Vt. I always think of my Pet 
on these aniversary days. Well there have been lots of changes in our sur- 
roundings since then and on the whole we have a good deal to be thankful 
for. Last year on the 8rd of July I was in Aberdeen Dak. and wrote you from 
there. Our affairs did not look very hopeful then. We had just reached the 
bottom of the ladder financially. Now we are somewhat better off. We have 
about $800 in cash on hand besides some property more than we had then. 
More than that I here work for a sound concern at fair pay and it is likely 
to last for some time. We have all been well and indeed we have much to be 

thankful for. 

` We left Waterville last Saturday morning and that night stayed at Coulee 
City in Grand Coulee. It is a little miserable town about six weeks old. The 
N. P. are building through the town and the Seattle Lake Shore & Eastern are, 
or have been doing some grading around there. Grand Coulee is a great hole 
in the country, by some supposed to be the bed of an ancient lake. On some 
maps it is called the old channel of the Columbia River. At all events it is 
very long, over 100 miles and from half a mile to 5 miles wide & about 1000 ft 
deep. Several hundred feet of vertical bluff of rock form the walls for 60 
miles, where a man cannot climb up. There is only one place where this can 
be crossed for a long way & that is at Coulee City, they think they have the 
world by the tail, and are bound to have a city second hardly to Chicago. 

The hotel keeper is the greenest fellow out. We didn't tell him who we 
were & he proceeded to give us a great yarn about the town & its future 
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prospects. I was not feeling very good natured that night. Had ridden 30 
miles with only one place where we could get water for either ourselves or 
horses and I told him what I thought of the country pretty freely. We got 
him started and argued with him & poked fun at him for an hour. He told 
us all sorts of absurd nonsense about the Great Northern road and we laughed ` 
at him and he evidently thought we were fools and got almost wild. When 
we go back there we expect to see him again, & expect he will scalp us, as 
he will know who we are by that time. 


The people generally size us up pretty quick when we get into town. I 
came in here tonight alone left my field glasses at the livery barn so no one 
would suspect that I was a R. R. man. These little towns are all wild over 
` railroad matters & ask so many questions that it gets monotonous. I had never 
been here & thought if I keptsstill I should rest in peace. Alas! І had not been 
‘in the hotel ten minutes when a fellow walked in, “Hello, you here?" I looked 
up and saw a fellow from Waterville. I went into Supper and had just got 
seated when the fellow opposite looked up and asked, “Well you got down 
the river all right?" and on my failing to remember him he told me where he 
saw me. 

It is annoying when I get settled down for a quiet rest or to write to you 
or something or other to have a lot of folks coming around & ask a hundred 
insipid questions about the country the railroad & everything else. I think 
this country is a miserable country most of it. What I have seen of Eastern 
Wash I would rather have So. Dak. Until I saw this country I thought that the 
. worst country in the world. This country is much of the way rocky & terribly 
dry. This is the wettest season they have had for years, & it is terrible dry and 
hot it seems to me. I never saw a country with so few springs & so little running 
water. Several times we got no water for half a day & rode hard. There are 
clouds of dust every where. We can see a person traveling for miles by the 
cloud of dust in their wake. It seems to me it should be called the Great Ameri- 
can Desert. I believe I never saw a country where the people living in it had 
so little liking for country, found so much to apologize for, and condemn. I 
. found one very intelligent lady who said she thought a great wrong was done 
when this country was taken from the indians, for it was never made for white 
people to live in. 

They had a very hard winter here last winter, through a considerable part 
of the country the stockmen lost 90 per cent of their stock, yet they will tell 
you that they have no winter here. There are a few places that are very pretty 
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and I like them but of the country as a whole it is impossible to speak well 
of the Big Bend of the Columbia. 

We have many pleasant and some amusing experiences around the country. 
We are veritable tramps, never know where the next meal will come from 
or where we shall stay at night. Night before last we didn't find a stopping 
place till half-past nine and then only by accident heard a dog barking & found 
а home. The lady was born in Australia & had been in the Sandwich Islands, 
had lived in California many years and was a cousin of General Gordon of 
Khartoom ( Africa) fame. It proved one of the best places we had stopped at. 

The other day I came across a fellow who was a cousin of Margie Nutting 
of Northampton. Aunt knows her & he was well acquainted with Mr. Joy of 
N. His name is Howe. His parents home is in Faribault Minn. I have just 
heard tonight that his mother & sister were on their way here. (His sister is 
married & lives in Waterville) and were in the railroad accident this side of 
Missoula & that his mother was killed. 

Well I have been interrupted three times since beginning this, for introduc- 
tions, to discuss R. R. matters &c. and guess I must close. 


* * * 
Spokane Falls, Wash., July 6th 1890 ° 


I came in here last night. Thought it would be pleasant to stay here over 
Sunday. Didn't get up till rather late and had just got ready for breakfast 
when there was a ring at my bell and just after that in came Mr. Simms of 
St. Paul and another man. Simms is a partner & son-in-law of old D. C. 
Shepard !5 of St. Paul. He had a letter from Mr. Hill that requested that he 
be given all the information & assistance possible. Had a very pleasant inter- 
view but they stayed so long that I lost my breakfast. They had just gone 
when some more men called and that knocked me out of going to church. 

Simms invited me to dinner with him at Hotel Spokane a $5. a day house 
and I thought it would be as good a time as I would ever have to get 
acquainted with high toned customs, so I accepted. Met several men from 
Minneapolis. Had a pleasant dinner, very stylish. They have been through 
from Flathead Valley this way & think it is a terrible country. Wonder how 
we ever got through last Winter. They are going back to Flathead & from 
there over the range through Marias Pass to the East slope and down to the 
В. В. that way. They will have а пісе time that way.

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You remember that one time over a year ago Simms & Shepard were in 
Winona with the W. & 5. W.!6 people well Simms told me today the proposi- 
tion that they made the S. W. people & who was back of the offer and all 
about it. Little by little I get the inside history of that concern. They consider 
that it is a kind of a lame duck. I am going to church this evening & after I 

. come back will write some more. 

Have been to church this evening, attended Rev. Fetters Church. I like 
him very much. I do not feel like patronizing the 1st Bapt. where Miss May C. 
Jones officiates. I failed to get my mail today. Thought the office was open 
from 11 to 12 and instead it was from 10 to 11 and Ї was just a little too late. 
Am going to stay over tomorrow as I have some business at the bank &c. and 
shall go out Tuesday. Shall probably get a letter or two from you tomorrow. 
Shall inclose some money with this for you. Mr. Simms told me that one of 
the engineering parties working towards the Summit of the Rockies got lost 
on the Summit and after fooling around awhile they sent for my old guide 
to pilot them through. 

It was not Kennedy.

Waterville, Wash., July 18th 1890. 


I received your letter & papers. Was more than usually glad to hear from 
you. Had not heard for a long time and hated to start off on a long trip without 
hearing from home. I waited over a day for this mail. 

We start this morning for a trip to Moses Lake in Grand Coulee thence 
west to Columbia & up through Ellensburg up to Snoqualmie Pass the sum- 
mit of the Cascades. | 


The Mts. are not bad there but the country East of the river is said to ђе . 


literally a desert. No water, settlers nor anything else except sage brush, 
rocks & rattlesnakes. With this shall send you a map of Wash. It is pretty 
accurate and it may be pleasant for you to be able to see by the map where 
we are and where we go. 

We are having terribly hot weather. I wish I could see you Darling, but 
probablyshallnotforsometime. ·

Unfortunately the letter describing the trip on which Mr. Haskell located 
Stevens Pass is missing from the collection. In its place the following extract 


16 Winona and Southwestern, now a part of the Chicago Great Western Railway. 
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from a manuscript memorandum in the files of the Great Northern Railway, - 
prepared by Mr. John Е. Stevens and dated Sept. 25, 1928, is printed through — 
the courtesy of President F. J. Gavin of the Railway. 


On one of the trips up Wenatchee Lake, I marked a creek coming into the 
foot of the Lake from the south, I followed this creek up but a short distance 
and found it turning sharply to the west, that is, coming directly from the 
. high range. I had already noted a favorable looking gap through the top of 
the range, which apparently lay directly west of the turn in the creek above 
noted. I became convinced that this creek could head nowhere but in the 
gap I had crossed some time before on one of my trips along the crest of the 
range, and if so, the problem was solved. 

On that occásion, time did not permit of further exploration, and I returned 
to my headquarters at Waterville, a small town, the County Seat of Douglas 
County — east of the Columbia River. Some time previously, the Chief Engi- 
neer had sent to me an engineer by the name of Haskell, who had been en- 
gaged on exploration in the Kalispell country. Mr. Haskell reported to me 
and I kept hirn busy in the Big Bend country, until my return to Waterville 
from the trip mentioned. I immediately sent Mr. Haskell to Wenatchee Lake, 
and to the creek I have described, with orders to follow it up clear to every 
one of ts heads, and that I was very confident he would land in the gap that 
I had discovered, and if so, to follow through and he would be on the Sky- 
komish River. 

The result of this trip was exactly what I had hoped, and expected. The 
creek — afterwards named Nason Creek, headed directly in the gap, where 
Mr. Haskell blazed a large tree and marked it "Stevens Pass" which is the 
name it bears and which is carried on maps of that country. The Great North- 
ern Ву. goes through this pass, as does also a motor car highway built and 
maintained by Chelan and King Counties, and which connects the Puget 
Sound region with Eastern Washington, this highway being officially known. 
as "The Stevens Pass Highway." 

There was no evidence whatever that the pass in question was known to 
anyone, although it may have been. There were no signs of any trails leading 
to or from it, within ten miles or more in either direction. No blazes on trees 
and no signs of any wanderers' camp or camp fires. Heavily timbered — 
covered with almost impenetrable brush, and not offering any hope that the 
mountains contained minerals, the region promised nothing to the prospector, 
while Indians and Whites crossing the mountains used either the Snoqualmie 
on the south or the Indian Pass on the north for route of transit. 
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| Waterville, Sept. 14th 1890 
'I reached here from Wilber Friday night. Came on stage and on cars. 
Found Stevens here and Beckler expected. We are organizing two parties to 
' startrunning lines up in the Mountains. 
. We leave here tomorrow morning. We are to go from here by way of 
Orondo on the Columbia thence down to the mouth of Wenatchee River & 
up the Wenatchee to near Wenatchee Lake. This lake is not right, on the map, 
it should be half way between where it is & the summit at Cady Pass. We 
shall have to cut trail for I dont suppose any one has ever been there except 
myself and the men with me. We have to pack everything on horse back. 
We are taking more stuff in the line of provisions than we used to in Minn. 
& Dak. It is the intention to keep us in the Mts till snow drives us out and 
then keep us at work on the plains all winter. 

I think it will be quite pleasant work compared with what we have been 
doing. We shall have good new tents, a cook stove, and regular hours & plenty 
' to eat. I dont expect to see any one again till Winter and perhaps not then. 
That will not be long however for winter comes early in that region. This 
- js about what I expected when I wrote you that I did not think we could 
move here this winter. 

I wish I could see you Pet but we can visit when we cant work. I am very 
glad to have a chance to work at fair wages. I hope we shall never again be 
so short as to be worrying when we are together as we were when I was at 
home last. When I am at home I would like to feel that I had not got to hurry 
away again to avoid starving. | 
` You asked in one letter if we went through that desert country on the cars, 
‚ -we went through it on horseback. I believe the last time I wrote you a long 
letter I was in Seattle. From there I went to Tacoma on a steamer. We had 
a lovely ride on Pugit Sound. It was one of these soft warm afternoons and we 
had a beautiful view of the city. 

Seattle is on a side hill something like Burlington Vt. only the hill rises up 
from the water, & the top of the hill is nearer the water, and there are few 
trees. The country was all covered with timber once but has been cleared up 
and very few shade trees left. 

The sound is full of islands and points and is very pretty. The country 
around the sound is noted for its hop farms. It was almost time for hop picking 
‚to begin and a great many indians were flocking into the country for work. 
We saw hundreds on the water in canoes made from logs. Some of these in- 
dians had come all the way from Alaska in their canoes. There were whole 
families of them and they live on the water much of the time, are often out of 
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sight of land. An editor told me that he had never heard of one of them being 
drowned, although they are often caught out in severe storms. 

Tacoma was much like Seattle. Here on the sound I saw for the first time 
sea going sailing vessels, real old three masters like those we see in pictures. 
Tacoma is much like Seattle only the bluffs are sharper & roads have to run 
up diagonally and the city is mostly on top of these bluffs. We had a pleasant 
ride up the Mts. on the N. P. but it was night before we reached the top and 
entered the great Stampede tunnel. We reached Ellensburg at nearly 10 
P. M. and I was at once buttonholed by the man with whom I had previously 
talked about that local road, and it was nearly 12 before I got to bed. 

We were called between 2 & 3 A. M. to take stage for Waterville 80 miles 
away. It was very cold before the sun got up. We climbed a range of Mts. 
between. the Kittitas Valley & the river over 5250 ft high and had a mag- 
nificent view of the Cascade Mts. We could see Mt. Ranier and Mt. Adams 
all covered with snow. We rode all day and slept in a barn near the Wen- 
atchee. The next day we crossed the river on a queer little homemade steam 
ferry and reached Waterville about 5 P. M. and worked till about one.oclock 
writing & got up early next day and began again. 

About 10 A. M. I started for Spokane horseback. At noon my horse was 
taken sick & it was hard work getting into Coulee City. I was in such a country 
& in such a hurry that I rode all day Sunday. In the P. M. I got down into a 
canyon 500 ft deep with vertical walls of rock on two sides and only a narrow 
trail at the upper end. Here I found a man the happy owner of a ranch of 53 
acres of good land and lots of rock. Got dinner with him and we had a splendid 
dinner. 

I stayed that night with a family that came in from California 8 years ago. 
They were the first settlers in the country. Had quite a pleasant trip till my 
horse played out and I had to leave him. 

Did Dannie get his last letter. I bought a suit of clothes today coat, pants 
and vest for $5., brown canvas, not much for pretty but awful for stout. You 
might as well direct my letters to Waterville 

Douglas Co. 
Wash. 
And if you send papers I should get them.

Camp Dec. 3rd 1890. 
Your letters of Nov. 9th & 18th recv'd tonight. With this I send you ch'k 
for $150. I wish you would get some Christmas presents for the family for 
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rie. It is practically impossible for me to get out to get any. I would suggest 
that you get a large easy chair for Aunt unless something else seems more 
suitable. I am very sorry that I cannot get out to get anything for you but 
am a hundred miles from the nearest R R town & in fact could get nothing 
this side of Seattle or Tacoma that would be worth sending. I had hoped 
that it would be so I could come home at holidays but it is out of the question. 
Last Christmas I was up in the Rockies and we named a Mountain Christmas 
Peak because we climbed over it Christmas day. 

It is almost a year since I started out for the wild and woolly west. Have 
had lots of adventures & have managed to pay expenses at least, and keep 
a shirt on the baby. We are having rather bad weather just now. 

We have some amusing affairs occasionally. This morning we were going 
out to work & I was following down the river and didn't think I was out of 
sight of the creek but somehow cut across a bend of the stream, & struck 
the creek half a mile further up & came around in a circle to where we had 
been before. The stream made a loop & at the narrowest place we happened 
to look the wrong way & saw a creek & followed it down: It is the first time 
I ever heard of any one traveling in a circle & Dee their tracks: while fol- 
lowing down in sight of a river. 

I have never yet been lost so I had to lay out over ar night although several 
of the men have been. We have a new cook & he is a wonderful improvement ` 
on the old one. We got terribly down on the old son of a gun & when the 
packers left a horse for him to ride out on I thought he didn’t deserve to ride 
so turned the horse loose & he had to walk. 

Now Pet I wish you would get yourself a Christmas present & try and 
make yourself think it came from me, I would get something for you & Dannie 
& the folks if I possibly could. 

This Thanksgiving we had chickens & cranberry sauce. We live well now 
that we have a good cook. Better than most hotels. 

It is getting late and I must close.

Wenatchee Jan’y 25th, 1891 


Yöur letter of Jany 11th received yesterday, also Dannie’s letter. 

Our Montana property is doing quite well. I paid $350 in cash for it. Last 
summer I received $353.96 through the Western Montana Natl Bank of 
Missoula and I believe there is now in that bank $78.43 which leaves a clear 
profit of $82.39 over all expenses after getting back the money I put in & we 
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have most of the property left. I am thinking of buying a half interest in 
80 acres over on the sound side of the mountains. I think I shall try to buy 
some land around in this vicinity. If I can get it cheap enough it will be sure 
to rise in value, and if it should seem best for you to come out here I should 
prefer to build a cheap house & own the whole thing. | 

I have written but little about any schemes for you do not seem much 
interested and I thought if you knew where our money was & what property 
I was interested in so that you could look after it if anything happened to me 
it would be all that was necessary. 

We are having beautiful weather. No snow, no ice, no frozen ground where 
we are now. Warm summer like weather and the farmers are doing their 
plowing. It is the pleasantest winter so far as weather & work is concerned 
that I ever saw. It is lonesome without my pet, and I would like to be home 
a little while. Well I feel that a change is in the near future, somehow I rather 
feel that way. A messenger has just come in with papers from you & letters 
from the office & I must get to work. 

Our Topographer left the other day & we are doing his work & it keeps us 
rather busy. | 


Wenatchee, Jany 31st, 1891

Your letter received yesterday. I would like to live in Winona if I had any- 
thing to do but have given up that idea. I am thinking some of buying a farm 
& settling down when this road is built. How would that suit you and Aunt? 
I think I like this country as well as any I have ever seen, property is pretty 
cheap here. The people here seem to think as much of this country as any 
I have ever seen, & with this difference, they are not trying to sell out. There 
is very little society here at present but that would doubtless improve in a 
short time. 

I dont see how I can come home this winter. I see no object in coming 
except to see you & for the short time I could stay, & the prospect of not seeing 
you again for some time, it would hardly be worth the while for the thought 
of separating so soon would spoil it all. I think sometimes it is about as easy 
to stay away as it is to go home & in a week or ten days go away with nothing 
to look forward to but another long separation. What I want is to get some ` 
arrangement by which we can live together. I hate to bring you & Aunt into 
such a country as this. After living so long in a city you would doubtless miss 
the conveniences of a city but there are other things which might make it up. 


M 
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I think two or three years life on a farm might not be bad for Dannie. It is a 

beautiful climate, all kinds of fruit grow here with irrigation. It is celebrated 

throughout Wash as a great fruit country although most of the orchards are 

rather young. If you conclude you could endure this kind of a life and it seems 

best to move here I think it would be best to buy 80 or 160 acres of land build 

` а house & have a place where I could have something to do in case I was 
out of work. Then when I was away if Fred wanted to I could hire him to 
work on the farm & that would give you some one to fuss & worry over and 
everything would go pleasantly. What do you think of the scheme. I think 
if there was more society here you would like the country to live in. You 
would doubtless miss the church work and privileges you have been acccus- 
tomed to. 

While the road is building I should probably be home at least every month 
& some of the time oftener. Now think the matter over & we will see what 
you and Aunt think about it. This is an open country very little timber & 
is about 50 miles from the summit of the Cascade Mountains, and is in sight 
of some of the best peaks of this part of the range. I cannot see much use of 
trying to get anything to do in Winona. When I was there I tried my best 
to get something to do. You know I tried to get the superintendency of the 
Electric R'y but received very little encouragement. In fact I only talked 
with McCutchen & he seemed to think there was little prospect of their start- 
ing the thing for some time. As long as I have as good a job as I have now 
I shall not try to hunt up & wiggle around for anything else. If any one wanted 
to make me an offer I should have to consider it as a business matter & we 
would decide it as seemed for our best interests. 

We are having a little colder weather today, the ice was half an inch thick 
on the water pail outside the tent this А. M. & there was half an inch of snow 
on the ground. 

‘We are expecting to go down the Columbia River about 20 miles before 
beginning location. The Col. river country is fine except that the wind blows 
there a great deal & that is unpleasant at this time of the year, especially 

. When living in tents. As long as itis as warm as it is now that does.not trouble 
us much, especially as it, as a rule, only blows at night. 

Well dinner is nearly ready & I must close up and get ready. We live first- 
rate, have buckwheat cakes every morning & for a time had Maple syrup 
but they have no more of that in town & we have to get along with sugar 
now. Have fresh beef, pies cake & pudding nearly every meal. Dont have 

: much to complain of. 
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Your letter of Jan’y 26th received the other day. Since you have not for- 
gotten that we have some property in Demersville I will inclose to you a 
letter from the fellow who is with me a 34 partner in the enterprise. You 
remember I wrote you the other day that there was $83 in the W. M. Bank 
for us.

The affair stands now that we have got back the money invested and $950. 
of clear profit on the speculation & still have a 34 interest in 40 acres out of 
the original 100. 

Now about the future: I will do whatever you think best. Have talked 
of buying 10 acres near Wenatchee & building on that. Have also thought 
of buying 80 or 160 acres up the Wenatchee valley and building there. It is 
one of the pleasantest countries I have ever seen. There is not much society 
& what there is, is about what is found in all new countries, of a doubtful 
character. There are some good people as can be found in the world. On 
some accounts it might be pleasanter to live in the country than near the 
town. They ask too much for land near town $50 per acre. Again if we built 
near town we might rent the place if we wanted to leave for a time. I do not 
think it would be best to build a very costly house but one that was com- 
fortable & with not much style. 

If we went up the Wenatchee we would be that much nearer my work 
& perhaps after I got located on construction we might build a log house 
up in the Mts on the work & move up there for a time. If I am to stay here 
two years longer I do not think you would be contented to stay in Winona 
& if you are coming out the sooner you come after it is settled where I am 

` to be the better. I will write to Aunt if I can get time soon and start the ball 
rolling. $ 

We have been having Winter this last week. It has been down to 14? above 
zero & there has been about 74 inch of snow. The coldest weather & the 
deepest snow we have had'this winter in the valley. We are working down 
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the Col. River to Moses Coulee & shall work up the Coulee a few miles & then 
expect to go back and locate up the Wenatchee following up the snow towards 
the Summit. This is what we expect & of course we know nothing of what 
changes of plans we shall have.

Camp Stevens Pass, June 5th, 1891 


We are still in the woods at the same old camp. We have finished our 
preliminary work & have begun locating today. I had a good deal of writing 
to do & thought I would stay in & do it instead of writing nights. We have 
had some little rainy weather lately. The snow is about gone and things are 
brightening up a little. With good weather & plenty of work the Summer will ` 
pass quickly & pleasantly & I hope, and expect it will be the same with you. 
I am lotting on your going home almost as much as if I was going with you. 
I have been wondering if you have received the money I ordered sent to 
you from the West. Mont. Nat Bank. I have not yet heard from either you 
· or them concerning it. When I was over to Sultan City I bought 5 acres of 
` land adjoining the town. I believe it is a good thing. All of the Gt. N. surveys 
run the other side of the river at S. C. but Mr. Stevens told me that they 
would locate near this land & if so it will be quite valuable. I paid $225 for 
the tract. 

The principle excitement with us is the advent of a reallive Army officer. A 
Lieutenant G. P. Ahern !7 who wished to get experience in В. В. Mountain 
work & Mr. Beckler sent him to us. He is a very pleasant young fellow with 
a mania for travelling and exploring. He is a member of the Am. Geographical 
Society & has explored the Rocky Mts considerable. Is familiar with some 
of the country I visited in Montana. He has four months leave of absence & 
. has sent his wife home to her parents in Texas & is after experience and fun 

in the Mts. He is wild to visit Alaska and emulate Lieut. Schwatka.!8 
' А young fellow has just come out here from La Crosse, he is a brother of a 
merchant of Wenatchee. He is talking about ranching but I guess he will get 
sick of it before he begins. He has only been out of school a year & for that 
year has been working in the freight office. A great fellow he is to rough it 
& bach.

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I returned from Wenatchee during the past week. I started Sunday P. M. & 
rode out about 10 miles to a man by the name of Warner, some nice people, 
where I stayed over night. They got me up between 4 & 5 o'clock the next 
morning & about 9 oclock I started out & met a man with whom I had some 
business & at night brought up with the pack train which left Wenatchee 
Monday morning. The next day we all made up to the supply camp. We 
brought in a cow & killed for beef. 

We expect to have the tunnel located in two days more, then we shall move 
back down the creek a few miles & begin our regular line work. Here it is 
almost the middle of July. Last Sunday there was a snow storm here. It is 
beautiful weather here & is a very pleasant place to work. Last Monday I 
bought 160 acres of land on Mission Creek, that is I bought the contract with 
the N. P. R. R. Co. I intend to sell it again but if we cant do better we can 
build a house on the land & live there. It is about 174 miles from the Wen- 
atchee River near Mission which is a nice little settlement. I only paid about 
$160 for the contract & I consider it a good trade. There is another piece of 
land at Mission which I am trying to buy & I think I may be able to get it. It 
is the same piece I was trying to get some time ago & which has been sold 
. since. I have managed to “bust” this trade & think I may be able to get it yet. 
If we do we will build there & move there instead of Wenatchee for the 
present. 

The Pack-train is just going out & I must make this short if it goes now.

Nason Creek, Aug. 2nd, 1891 


Here it is the 2nd of August the summer almost gone & we are still up in 
the mountains. We have had a very pleasant week. I like the new man very 
much, I think better than Thompson. He is a Canadian from the Eastern part 
of Canada, and a pretty decent sort of a fellow. I never really liked Thompson. 
He was a Boston fellow, affected a great deal of superior wisdom & culture & 
was exceedingly conceited. He was a good workman but had no judgement 
& could not get along well with men which made it very bad for me when 
Iwanted to leave for a few days. 

We have had very fair luck the past week. We are rather short handed 
but have sent out for two more axmen & if they come we will be all right & 
will get along somewhat faster. 
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I have had no mail from below since I came in. Our packers will be in about 
Tuesday and I expect some mail then. 
I suppose you are just about starting on your trip East. I hope you will have 
a pleasant trip & have no doubt you will. I think after you get home where 
you are having a pretty good time I shall not bother to write to you much. You 
can easily find enough to interest you without my writing much. I am very 
anxious to have you out here. It seems an age since I have seen you, & while 
I think you may not in all respects fancy Wenatchee I think you will find it 
pleasanter than living away from your hubby all the time. 
We have a lady in camp today, one of our men is taking his wife across 
‘the Mts. to Sultan City to live. He is a sort of a chump I think, & has his wife 
around with him a good deal more than is pleasant for others. Things are 
dreadfully dull here. There is no news & it is hard to find anything to write 
about. 


Tuesday Night: 

We have had a little excitement in camp the last day or two. One of our 
boys went hunting Sunday & didn't turn up Sunday night. Monday morning 
we started out after him & traced him about 5 miles over the Mts. Found 
the eartridge shells where he had shot at some goats & a piece of handkerchief 
on a bush. When we started we thought he was hurt but when we found 
these things we concluded he was only lost & we came back & went to work. 
Tonight he came in had traveled about 50 miles, entirely around Wenatchee 
Lake & he was about played out. 


Wenatchee Wash Nov 21st 91 


I have just had a letter from Mr. Beckler saying that he had asked for 
transportation for you to Spokane but did not know as he would get it beyond 
Helena. We have orders to come to the vicinity of Wenatchee & locate about 
5 miles after finishing the Cañon. We shall finish in the Cañon about Dec. Ist 
or soon after. I am leaving all the things about the house that dont need to 
be done at present to do myself this Winter if I am not kept at work. The 
balance of the work will be done enough so that we can be comfortable. Part 
of the things are here & the rest are to be here soon. The man is at work 
papering & painting. :

Instructions 

Soon as you decide what train you will take from St. Paul wire me when 
you will reach Coulee City & if you cant tell about C. C., when you will reach 
Spokane. Telegraph to Wenatchee, from Ellensburg, by mail, unless you 
have time enough for letter to reach me sure & three or four days to spare. 
Get your baggage checked to Spokane if possible & if not to Helena. If prac- 
ticable you had better take train in St. Paul as it is less crowded there. In any 
case secure berths in sleeper far as you can before taking train. Once on board 
in St. P. or Minneapolis you will have plain sailing to Helena then if your 
baggage is only checked to Helena you will have to have it transferred across 
the city to the N. P. Depot and rechecked. If you have passes to Spokane 
you will get it checked to Spokane if you have to buy ticket at Helena buy 
to Coulee City & have baggage checked through to C. C. 

You had better try to make close connection at Helena if possible & avoid 
laying over. Even if the N. P. is due to leave before you arrive, they may be 
late & you may catch them. If you have to lay over go to a good hotel. I went 
to the Grand Central, & wait for the N. P. Once on the N. P. you have plain 
sailing to Spokane. If your baggage is checked to C. C. you will have no 
trouble with it at Spokane if not it will have to be rechecked to C. C. 

The Central Washington from Spokane to C. C. use the same depot as you 
come into on the N. P. through train, if you connect very close all right, if 
you have to wait any go to the Merchants Hotel & wait until the C. W. train 
leaves. The C. W. is a branch & I believe only runs one train a day. I am 
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quite well acquainted with the Prop. of the Merchants & send you a letter 
to give him & he will help you about getting off all right on the train. 

When you leave Helena wire me at Coulee City when you will reach 
Spokane as I want to keep track of you. The Conductor can tell you when 
you will be due and I shall then know when to look for you. 

If you write me about the time you will leave St. Paul write two letters so 
if one gets lost the other will reach me after about the 1st. I shall watch the

After the conclusion of his work with the Great Northern Railway Mr. 
Haskell went into business in Wenatchee, but later became connected with 
the United States Engineer Corps as a civilian employee in charge of the im- 
provement of navigation on the upper Columbia River between Wenatchee 
and the mouth of the Okanogan River. While engaged on this work he was 
drowned in the Columbia, May 20, 1895.

A MANCHU-CHINESE SCROLL 


The Library has acquired a beautifully written scroll in Manchu and 
Chinese, which contains an imperial decree bestowing honors on the mother 
of a Manchu officer. The text is written by hand on silk, and divided into bands 
of several colors. The Manchu part of it is exceptionally clear and legible. 

As this is by far the oldest scroll of this kind in the Library — it is dated 
1661 — a transliteration and translation of the Manchu text may be of in- 
terest. The Manchu dynasty in China began in 1644; the scroll was thus 
written under the reign of the first emperor, Shun-chih (Manchu: Tjishün 
dasan) who ruled 1644-1681.

She was diligent in 
teaching [her children] with love, and preferred ber anxieties to comfort and 
ease. By granting her this honor, we have enhanced a mother's virtue. While 
now publishing it, we bestow upon her the appellation of a "Real Mother." 

-Her son, by always thinking wholeheartedly of his mother's love, has thus 
enhanced filial piety. Granting a public honor to the family, we are showing 
our esteem for [the mother's] cares and anxieties. As for you, her son, we have 
proclaimed this as an endearing token of our approval of your loving dili- 
gence.

А MANUSCRIPT ACCESSION 


An interesting series of letters written by Washington Hunt between 
1848 and 1858 was acquired by the Manuscript Division. Hunt was a Con- 
gressman from New York (1843-1849), Comptroller (1849-1850) and 
Governor (1850-1852) as well as a national figure in the Whig party. The 
letters were written to Samuel B. Ruggles of New York City, an influential 

„ financier, canal commissioner, donor of Gramercy Park and trustee of the 
. Astor Library (1848-1881). 

The twenty-nine items in the group relate to the scheme of Hunt's 

brother, Lieutenant Edward B. Hunt, U. S. Army, for a ship railway across 


= Tehuantepec, Mexico. They also cover state and national politics and 


finances, and the interests of Hunt and Ruggles in railroads, canals and 
water power. This group enriches considerably a collection of Ruggles’ 
correspondence already in the Division. 


2 A Chinese emperor was said to hold his authority by a “mandate of Heaven.” If he ruled badly, 
the people could rebel, and if this proved successful, Heaven had “withdrawn the mandate,” and 
given it to the victorious leader, who established a new dynasty. Hence "taking away the man- 
date" — Chinese “ko-ming” — is still used today in the sense of “revolution.” 

S'The highest of all Chinese virtues is filial piety. Here a mother receives a title which reflects 
favorably on the filial piety of her son who, tn this way, is praised and commended for it.

As such it will be useful to home mechanics as well 
as to men preparing for or actually at work in the | 
trade. Illustrated, step-by-step directions are given for 
many types of projects from the construction of в 
sawhorse to the building of a single-family house. 
Among the material of reference value are a glossary 
of carpentry terms and data on insulating materials, 
fasteners, builders’ hardware, It should be noted that 
only carpentry is covered; the installation of plumbing, 
for example, is not considered. 


Guenther, Ernest. The essential oils. New York: 
D. Van Nostrand Company, Inc., 1948. 427 p.

Note: No comprehensive book on the essential oils 
has appeared in English since Finnemore’s The Essen- 
Hal Oile (London: Benn, 1926) and recent Literature 
in other languages is not abundant. When complete, 
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the present work will constitute a thorough and au- 
thoritative review of the whole subject. The second 
volume will deal with the chemical constituents of 
essential oils and succeeding volumes will consider 
individual oils in detail. The chief feature of the first 
volume is the extended discussions of chemistry and 
of manufacturing procedures from the viewpoint of 
practical industry. Other features are the numerous 
tables of data and the excellent selected lists of litera- 
ture. The author is Vice-president and Technical Di- 
rector of Fritzsche Brothers, Inc. 


Hoag, J. Barton. Electron and nuclear physics. 
Third edition, revised by S. A. Korf. New 
York: D. Van Nostrand Company, Inc., 1948.

Note: This rather unusual book bes two main pur- 
poses: first, to give conoise accounts of experiments 
which have established or conflrmed currently accepted 
facts and theories in electron and nuclear physics; 
second, to give instruotions for performing similar 
experiments in the college laboratory. It is designed 
chiefly for senior college and graduate students of 
physics, but it has also considerable historical and 
reference value for persons trained in physics. The 
scope and arrangement of material remain the same 
as in the previous edition (1938) but considerable 
matorial has been added to cover the developments of 
the last decade. The chapters on artifloial transmu- 
tation and cosmic rays show the greatest revision, 
but other sections, such as those dealing with counter 
tubes, have also been expanded. 


Huxley, L. G. H. A survey of the principles & 
practice of wave guides.

Note: Intended as an introduction to the subject 
for students and other persons who have had edu- 
cation or training in basic radio theory. Material pre- 
` sented in courses on microwave techniques given dur- 
ing World War m at the Radar School of the Telecom- 
munications Research Establishment of Great Britain 
forms the basis of the first six chapters. Here the 
material has a practical slant and the mathematics 
is relatively stmple. More advanced mathematical ap- 
proaches are considered in the seventh chapter. Con- 
sidered as a whole, the work covers more details and 
should be easier for the non-specialist to understand 
than Watson's The Physical Prinotples of Wave Guide 
Transmission and Antenna Systems, reviewed in New 
Technical Books, v. 32, p. 81. 


Industrial Research Institute, Inc. Research in 
industry, its organization and management;

It will be of value as an introductory 
work for college students, advanced amateurs, and 
persons with a professional interest in the physics and 
chemistry of photography. The treatment assumes that 
the reader will have a fair knowledge of basio physics 
and chemistry. Tbe authors are on the staff of the 
Eastman Kodak Company's research laboratories.

Note: The numbers of mankind who arrive at 
untimely ends from catastrophes of nature such as 
are described in this book must be infinitesimal in 
comparison to the numbers who meet sudden death 
in other ways.

The 
author of this book, a seismologist on the faculty of 
Harvard University, examines these convulsive mani- 
festations of nature with the eyes of a scientist but 
writes about them for the general reader.

It is 
based on courses given by the author at the University 
of Missouri The problems of electric power trans- 
mission only are considered, and no attempt is made to 
describe such related matters as equipment, methods 
of installmg transmission lines, etc. The approach 
is largely mathematical and each chapter illustrates 
methods of analyzing and solving a particular type 
of transmission problem. Review problems are given at 
the end of most chapters.

references for further reading are included.

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An early historical Novelist Goes to the Library 
William A. Caruthers and His Reading, 1823-29 
By Curtis CArroLL Davis 


A great deal of the literature of the Old South mirrored the 
sentimentality, piety and glamorous romance of the most generally 
admired English authors. But a great deal also reflected various 
aspects of southern life... The more liberal Jeffersonian thought, 
which began to wane even before Jefferson's death in 1820, was 
reflected in the novels of the genial and witty Virginian physician,

The Growth of American Thought (1943) 


n THE AUTHORITY QUOTED ABOVE, Virginius Dabney, 
from Caruthers’ native state of Virginia, has proclaimed his esteem of 
the novelist’s work,! while north of the Mason-Dixon line Van Wyck Brooks 
has done likewise. Referring to the ante-bellum southern romancers, Brooks 
declares flatly: “William Alexander Caruthers was the father of them ай...” 
If this be so — and it is certainly so, in part — the father has waited long to 
enjoy the fruits of his paternity. Until the 1920s we did not even know how 
to spell his name correctly, and it was not until 1947 that any considerable 
data on him appeared in print? This obscurity was owing to the slenderness 
of Caruthers' output. He wrote only three novels, first editions of all of which 
are in The New York Public Library — The Kentuckian in New-York (1884),

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The Cavaliers of Virginia (1834-35), and The Knights of the Horseshoe 
(1845). He seems to have been largely occupied with his medical practice, 
and died of tuberculosis in 1846 at the early age of forty-four. Yet Caruthers 
is the first important novelist of Virginia (preceding John Esten Cooke by 
a generation), and all three of his romances established a literary tradition 
or a "first" of one sort or another. Like all fiction, however, they are only 
-indirectly revealing of their author's cultural outlook. In view of Caruthers’ 
minor but significant place in the history of the American novel, it is felt that 
the discussion of manuscript sources which follows should serve to define 
that outlook somewhat more clearly. 

In ^A list of debts due Franklin Society & Library Company of Lexington 
[Va.] up to the second Saturday in December 1822" we find William Alex- 
ander Caruthers' name down for a 254 fine on the 25th of May for that year.* 
Without much doubt this fine pertained to a book question, for books were 

` one of the basic concerns of the Society. Founded in 1811, by 1829 it had 
amassed four hundred and ninety-five volumes,* a collection which must 
certainly have made it the foremost library in Rockbridge County. While 
the volumes, were for the benefit of all, they very likely proved of special 
benefit to the students of Washington College, the future Washington and 
Lee University. It was typical of the time in America that the undergraduate 
debating societies, such as the Washington Literary and the Graham Philo- 
sophical, at Washington College, often owned more books than the college 
library proper. Since, morever, the latter was frequently closed save for a 
couple of hours a week,® it is easy to see how the students’ own society 


4 This small ms, account book has, in its first several leaves, no pagination; the Caruthers item

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libraries, or a town librery — where, as with the Franklin, such a thing 
existed — would become important factors in school work. 

Certainly the Franklin Society's library was of importance to Dr. Caruthers. 
He had joined the little cultural group in April, 1828, was to be elected its 
president for the year 1829, and must, in a way, have been making up for 
the reading time which it is reasonable to assume that, as a heedless Wash- 
ington College undergraduate, 1817-1820, he had foregone. At any rate, 
there exist in the ms. books of the Society no less than three pages, for as 
many different periods, which list the library withdrawals of "Wm A Ca- 
ruthers M. D." One sheet covers the 1823-1824 period," one is for about 
1827,5 and the third is for the years 1827 and 1829.? Taken together, they 
provide a good index to the intellectual interests of a young man who was 
to become one of the better minor writers in the ante-bellum South. The 
"index" is especially pertinent in that Caruthers’ withdrawals date from the 
formative period of his career. He had graduated, on April 4, 1823, from the 
Medical School at the University of Pennsylvania, married in July of the 
same year, and was back at Lexington prepared to settle down to the practice 
of his profession. He would remain there, doing just this, until the autumn 
of 1829, when his removal with wife and children to New York City would 
signalize not only entrance into a new environment but the beginning of 
an active literary career. 

Caruthers remained in New York until early 1835, witnessing the effects 
of the terrible plague year of 1832 and describing them in The Kentuckian 
in New-York, the earlier of his first two novels, both of which were published 
by the Harpers during his residence in the metropolis. When the novelist 
left Gotham, it was to return to his native South, to his wife's home town 
of Savannah, Georgia. There at Savannah he reared his family, saw his last 
novel through an obscure Alabama press, and became a moderately prom- 
inent citizen. Among his varied activities he delivered a temperance lecture 
at Savannah, in 1840, entitled The Drunkard; from the Cradle to the Grave. 
Not only is this one of his most quotable writings, but the only copy known 
reposes in the Black Collection of The New York Public Library.?* As it had

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his mother before him, however, tuberculosis claimed Caruthers. He died 
in his prime, at Marietta, in upstate Georgia; and, despite the best efforts 
of the present writer, his grave has yet to be located. He was a readable and 
intriguing novelist whose just deserts have been too long put by. Without 
much doubt, some of the seeds of Caruthers' intellectual life were sown by 
the bóoks the young physician took from the shelves of the Franklin Society, 
at Lexington. 

In general, it may be said that Caruthers' borrowings — it is gratifying to 
note that in each instance he returned his volume in "Good Order" — are 
fairly representative of what the group as a whole was reading. The choices, 
for example, of Richard Turner Gibson, the Doctor's brother-in-law, or of 
john Franklin Caruthers, his elder brother, do not markedly differ from his 
own; 1° and some volumes — such as the novels of Scott or the Travels of 
Benjamin Silliman — were outstanding favorites of all. This general sim- 
ilarity of taste is partially explained by the fact that the library was not a 
large one, thus limiting a member's field of choice, and partially by the fact 
that, in isolated little Lexington, nearly everyone would want to have a look 
at the new titles as they came in, whether he read them through or not. Some 
of the Doctor's choices he most certainly would not read through: in many 
cases they very likely served as the factual basis for his position in debate 
to be taken, say, that evening, at the regular meeting in Franklin Hall. 
Read through or not, however, and withdrawn for whatever reason, these 
titles provide us with an excellent picture of the reading tastes of a literarily 
inclined professional man in western Virginia during the third decade of the 
nineteenth century. Moreover, since many of these Franklin Society volumes 
are still preserved at Washington and Lee,!! we are in most cases able to say 
what in all probability were the precise editions of the volumes in question 
that the Doctor perused. (In passing, it might be noted that the exact dura- 
tion for each of Caruthers’ borrowings is here given merely for the record 
and because the documents provide it. Any reader knows that the number of

Our first list covers the period of withdrawals from May 2, 1823, through 
October 25, 1824. While at first glance this would seem a fairly extensive 
period, and though it is true that the Doctor withdrew on one or more 
occasions nearly every month during this time, yet the number of authors 
he consulted is not large. With one important exception, these authors are 
almost all of the eighteenth century; and with two exceptions, they are British. 
Among the two exceptions one was the French materialist philosophe, Con- 
dorcet, whose Outlines of an Historical View of the Progress of the Human 
Mind the Doctor had with him, in translation, for a fortnight.'? This was the 
only philosophical work he consulted during this period. In history, however, 
he was considerably more catholic. In the first half of September, 1823, he 
asked for the second volume of Gibbon's Decline and. Fall of the Roman 
Empire? took it back on the 16th, and went away with the first volume of 
David Hume's History of England from the Invasion of Julius Caesar to... 
1688.14 February through May, 1824, found him consulting two volumes of 
the Presbyterian minister Sir William Robertson's Works which were prob- 
ably the History of America.!® Turning now to the purely literary titles, we 
see that Caruthers utilized the summer and fall months of 1824 calling for the 
well-printed little British Classics edition of three Augustan authors. First 
he had out the complete six-volume set of The Miscellaneous Works of Oliver 
Goldsmith — which included, besides The Bee and some verses, Goldy's 
Vicar of Wakefield and The Citizen of the World 16 — a process that took 
him the better part of two months. He then required two and a half months 
before returning the first volume of Addison's and Steele's Spectator Papers.” 
A third of Fielding's Tom Jones and all of Amelia and Jonathan Wild, how-

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ever, detained him less than three weeks.!? He had already spent the winter 
of 1823-1824 with Sir Walter Scott's Tales of My Landlord. Since he was 
to withdraw the Third Series of this work in 1827, it is possible that what 
Caruthers was now withdrawing was either the First or Second Series — 
being The Black Dwarf and Old Mortality? or The Heart of Midlothian, 
respectively. Only two more titles, of a miscellaneous nature, detained the 
Doctor at this time. The third volume of The Edinburgh Review (October, 
1808 — January, 1804) he kept for ten days, while a single day was sufficient 
for the eminent Yale chemistry professor, Benjamin Silliman the elder, and 
his Remarks, made on a short tour, between Hartford and Quebec, in the 
autumn of 1819.29 

Jumping ahead four years to the 1827 period, or thereabouts — Caruthers’ 
withdrawals date from March 14th of an unstated year through November 
26, 1827 — we find that in belles-lettres the Romantics, Scott especially and 
Byron, now take precedence over the Augustans, while the number of mis- 
cellaneous titles increases. Several centuries besides the eighteenth are re- ' 
ferred to, and an American writer of fiction (Cooper) first appears. The 
“foreigners” are now three in number, and nicely discriminated. Caruthers 
took just a day to consult the Marchese di Beccaria and his An Essay on 
Crimes and Punishments, translated from the Italian;?! but he spent over а 
month with the Memoirs of the French dramatist and critic, Marmontel.22 
Just as he had asked for these authors in English versions, he turned likewise 
to Smollett’s translation of Don Quixote, volume 2, which detained him three

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days.?? Immediately thereafter, however, Bacon's Essays was withdrawn for 
more than three weeks.?* "Locke on Government" he took out twice, the 
second and longer time for his brother-in-law, Gibson.*5 The fourth volume 
of an unspecified History of England. which is probably Hume's was kept 
ten days by Caruthers, immediately after his two-day borrowing of the 
American Annals; or, a Chronological History of America, from Its Dis- 
covery..., by the Cambridge divine, Abiel Holmes, father of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes.?9 When we switch to the field of belles-lettres, we see that the Doctor 
has returned to the British Classics for his Augustan authors. It was in this 
edition that he asked for Tristram Shandy, which he held almost two 
months,?" and for Dr. Johnson's Poems and The Idler, and Swifts The Tale 
of a Tub*® — all three of which stayed with him only nine days. A single 
day sufficed him for Addison’s miscellaneous verse, including Cato.?? It was 
in a similar set, Ezekiel Sanford's edition of The Works of the British Poets, 
that Caruthers withdrew Book One and selections from Books Two and 
Three of The Faerte Queene, which he returned, after one week, in “Good 
Order" as usual.?? Coming to the Romantic Period, we find that, of all his 
choices, Sir Walter Scott's novels seem to have been the Doctor's favorite 
reading. He gave nine days to the Third Series of Tales of My Landlord, 
dividing the time unequally in favor of The Bride of Lammermoor as against

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A Legend of Montrose?! Kenilworth he retained only three days, 82 while 
the second volume of Quentin Durward was withdrawn twice for a total of 
five days.? He took out the two volumes of The Fortunes of Nigel for six 
days on one occasion, then, much later, asked for the second volume for two 
days more.?* He held out the first volume of Rob Roy ten days,® while the 
first volumes of The Antiquary and The Monastery were kept but five days 
and one day, respectively.°® The only other English Romantic that Caruthers 
apparently had time for at this period was Lord Byron. Though the Doctor 
withdrew the third volume of Byron’s Works (the Oriental Tales) for only 
three days;?" the second volume of Don Juan stayed with him two weeks.9 
Among the American writers in the Romantic tradition, Caruthers confined 
himself to the first volume of Fenimore Cooper’s The Pioneers, which he 
retained three days.°® A trio of miscellaneous titles — which so often reveal, 
more tellingly than do the standard classics, the personality and tastes of 
their reader — complete the tale of withdrawals recorded during this period. 
For a single day Caruthers had business with John Watkins’ Universal Bio- 
graphical Dictionary . . . Lives, Characters, and Works of the Most Eminent 
Persons in every age and nation. . .particularly the Natives of Great Britain 
and Ireland. The second volume of the Speeches of the English jurist, 
Thomas Erskine, he kept ten days*! — perhaps the recently laid ghost of 
Erskine stirred once more in the air of the Franklin Society debating hall —

A modern biography of Erskine (For the Defense, New York: Doubleday, 1947) has been 
written by the American trial lawyer, Lloyd Paul Stryker, himself the subject of an article by 
another lawyer, Fred Rodell, entitled “Trial Lawyer: Lloyd Paul Stryker Is Archetype of Van- 
ishing Courtroom Virtuoso,” Life, xxu (May 26, 1947), р.

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while for over two weeks he had by him the four volumes of Roscoe's Life 
and Pontificate of Leo the Tenth.*? 

During the 1829 period (the last full year he was to spend in his home 
town) Caruthers made withdrawals every month save one, from the 81st of 
January through the 81st of October. The pattern of choice as to centuries and 
genres is again the same as for the two previous periods. Scott continues his 
triumph over the Augustans, while Cooper maintains a slender foothold 
in the Doctor’s favor with one novel. The “foreigners” this year are two in 
number. For a little under three weeks Caruthers retained the Swiss pub- 
licist Vattel's Law of Nations 4 (which had been consulted by Irving in his 
satirical Knickerbocker's History of New York, twenty years before), while 
in the British Poets he regaled himself for only three days with Cary’s trans- 
lation of Dante.** It was in this section, too, that he withdrew for nine days 
a volume containing selections from the verse of Gray, Chatterton, and the 
obscure Walter Hate 27 His only other Augustan selection was a volume 
of Swift's Letters, in the British Classics, covering the years 17723-1730.46 
In the field of history, the first volume of a “History of Ingland” which we 
may take to be Hume's detained him for three weeks. As for the Romantic 
Period, this was wholly Scott's. Two volumes of Tales of My Landlord reap- 
pear, though we do not know which Series. Caruthers also asked for the 
second volumes of Waverley and The Pirate,“ for three days and one day, 
respectively, while two volumes of Ivanhoe stayed with him three days.“ 
In these same weeks of February he also withdrew both volumes of The 
Antiquary, rather than just the first; but in latter July he asked again, and 
on two different occasions, for the second volume of Quentin Durward, which 
he held for a total of nine days. Whereupon he had done with Sir Walter. 
The only other fiction we find him demanding at this time is Cooper's The 
Spy, both volumes of which stayed at his house a bare three days, but a 
42 William Roscoe, The Life and Pontificate of Leo the Tenth, revised by his son, Thomas Roscoe, 
8rd ed.

characterization in which he recalled well enough to imitate, rather care- 
fully, many. years later in a romance of his own.*? Among the miscellaneous 
titles, the Doctor withdrew in succession the second and third volumes of 
The North American Review (November, 1815 — March, 1816; May, 1816 — 
September, 1816), while the first volume of another set of Speeches bemused 
him for three days, those of the Irish orator and statesman, John Philpot 
Curran.” Lastly, there was Benjamin Silliman, stoutly represented. The 
Doctor asked for all three volumes, in succession, of Silliman’s Travels in 
England, Holland and Scotland and kept each volume with him for an aver- 
age of well over a ууееК.51 Shortly thereafter he had recourse for eight days 
_ to what the Franklin librarian entitled, neatly but enigmatically, Siliman’s 
tower to, which turns out to be, not a discussion of citadels, but the Yale 
professor's Tour to Quebec. Then Caruthers returned for another eight Ge 
to the second and third volumes of Silliman's Travels. 

When, from the fragmentary testimony of these three years in the library 
career of a reader, we begin to draw some general conclusions about the 
`, reader's literary taste, perhaps the most striking thing that would impress 
us is his predominating concern with prose. Verse seems to have held little 
interest for the Doctor; and where he asked for volumes of poetry, his choices 
were obvious ones that any reader would eventually look into, and which 
- did not stay by him for long. In prose, it is the fiction of Sir Walter Scott that 
easily ranks foremost with Caruthers, with the Augustan authors forming a 
good second. He shows a minor but persistent interest in history, English 
and European, of varying eras. Among Continental authors, only the French 
are worthy of note, since it is above all the English field of letters that attracts 
him. American literature, considered as belles-lettres, during these years 
seems to have had almost no appeal to Caruthers. One can say, in sum- 
mation, that the Doctor's tastes during this 1823-1829 period — the tastes 
of a man reading easily only his native tongue — run chiefly to fiction and 
generally to a period contemporary with or immediately preceding his 
own.

An illuminating study has been made of the literary culture of Virginia 
in the first quarter of the nineteenth century, as demonstrated in the tastes 
of а circle of gentlemen whose headquarters lay largely at Richmond.5? 
William Wirt, John Randolph of Roanoke, and Francis Walker Gilmer were 
selected as typical of this group. The conclusion was that the composite 
mind of these lawyers, doctors, and politicians revealed an eighteenth- 
century liberalism of the sentimental, rather than the neo-classic, school — 
a mind sparked with the spirit of French revolutionary thought and express- 
ing itself in a literary style adapted from the pages of the English Augustan 
authors. The conclusion applied, however, to a group of men representing 
eastern Virginia. If the present paper demonstrates anything, it would seem 
to show that, at the other end of the Old Dominion, in much the same period 
of time, tastes largely similar to those of the Richmond clique prevailed.

Greater New York's Golden Anniversary 
With a Selected List of Books Relating to New York City

EW YORK is one of the most written about cities in the world. Accord- 

ing to I. ЇЧ. Phelps Stokes' Iconography of Manhattan Island, 1498—1909, 
published in six volumes from 1915-1928 and generally accepted as the most 
comprehensive and scholarly local history, there were, at that time, well over 
ten thousand books on the metropolis in The New York Public Library, and 
twice that many titles in existence. Another twenty years of publishing has 
added many more books about New York. And yet now when we are to 
celebrate its Golden Anniversary in 1948, we find a paucity of printed ma- 
terial about the past fifty years since consolidation as Greater New York. 

A number of institutions devote a considerable part of their efforts to 
accumulating records about this metropolis. The New York Public Library 
and the New-York Historical Society stand at the head of this list with large 
collections of manuscripts and secondary sources devoted to New York City. 

. The Long Island Historical Society and the Staten Island Historical Society 
` confine their accessions to those sections of the city. The Brooklyn and 
Queens Borough public libraries have good collections of local histories in 
their central buildings; and the Hudson Park Branch and the Municipal 
Reference Library of The New York Public Library are depositories of the 
best books on New York City. Columbia University Library, The New York 
Society Library, and Russell Sage Foundation Library possess equally good 
local history collections. The libraries of the museums of the City and Cooper 
Union have smaller holdings. | 

From these institutions many bibliographies have been issued from time 
to time, and yet none is now available which is up-to-date or can serve as 
a good reading list for the historical background of Greater New York from 
1898 to 1948. To meet the need for such a list we have prepared a bibliogra-

` during its most recent fifty years. 

The list printed below is principally of books, and does not include peri- 
odical articles or pamphlets. We have selected those books which are usually 
available in public libraries or for purchase from publishers. Official docu- 
ments have been included when they are needed to fill in a gap not covered 
by a more popular book. Naturally, we consider biography as important and 
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include some individual and collective biographies. There are also some 
guidebooks and descriptive books containing important or difficult to obtain 
bits of history. We have purposely omitted historical fiction. 

This selection of one hundred and fifty books has been made from the en- 
tire collection of the Municipal Reference Library in Room 2230 Municipal 
Building, Manhattan, a branch of The New York Public Library maintained 
for City officials and employees and citizens. In that library the documents 
and official records of the City covering three hundred years are supple- 
mented by local history and biography, and all literature relating to the City's 
government and activities. The authors have drawn on these resources for 
the story of the development of the City from a colonial trading post to a 
world capital, emphasizing the past fifty years of Greater New York. 

This bibliography will be appended to a new book, New York: The Worlds 
Capital City; Its Development and Contributions to Progress, by Cleveland 
Rodgers, City Planning Commissioner, New York, and Rebecca B. Rankin, 
Librarian of New York's Municipal Reference Library to be published in the 
spring of 1948 by Harper and Brothers, and is preprinted here with the 
authors' permission. 

One object in compiling this list is to aid citizens and students whose in- 
terest may be stimulated by the Golden Anniversary which will be celebrated 
in 1948 beginning in June and continued through September, as planned by 
the Mayor's Golden Anniversary Committee.

А Graphic Summary of the Growth of Newspapers 


in New York and Other States, 1704 -1820 


By Harry B. Weiss 


The recent publication of Dr. Clarence S. Brigham’s exhaustive work 
entitled History and Bibliography of American Newspapers, 1690-1820 has 
now made it possible to trace the growth of early newspapers in this country 
from year to year on a state and even city basis, which indicates the various 
historical uses that may be made of a complete and careful bibliography. 
The present account is a sort of analysis and readjustment of the entries and 
dates in Dr. Brigham's Bibliography, designed to show the growth, in num- 
bers, of newspapers in the various colonies and states and in the United States 
from Colonial times until 1820. During the breakdown and realignment, the 
entries were followed as they appear in the bibliography although it is 
realized that there may be a difference of opinion as to what constitutes a 
` new ог.верагаїе newspaper. In some cases a newspaper was moved to another 
city and continued under the same name; others changed their names with- 
out a change of numbering; some were continuations of others but with new 
titles and new volume numbering; some suspended publication for varying 
periods within a year, etc. In view of such changes some of the accompanying 
charts шау show one more newspaper in a particular year than actually 
existed. As for the years of publication, a portion of a year was counted as 
one year. To plot the growth curves on а monthly basis and to make other 
allowances that were not general would have made the analysis too cumber- 
some, especially when the sole object was to show the trend of growth. 

Dr. Brigham's Bibliography has 2,120 entries distributed as follows, over 
the period 1690 to 1820:

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In the present account 2,115 entries were utilized. The remaining 5 in- 
cluded newspapers that lasted only for one issue or that existed before 1704, 
such as Benjamin Harriss Publick Occurrences, printed by Richard Pierce 
in Boston and published September 25, 1690. Although this was the first 
newspaper published in America, only one issue appeared, as it was sup- 
pressed by the Governof and Council because it included comments on а 
military expedition, which the authorities of the Crown thought were “Te- 
* flections of a very high nature." The next newspaper was established April 
24, 1704, this being the Boston News-Letter, published by John Campbell. 
This ceased in 1776. For practical purposes 1704 was selected as the be- 
ginning date in this study.

The states of New York and Pennsylvania by reason of their size and popu- 
lation had the largest number of newspapers during the 1720-1820 period, 
and the growth curves for these two states are more or less identical. The 
first newspaper in New York was the New York Gazette started by William 
Bradford November 16, 1725, in New York City and the first in Pennsylvania 
was Andrew Bradford’s The American Weekly Mercury, established in Phila- 
delphia December 22, 1719. The more or less similar conditions with respect 
to both newspaper and population growth in New York and Pennsylvania are 
shown in Table т. Up to 1800 Pennsylvania showed a slight advance over 
New York in both numbers of newspapers and inhabitants but after 1800 
and to 1820 New York’s population exceeded that of Pennsylvania and the 
number of newspapers in each state became almost equal. As for the num- 
bers of newspapers in New York City and Philadelphia the growth curves 
for both were more or less uniform until 1780, after which year the growth 
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in New York City became slightly more accelerated than in Philadelphia. 
After 1797 there was a decline in the number of Philadelphia newspapers 
which lasted to 1808. This was followed by an increase until 1818 after which 
. another decline set in. In New York City a similar decline started about 1814. 
The dearth of newspapers in the country as a whole in comparison with the 
size of the population is shown by the figures in Table п. The growth, during 
the period from 1704 to 1820, is indicated on the chart for the United States. 
In the entire country from 1700 to 1820, the percentage increase in population 
during each decade was more or less uniformly about 85 per cent. The number 
of newspapers however, after 1780, increased at а much greater rate during 

each decade. |

Various reasons contributed to the scarcity of newspapers during the 
colonial and post-colonial periods, in comparison with the population. The 
early settlers, for one thing, were busy subduing the land and the Indians. 
The majority of colonial inhabitants had only the rudiments of reading and 
writing. Thousands of adults could not write and could barely read. Although 
new towns that were laid out in New England after 1715 had tracts set aside 
for schools, poverty and loosely organized government operated for many 
years against adequate schools. Teachers were poorly paid and poorly 
equipped. Little was taught. In Massachusetts the support of schools by 
general taxation became more frequent after the first quarter of the eight- 
eenth century. In Maryland there was a Free School Act in 1694, but it was 
many years later before schools were actually established. In the remaining 
colonies conditions in general were no better for the children of non-wealthy 
parents. However by 1790, legislation had been enacted in the northern 
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states providing for the education of children in the "rudiments of knowl- 
edge" and adults in New England who could not read or write were scarce. 
In the middle states public schools were common, but in the southern states 
they were scarce due to the dispersal of the inhabitants. 

Nearly all eighteenth-century newspapers were edited and published by 
printers who did a general printing business, and published pamphlets, 
books, etc. Many sold merchandise, stationery, groceries, patent medicines, 
lottery tickets, etc. Rags were scarce in the colonies and much of the paper 
was imported from England even after paper mills were becoming estab- 
lished. The newspapers were printed on wooden hand presses operated by 
lever and screw. It was not until about 1816 that the new, iron Columbian ` 
press came into general use and if a printer had one of these in 1825 he was 
considered up-to-date. The Columbian press, invented by George Clymer 
of Philadelphia, had, instead of the screw, a series of compound levers that 
multiplied the "pull of the operator." All hand presses were slow. The forms 
had to be inked by hand. The ink was poor and of uneven quality, much 
of it homemade. Types were frequently old and worn. 

After the early newspapers were printed, distribution difficulties were 
encountered. Circulation was confined mostly to the towns where they were 
published. They were carried into the rural areas by postboys on horseback 
and by stagecoach drivers. The roads were bad, and the postal service after 
it was started was slow. Subscribers were few and the newspapers were 
handed around from one to another so that a single copy was read by many 
persons. To a certain degree this is true today on trains and subways, but the 
newspapers instead of being handed around are "picked up" and read after 
being discarded by the original owners. 

Subscribers were not numerous during the early days and many of them 
failed to pay, according to the various complaints of publishers and printers. 
In 1719 John Campbell, proprietor of the Boston News-Letter, in appealing 
to the subscribers to pay their bills said that he found it difficult to sell 300 
copies. As late as 1817, the owner and publisher of the Albany Register had 
the following to say in the issue of May 18 when his paper ceased publication 
after twenty-nine years, because of delinquent subscribers: "Newspaper 
publishers make loud complaints about the remissness of their patrons, and 
many of them affect to be unable to account for so general a thing. It does 
not seem to have occurred to any of the craft that the delinquents aforesaid 
are universally acquainted with the story related by Rabelais of one Phillipot 
Pract, who being brisk and hale, fell dead as he was paying an old debt — 
which doubtless deters them from paying theirs, fearing a like accident." 
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‚ It has been estimated that the largest circulation of a single newspaper 

‚ ‘during colonial times was about 850 and that only a few reached this figure. 
However Isaiah Thomas in his History of Printing said that about the middle 
of the eighteenth century Boston papers had an average circulation of 600. 
If this is correct, New York and Philadelphia newspapers probably had a 
similar circulation. By 1790, it has been stated that probably only the most 
prosperous newspapers had a circulation of 1,000, and that for many papers 
the circulation amounted to only a few hundred copies. Thomas also said 
for the period around 1810, that a large proportion of the newspapers was 
established and supported by the two opposing political parties. 

However in spite of poor equipment, limited circulation, subscribers who 
did not pay, poor distribution facilities and the general unprofitableness of 
publishing, the number of newspapers continued to increase after 1780, at 
varying rates in the different states. Although there were numerous failures 
in the first, second, and third years (especially in the first and second) of 

_ their existence, new newspapers were established to replace them. From 
1704 to 1820 inclusive approximately 1,634 newspapers came to life and died. 

Table ш shows the numbers and percentages of failures by age groups 
for this period. For the sake of simplicity the age of a newspaper was con- 
sidered to be the inclusive period between the dates of the entries in the 
Brigham Bibliography. Newspapers one year old may or may not have 
been published during the entire year. All newspapers two years old may or 
may not have reached that actual age — but any that continued in parts of 
two consecutive years were placed in that age group. This procedure was 
followed throughout.

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Ву 1820 there were approximately 481 newspapers in the country that had 
been established in 1820 or before and that continued in existence after that 
year. The age distribution of these newspapers is exhibited in Table rv. Com- 
paratively few newspapers had long continuous lives. Brigham has noted 
these in his Bibliography, but mention may be made of the Pennsylvania 
Gazette (Philadelphia) which continued from December 24, 1728 to October 
11, 1815; the Boston Gazette, from December 21, 1719 to September 17, 
1798; and the Maryland Gazette ( Annapolis) from January 17, 1745 to 1820*, 
although this latter newspaper suspended publication for various periods of 
several weeks and montbs.

Of the 1,634 newspapers whose lengths of life are definitely known, 67 
per cent of them did not live beyond three years. The percentages of failures 
in fifteen of the most important states and in the two cities of New York and 
Philadelphia are indicated in Table v. These percentages are all high, the 
lowest in the group being for New Hampshire and the highest being for 
New Jersey which was probably handicapped by its proximity to New York 
and Philadelphia. New York City bad a somewhat higher percentage of 
failures than Philadelphia.

In the graphs showing the irregular growth in the numbers of newspapers, 
by years, for the various states, the declines for particular years are due to 
newspapers that ended their existence at the end of or during the previous 


` year. An attempt was made to correlate the most pronounced declines with 


American business depressions between 1790 and 1820, but without success. 


"The pronounced declines, for the most part, did not occur in the same years 


in many of the states. It is believed, therefore, that the declines in the number 
of newspapers in the various states after 1780 represent business failures due 
to various local causes and management. 

Most of the newspapers published in this country between 1704 and 1820 
were weeklies. À cómparatively few were tri-weekly, semi-weekly, bi-weekly, 
and daily papers. They were small in size. Benjamin Harris's Publick Occur- 
rences (Boston, 1690) was four pages, each 7% x 11:4 inches, two columns 
of text to each page. The Boston News-Letter (1704) was 614 x 10% inches, 
two columns to a page. Andrew Bradford's American Weekly Mercury, 
(Philadelphia, 1719) was 1234 x 15 inches. In the larger towns by about 


‚ 1765 they ran to four pages, and were about 10 x 15 inches. Many of the 


earlier newspapers ran to smaller pages and half sheets. Daily papers first 
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appeared in the cities. The first was the Pennsylvania Evening Post and Daily 
Advertiser (Philadelphia) of May 30, 1783. From this time until the end of 
1820, about 185 daily newspapers appeared in the combined cities of Wash- 
ington, Savannah, New Orleans, Baltimore, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Charleston, and Richmond. Some were short-lived. Others started as dailies 
and ended as tri-weeklies, while some reversed this process. Philadelphia and 


New York City each had at different times for varying periods between 1783 . 


and 1820, about thirty-four daily newspapers. 
The 2,120 newspapers in the Brigham Bibliography that were established 
during the period 1690 to 1820, were published in approximately 478 places 


in thirty states, as indicated below:

The first part of a continuing gift from the Poetry Society of America, 
received in March, is the cornerstone of a valuable addition to the structure 
of the Library's collections of American poetry. 

The books and pamphlets represent, for the most part, the work of mem- 
bers of the Poetry Society of America. Many of these are privately printed, 
difficult to obtain, and have considerable value as examples of American 
poetry which has not yet received its fullest recognition. 

Among the more interesting items received were: A copy of Splendour in 
the Grass, by Audrey Wurdemann (winner of the Pulitzer Prize in Poetry 
in 1934), with a manuscript poem on the flyleaf, and a letter to Gustav 
Davidson, curator of the Poetry Society of America, inserted. 

A copy of Hibernalia, by Oscar Williams (number four of one hundred 
copies) inscribed to Mr. Davidson, with three typed letters from Mr. Williams 
to Mr. Davidson inserted. 

An inscribed copy of A Pageant of Old Scandinavia, by Henry Goddard. 
Leach, Past President of the Poetry Society of America. 

A copy of Who Dare to Live, war poems by the Canadian, Frederick B. 
Watt, inscribed to Mr. Davidson. 

Two volumes of poetry by the late Thomas S. Jones, Jr,, inscribed by his 
executor, John L. Foley, to Jessie Lemont.

R. W. G. WELLING PAPERS 


Several shipments of papers received by the Manuscript Division during 
the first three months of this year call attention to a long established donor 
relationship of the Library. The late Richard W. С. Welling, who died in 
December, 1946, began giving books and original papers to this Library in 
1917, especially items relative to New York civic problems and political cam- 
paigns. His varied interests were portrayed in his autobiography entitled As ` 
the Twig is Bent, published in 1942. 

These last gifts include groups of items on his Harvard class (1880) and his 
service in the U. S. Navy in 1898 and 1917. There are also 17 portfolios and ,

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four packages of correspondence relative to civil service, the George Junior 
Republic, political reform and numerous municipal elections. Mr. Welling 
was a frequent writer of "letters to the editor" and a fighter for good govern- 
‚ment on all its levels. He was for many years the Director of the National 
Self Government Committee which fostered improved teaching of civics and 
the practice of student government in schools and colleges. Since 1984 he was 
instrumental in putting the Committee's non-current files in the Library; 
these recent accessions include approximately 27 file boxes and 20 volumes of 
additional Self Government records.

An Index to Volumes 41-50, 1937-1946, of the Bulletin of The New York 
Public Library has just been published in an edition of 750 copies. It was com- 
piled by Daniel C. Haskell, Bibliographer of the Library, as a continuation

A descriptive list of the Lewis M. Isaacs Collection of Robinsoniana 
With an Introduction by Edith J. R. Isaacs 


T GIVES ME, and all my children, great pleasure to know that the Lewis 

Isaacs-E. A. Robinson collection has found its home in The New York 
Public Library. For, while the birthplace of the long friendship between 
these two men was the MacDowell Colony at Peterborough, New Hampshire, 
where it had many happy, creative summer reunions, it lived most of its life 
in the busy heart of New York City and in the happy homes of friends in and 
around New York. 

And I want, particularly, to record something else that I am sure will 
interest the critics, scholars and biographers who make use of the collection 
in the future. We call it the Lewis M. Isaacs collection because Lewis owned 
it; it was his most treasured personal possession. But actually the collection 
was largely made by the poet himself, who knew exactly what he wanted 
to do, and why. This, I believe, gives it a peculiar distinction. 

Book collecting was a youthful hobby of E. A's, one which he was soon 
forced to abandon. He started Lewis on it ( with Trollope). But Lewis, almost 
at once, decided that he would try for a collection of all early editions of 
E. A. himself. This pleased E. A. who told me, "I have always thought it 
would be nice to see all my books together in one library, and this is as much 
my library as any ever will be." So the search began and was well rewarded. 

Pretty soon, manuscripts and other related material began to come in. E. A. 
would send a manuscript down to be typed by Lewis' secretary with a note 
to make an extra carbon and keep it, "in case I want to make revisions. And 
keep the manuscript, if you care for such lumber." And then bigger packages, 
with corrected typescripts, galleys, printers dummies, and a note saying 
something like this: “Don’t bother to open the package I am sending down. 
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You'll only have to close it up again, if you do. Just put it away, and someday 
Ithink it may be worth opening." 

By this time critics, and scores of younger poets, were asking how a poet 
like E. A. worked; he knew that these mixed pages could, someday, tell as 
` muchas could be told. By this time, too, many of E. A.’s works achieved value 
as collectors items and few months passed without some old, and now 
. needy, friend writing to him to ask whether he could find a buyer for a treas- 

ured early book or manuscript. And always he could, for the two friends had 
a silent agreement that the price to be paid had no relation to market value, 
but to the special need — a doctor's bill, a mortgage, etc. That is the way 
the manuscript of Isaac and. Archibald came to hand and several of the almost 
unknown early editions. But the two special treasures, the manuscript of 
Captain Craig, with the fascinating earlier variants, and the Swinburne BODY 
of The Torrent, were gifts from E. A. himself. 

For twenty years the windows of Lewis' office looked across at The New 
York Public Library. For most of that time E. A. was living farther east on, 
42nd Street, in the home of his gracious friends, James Earle and Laura Gardin 
Fraser. Ànd between the office and the home, at the Hotel Commodore, as 
often as possible, the two friends would meet for what was E. A.'s breakfast 
and Lewis' lunch, and to talk over music and poetry, mutual friends, the latest 
mystery melodrama and — after the success of Tristram — “what a man 
could do when he couldn't help making money writing blank verse." 

New York was a haven to a poet like E. A. who had the double, but equally 

_insistent, needs for solitude and for companionship; for music and books and 

conversation and then for long hours alone in a poet's world which was to 
. him the real world. He wrote once about another man: “Tell him to marry. 
There comes a time in every man's life when he wants a home to creep into." 
Ilike to believe that he would be happy to know that his works have found 
this worthy, peaceful home. 

Lewis picked the sentence for E. A.'s memorial: "I shall have more to say 
when I am dead."

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


The recovery and analysis of the Hittite language in the last thirty years 
has partially eclipsed for a time the investigation of other Anatolian lan- 
guages. This emphasis on Hittite is due partly to the greater extent and in- 
telligibility of the written records and partly to the important historical and 
linguistic facts garnered from them. Nevertheless, despite the sparseness of 
material and the great difficulty of analysis of Lycian, Lydian, Phrygian, and 
the others, a few researchers have continued to labor away in this little field. 
Their results (some good, some bad) have, unluckily, been published in a 
vast array of out-of-the-way serials — hence this present compilation. 

The criteria for inclusion or exclusion of subjects have been several, and 
some of them coincide. 1. Geographically, all the languages were spoken, and 
recorded, in the western half of ancient Asia Minor. 2. Epigraphically, all but 
two (see appendices п and ш) were recorded in the epichoric varieties of the 
Greek alphabet known as 'Asianic.' 8. It is apparent that at least the three 
best known (Phrygian, Lycian, Lydian) are somehow related to the Indo- 
European group: opinions on this matter are still very diverse. 4. A few tag 
ends are included here because this is the most logical place: section vu, 
comprising the unknown hinterland, and the appendices. 

Excluded from the list are Hieroglyphic Hittite and Cuneiform Hittite, 
for which satisfactory bibliographies exist! Also excluded are all the lesser 
languages of eastern Anatolia, recorded in cuneiform (e. g. Hurrian, Haldian, 
Hattic, Elamitic, etc.); the Aegean area, known in different scripts and from > 
different kinds of sources, and also the Thracian-Dacian-Ilyrian field are 
likewise omitted.? 

While emphasis is laid on the epigraphic and linguistic-analysis side of 
the field, archeology and history are represented by a selection of entries,

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included in their appropriate places. Completeness is not sought for; for 
example, the majority of Lycian articles before 1900 are omitted as being 
antiquated and because they are listed in Kalinka's Tituli (no. 201). Many, 
but not all, reviews have been listed. The use of cross-references, especially 
to the books listed under Abbreviations п, has reduced the total bulk to 500 
entries. Àn index at the end lists authors and editors but not reviewers. 

Much help in the compilation was got by consulting IFAnz., Bursian's 
Jahresbericht, and especially Friedrich's lists in IJ and in his various books 
and articles. It is highly probable that much wartime European material 
has escaped notice. The compiler will welcome information on any errors 
or omissions noted. | 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to Mr. Daniel C. Haskell, Bibliographer 
of the Library, for materially improving its style and accuracy.

Collections 
CLARENCE EvANS JAMES COLLECTION 


By the expressed wish of the late Clarence Evans James, who was a fre- 
quent user of The New York Public Library, his widow has presented his 
library consisting of 758 bound volumes, 87 unbound volumes, 68 pamphlets, 
382 bound periodicals and 125 pieces of sheet music. 

The collection relates chiefly to astrology, but includes related subjects 
such as occultism, theosophy, Rosicrucianism, numerology and Yogi phi- 
losophy. It makes a substantial contribution to these subjects. There are also 
a number of miscellaneous items. With one exception, the 1659 edition of 
William Lilly’s Christian Astrology, all the material is later than 1800, 
although it includes J. M. Ashmand's translation of Ptolemy's Tetrabiblos, 
1822, and John Cooper's translation of the Primum. Mobile, 1815, written 
by the Italian monk Placido Titi in 1647. 
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The astrological books include several titles by Sepharial (Walter Gorn 
Old); practically complete sets of Alan Leo and Evangeline Adams; Raphael's 
Guide to Astrology and Almanacs; works by Georges Muchery, A. T. Pearce, 
and the 1826 edition of E. Sibley's New and Complete Illustration. . .of 
Astrology. 

Theosophical works include the writings of Н. P. Blavatsky, Annie Besant, 
and W. J. Colville. Rosicrucianism is represented by Max Heindel’s Teachings 
of an Initiate, Letters to Students, and Astro-diagnosis; by Hargrave Jen- 
nings' The Rosicrucians; and A. E. Waite's The Brotherhood of the Holy Cross. 

Occultism includes several titles by Rudolph Steiner, C. W. Leadbeater’s 
Some Glimpses of Occultism, and A. P. Sinnett’s Collected Fruits of Occult 
Teaching. Works on sex and phallicism are represented by E. Westermarck 
and L. E. Stone. There are several books on Yogi philosophy by Yogi Rama- 
charaka (William Walker Atkinson ). 

Most of twenty periodical sets are incomplete, but some are in fairly long 

sets. Typical of these are: American Astronomical Student, Astrology, British 
Journal of Astrology, Modern Astrology, Occult Review and The Word.

Boxing literature is of great antiquity, for boxing as a sport and pastime 
was known and widely practiced in Babylon, Crete, and Greece. Both the 
Iliad and Odyssey of Homer contain long descriptive passages of boxing 
contests. Plato in the Dialogues and Aristotle in his Nicomachean Ethics 
discuss this classic sport. 

In Roman times boxing was no longer an exhibition of skill and dexterity 
but had degenerated into an exercise of violence to be witnessed with other 
brutal spectacles in the public arenas. However in Virgil's Aeneid, and in the 
Epigrams of Martial, the sport of boxing is extolled as a manly attribute, 
practiced by men of skill. 

With the coming of Christianity boxing seems to have disappeared along 
with other games and pastimes and it was not until the twelfth century that 
unarmed physical contests appeared again in the form of wrestling. The art 
and science of boxing as we know this sport today was not evolved until the 
beginning of the eighteenth century when an Englishman named James Figg 
opened his amphitheatre on the outskirts of London for instruction in the 
arts of the Broad-sword, Single-stick, and Boxing. Thus boxing was reborn, 
not of the classical tradition of ancient Greece, but of the highly formalized 
art of fencing of the Renaissance courts. 

Figg’s innovations were immediately seized upon as something particularly 
suited to the British temperament, and the sport of boxing was launched and 
practiced exclusively in the British Isles until the advent of the American 
prize ring some hundred years later. Figg’s successor, John Broughton, intro- 
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duced boxing gloves for use in exhibition matches and also, in 1743, instituted 
the first set of formal rules by which matches would be governed. The follow- 
ing year the first publication dealing exclusively with boxing was published 
in London, The Gymnasiad. In 1789, the Jewish champion Daniel Mendoza 
published his book, The Art of Boxing. This was an important contribution 
to the history of this sport, as the book indicated the ideal means by which 
boxers could perform with a minimum of bodily harm. 

In the beginning of the nineteenth century boxing was making inroads 
in this country despite a general public apathy. A newspaper account of 
. 1815 notes that a Mr. Gray in Philadelphia taught the pugilistic science 


E along with cane and sword-exercises. With the arrival in this country of 


William Fuller in 1823 and George Kensett in 1828, boxing was given an 
impetus, for these two British boxers were highly skilled instructors and 
developed a large clientele among the gentlemen of New York, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and Washington. 

However it was not until thirty years later that an American boxer who 
could compete with the British champions was developed. This was John 
Camel Heenan of Troy, New York. In 1860 he was matched with the British 
champion Tom Sayers in the first important international contest for the 
world's championship, at Farnborough, England. Although the contest was 
declared a draw, it was heralded in this country as a victory for the American 
fighter. This event marked the beginning of the American ring supremacy 
which has been maintained up to the present time. 

This check list of books in English on boxing follows the pattern indicated 
above of the modern history of this sport. During the eighteenth century 
all the writing on the subject was published in England. The first American 
book, published by William Sharples in Philadelphia in 1829, The Complete 
Art of Boxing, derives entirely from English sources. In the 1860s American 
books began to appear in number, and after the Heenan-Sayers contest the 
output of literature on this subject was equal to that of the British. 

The titles in this bibliography are listed in chronological sequence under 
the name of the author. When an author is unknown or in the instance of 
books published anonymously, the book is entered under the title. Title pages 
are not repeated in full when more than one edition has been published, 
except in cases where the editions vary considerably. 

À title index has been included to facilitate quicker reference. All titles 
in the index have a number which corresponds with the number in the main 
listing so that the reader can refer to the specific volume rather than the page. 
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A list of symbols based on the Union Catalog of the Library of Congress 
has been used to indicate the location of the various editions. Titles found 
only in booksellers' catalogues are so indicated. 

The largest part of this bibliography was compiled from the collections 
of The New York Public Library and the Library of Congress. Numerous 
other libraries were helpful in providing information on books in their 
collections. I wish especially to thank the staff of the rare book room of the 
Yale University Library for their generous assistance and the Harvard Uni- 
versity Library for providing me with a check list of volumes in their collec- 
tion. Mr. Robert W. Henderson arranged for me to use the library of the 
Racquet and Tennis Club of New York City which houses an outstanding 
collection. I am greatly indebted to him for this courtesy and for his generous 
encouragement toward the publication of this bibliography of boxing.

This is the first of the editions of Boriana which 
were issued at various periods from 1812 to 1830. 
Since it is one of the major books of reference on 
the history of pugilism, the full collation of the Douglas- 
Widener copy is given. This copy in parts is ex- 
cessively rare and the oollation by Mrs. Luther Liv- 
ingston, which appears in Albert M. Cohn's George 
Cruikshank, a catalogus raisonné, number 260, is re- 
printed below. 

The first volume (there were eventually five) is the 
only one with etchings by G. Cruikshank.

An Exhibition of Books Published in 
1648 1748 1848 


VERY YEAR well-known or obscure books of importance in English and 

American literature reach a centennial, a bicentennial, a tricentennial. 

It is appropriate that these anniversaries should be celebrated by an ex- 

hibition which at least removes the books from their places on the shelf and 
calls them briefly to public attention. 

A book itself may serve as a central point to which associated material can 
berelated. Sometimes the autograph manuscript — or a page of it — turns up. 
Occasionally an original sketch for one of the illustrations is found. Letters 
can frequently be unearthed providing details of writing, publication, and 
reception by the public and the critics. And other books often have bearing 
and great interest. All these pieces fit together to give a broad and entertain- 
ing picture not only of the central book and its author but of the year in 
which it was published. 

The books — and complementary manuscripts, autograph letters and draw- 
ings — which are described below are on exhibit from the Henry W. and 
Albert A. Berg Collection. The descriptions will of necessity read as a suc- 
cession of small units because the items with which they belong are each 
single pieces in an exhibition, and because the exhibition as a whole is com- 
posed not around an author but around a series of centennials.

Robert Herrick. Hesperides: or, The Works both Humane and Divine of 
Robert Herrick, Esq. London: For John Williams, and Francis Eglesfield, 
1648, 


Living from the time of Elizabeth into the reign of Charles п, Robert Herrick (1591-1874) 
saw happy and evil days. He was educated at Cambridge, sported with Ben Jonson at London 
taverns — "the Sun, the Dog, the Triple Tun" — and took holy orders. In 1629 he was presented 
to the living of Dean Prior in Devonshire and wrote his most delightful poetry in the country, 
Though he lost his parish in 1647 during the Civil War, it was restored to him in 1662, 

His epigrammatic lyric poems had been circulated in manuscript and in the fashionable 
anthologies of the time before they were gathered together in Hesperides in 1648. This copy of 
the first edition is in a contemporary binding. 

The two sides of Herrick's nature — the epicure and the priest — are shown in the subtitle 
of his collected poems: "The Works both Humane and Divine.” The copy of the first edition of 
Hesperides shown here is open to the separate title page of Noble Numbers, the religious poems. 
It is significant that the “humane” works occupy nearly four hundred pages and the “divine” 
only seventy-five.

‚ Samuel Richardson. Clarissa. Or, The History of a Young Lady. London: For 
S. Richardson, 1748. ` 


Considered by some critics to be the first English novelist, Samuel Richardson (1689-1761) 
' was a spinner of tales from his early youth. As he was at one time intended for the church, it 
is not surprising that each of his stories had o high moral purpose. Clarissa was meant to show 
“The Distress that may attend the Misconduct Both of Parents and Children in Relation to 
Marriage." Like his other novels, it was written in the form of letters. Indeed, Richardson, who 
went into the printing trade, began his first novel Pamela as a model for letter-writing. 

Clarissa was published in three installments: Volumes I and II in December, 1747, III and IV 
in April, 1748, and V-VII in December, 1748, though all title pages are dated 1748. A copy of 
the first edition in the first state 1s shown here. - 


Samuel Richardson. Clarissa. Or, The History ofa Young Lady. The Third 
Edition. London: For S. Richardson, 1751. 


Clarissa, which earned Richardson a European reputation, in England ran into three editions 
in as many years. The novelist revised the text soon after the second edition appeared in 1749, 
and on April 20, 1751, produced simultaneously a third edition in eight volumes and a fourth 
edition in seven volumes. 

The copy of the third edition shown here he presented to Mrs. David Garrick. The actor had 
married on June 22, 1749, Eva Marie Violetti, believed to be the daughter of a Viennese named 
M ep She had come to England in 1746, danced at the Haymarket Theatre and been taken 
under the protection of the Earl and Countess of Burlington. 

‚ Garrick seems to have written his commendatory verses “On Clarissa” on the day of pub- 
lication. The first original part he created was in a tization of Richardson's Pamela.

Richardson’s novels were especially popular with women, and around him gathered a coterie 
of ladies who treated him with a mixture of adoration and condescension. Prominent among 
them were two sisters, Lady Bradshaigh and Lady Echlin. Lady Echlin has been described as 
“rather a good and pious, a brilliant woman,” who regarded Richardson’s novels as “man- 
uals of instruction.” Not satisfled with the morality of Clarissa, she sent the novelist à manu- 
script of 170 pages (bound in the volume shown here) in which she reformed the hero Lovelace 
by means of an added character, Dr. Christian, “and made him die after a lingering illness, 
occasioned by remorse though the last outrage" — his seduction of Clarissa — “is not supposed 
to be committed.” 

In the letter shown here Richardson thanked her ladyship with combined servility and mockery 
and concluded: “But think you, Madam, as you spare [Lovelace] his capital crime, the outrage 
on Clarissa’s Honour, that she might not have been spared to the world?... Why might not 
all have ended in a complete Reformation. ..by the assistance of your excellent Dr. Christian, 
who might have been made a shining light in the Church.”

This copy of Clarissa belonged to Charles Dickens and bears his bookplate and the label 
used at the sale of his books in June, 1870. It is to be found in the sale’s catalogue at the price 
of Sm a slightly higher figure than was asked for Dickens’ copies of Pamela and Sir Charles 
Grandison. 

The inimitable Boz had, it appears, an unflattering opinion of his predecessor. "Richardson is 
no great favorite of mine,” he wrote his friend the Reverend Edward Tagart in 1847, “and never 
seems to me to take his top-boots off, whatever he does."

Walter Savage Landor. Savagius Landor Lamartino. n. p., n. d. 


The lifetime of Walter Savage Landor (1775-1864), romantic classicist and republican, 
embraced the poetical changes separating the literary dictatorship of Dr. Johnson from the heyday 
of the Pre-Raphaelites and the political changes extending from the American Revolution almost 
to the Franco-Prussian War. His personal life was full of intense affections and intense hatreds 
and ended in Florence in self-imposed exile. 

One of his admirations was for the French poet Alphonse de Lamartine. The poem shown 
here is an Alcaic ode in Latin to Lamartine upon the position he assumed in French affairs in 
the Revolution of February, 1848, which cost Louis Philippe the French throne. There is no 
bibliographical listing of the broadside on exhibition and apparently no copy in any of the 
catalogued Landor collections. 

A rhymed English version of the ode appeared in the Examiner, a well-known weekly, founded 
by Leigh Hunt, for April 29, 1848, with the following note: “Mr. Landor has written an Aleaic 
Ode to Lamartine, which he also has translated into English. We do not fear that our readers, 
much as they may admire it, will catch the spirit of republicanism it breathes.” From the news- 
paper note it is tentatively assumed that the broadside was the prior publication.

The English version of the ode to Lamartine was published in 1858 for the first time in book 
form in Dry Sticks, Fagoted. This copy of the first edition is open at the poem.

The publication of Dry Sticks, Fagoted involved Landor in one of his most characteristic, 
violent and unfortunate quarrels. His adversary was Mrs. Morris Yescombe, of dubious repu- 
tation, married to a clergyman of Bath. With her he had once been friendly, but they had 
quarreled in 1856 over a governess and in 1857 over a gift from the poet to a young protégée 
of the Yescombes’, Geraldine Hooper. 

In connection with the Hooper affair Landor issued two pamphlets charging Mrs, Yescombe 
with dishonesty, for which he apologized to avoid a suit. But the lady's offenses still rankled. 
In 1858 in Dry Sticks, Fagoted he included three uncomplimentary poems about the Yescombes, 
who sued him for libel. To minimize the damages he settled his property on his eldest son and 
left England forever at the age of eighty-three. But the Yescombes were awarded £1000 in 
1858, and when his son finally paid in 1864, the bitterness of the defeat hastened the poet’s death, 

This copy of the first edition is open to one of the libelous poems, “The Pilfered to the Pilferer,” 
in which Mrs, Yescombe is obviously Mother Pestcome and Geraldine Hooper is Caroline. 


Walter Savage Landor. Walter Savage Landor and the Honourable Mrs. 
Yescombe. [Bath, 1857] 


The frst of the scurrilous pamphlets in the E affair, this is one of the rarest of Landor 
items, In it the aged poet accused the lady of purloining а flve-pound note meant for a servant, 
a charge repeated in “The Pilfered to the Pilferer.”

In this second pamphlet, another great rarity, Landor accused Mrs, Yescombe of being a bad 
influence on Geraldine Hooper, another charge repeated in "The Pilfered to the Pilferer.” 
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Leigh Hunt. A Jar of Honey from Mount Hybla. London: Smith, Elder, 1848. 


The career of James Henry Leigh Hunt (1784-1859), like that of Landor, is interesting for 
its extraordinary span. Hunt was also a liberal and suffered a term in prison in 1814—15 because 
of his outspoken criticism of the Prince Regent. A writer of talent rather than genius, he tried 
his hand at post plays and criticism but excelled in the essay. Here his intelligence, good 
nature and c. found t their best expression. It was his сея 56 that made friends for him 
with such men as Lamb, Shelley, Byron, Keats, Carlyle, Dickens, Thackeray and Macaulay. 

The essays in A Jar of Honey from Mount Hybla are concerned primarily with the ancient 
legends, literature and history of Sicily — as the title suggests — but extend to the oral 
poetry of Greece, Italy and even Britain, They had previously appeared in Ainsworth's Magazine 
in 1844. Two copies of the first edition in variant bindings are des here. 


Leigh Hunt. Original manuscript of Chapter хп of A Jar of Honey from Mount 
Hybla. 
This manuscript, which lacks the first page, is the text published in Ainsworth's Magazine in 


1844. Flattering references to Shelley and Keats were omitted when the periodical version of the 
essay was worked over for book publication. 


Leigh Hunt. A Jar of Honey from Mount Hybla. London: Smith, Elder, 1848. 


Hunt dedicated A Jar of Honey to Horace Smith — “a heart open to every natural and noble 
impression" — and presented this copy of the first edition to Mrs. Horace Smith. Horace Smith 
(1779-1849) was a popular though minor poet, critic and novelist. In 1812 he and his brother 
James won wide fame with their Rejected Addresses. This was a volume of parodies purporting 
to be the compositions of well-known poets in a competition for a prize offered by the managers 
of Drury Lane Theater when it was reopened after a disastrous fire. Horace Smith had been of 
great assistance to Hunt in one of his periodic bankruptcies. 


Leigh Hunt. A Jar of Honey from Mount Hybla. London: Smith, Elder, 1848. 


This copy of the first edition was presented by Hunt to his daughter Jacintha Shelley Leigh 
Hunt, about whom little is known. She owed part of her name apparently to her father's ad- 
miration for and gratitude to Shelley, She ad been a good friend of Hunt’s: in one year 
alone he had helped him to the extent of £1,400. Jacintha, one of the last two of Hunt’s nine 
children, seems to have been born after Shelley was drowned. She married C. S. Cheltnam., 


John Keats, Life, Letters, and Literary Remains of John Keats. Edited by 
Richard Monckton Milnes. London: Edward Moxon, 1848. 


Keats (1795-1821) died of tuberculosis at the age of twenty-six without winning fame from 
his poetry or happiness with the girl he loved so deeply. The beauty and greatness of his verse 
were known to comparatively few readers a quarter century after his death when this first biogra- 
phy of him was written by Richard Monckton Milnes (1809-1885), later Lord Houghton, 
politician, dilettante and social figure. 

At Landor's, in Florence, in 1833, Milnes had met Charles Brown (1786-1849), a great friend 
of Keats’ and a librettist and Shakespeare critic. Brown had turned over to him his collection 
of Keats’ letters, unpublished poems, and biographical material which Milnes used as the basis 
of his Life. The biography is considered an important factor in public recognition of Keats" 
genius. 

This copy of the first edition once belonged to George Meredith (1828-1909), poet and 
novelist, who was twenty at the time the Life appeared. His own first volume of Poems, pub- 
lished in 1851, contains lines on “The Poetry of Keats," which he found “tranced with a tender 

. enchantment.” 


John Keats. Autograph letter to John Hamilton Reynolds, Winchester, Au- 
gust 25, 1819. 
Keats decided to settle for a while in Winchester, an ancient cathedral town in southern 


England, to devote himself to his writing. He took lodgings there with his friend Charles Brown 
on August 10th, and remained until the middle of October. During these two months he col- 
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laborated with Brown on their drama Otho the Great and worked on "Lamia," "The Eve of St. 
Mark,” and "To Autumn.” 

Writing to his friend John Hamilton Reynolds (1798-1852), also a promising young poet, two 
weeks after arriving in Winchester, Keats was excited over the idea of a life dedicated to writing 
poetry: "I am convinced more and more day by day that fine writing is, next to fine doing, the 
top thing in the world...” 

Milnes published this letter for the first time in Life, Letters, and Literary Remains, correctin 
Keats’ grammatical errors and making mistakes in transcribing, as a comparison of the SE 
with the printed text will show. 


John Keats. Autograph manuscript of “Sonnet to Sleep.” 


It is believed that Keats wrote this sonnet in the spring of 1819. This copy he made in June, 
1820. The poem was first published in Life, Letters, Literary Remains, a copy of which is 
opened to Mow how Milnes altered the punctuation and wording somewhat. 


Francis Lord Jeffrey. Autograph letter to Professor Munroe, Craigcrook, Edin- 
burgh, September 27, 1848. 


When Keats’ poetry was first reviewed, the reviewers criticized it, in the fashion of the day, 
on the basis of their political animosities and not of their literary standards. The great Tory 
organs, Blackwood's and the Quare, attacked Keats with malice and brutality because he 
was Leigh Hunt's protégé. On the other hand the Edinburgh Review was Whig and praised him 
because the Tory magazines attacked him. Francis Jeffrey (1773-1850), critic and jurist, was a 
founder of the Edinburgh Review in 1802 and the editor from 1803 to 1829, with some genuine 
appreciation of Keats' abilities. ; 

In the letter shown here J displayed a continuing interest in Keats. His correspondent, 
Professor Munroe, had apparently obtained cda of original Keats letters. Jeffrey advised 
him to send copies of them to “Mr. Monckton Milnes [who] has recently published a life of poor 
Keats — with a selection of his correspondence, and literary remains — to which it is See? to 
be regretted that the letters in question could not have been contributed...” 


William Gilmore Simms. Lays of the Palmetto: A Tribute to the South Caro- 
lina Regiment in the War with Mexico. Charleston: John Russell, 1848. 


William Gilmore Simms (1808-1870) was a native of Charleston, South Carolina, and thou 
he later lived in New York and traveled in the North, he remained a southerner at heart. In the 
uarrelsome years leading up to the Civil War, he was an apologist for slavery and the South 
linian point of view. A prolific writer, he produced forty novels, a dozen collections of 
рУ and more than a dozen miscellaneous volumes. He died in Charleston, having outlived 
is little prosperity, his second wife and nine children. 


This pamphlet of indifferent occasional verse is characteristic of Simms' loyal service in 
questionable causes. He presented the booklet to Parke Godwin (1816-1904), liberal politician 
and son-in-law of William Cullen Bryant, 


Edgar Allan Poe. Eureka: A Prose Poem. New-York: George P. Putnam, 1848. 


Eureka, the last of his work to be published during Poe's lifetime (1809-1849), was a product 
of the singular state of mind induced by his wife's death. In January, 1847, Virginia, whom 
he had married in 1835 when she was only thirteen, had died in the cottage at Fordham after 
& prolonged struggle against poverty and tuberculosis. Poe continued to live in Fordham with 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Clemm, who was also his aunt, and there in 1847 he began Eureka. This 
pseudo-scientific treatise propounds the theory of an atomic universe radiating from a divine 
unity and e dus based upon mathematics and physics. Poe called it “an essay on the 
material and spiritual universe.” А 

Eureka was first read as а lecture at the New York Society Library on February 8, 1848. Poe 
then approached his óld publisher Putnam with his manuscript and the suggestion that 50,000 
coples Б printed. Around the middle of June, 1848, Putnam, who allowed the poet an advance 
of fourteen dollars, issued a modest edition of 500. A copy of the first edition is shown here.

The "Preface," to which this copy of the first edition is o reflects Poe's exalted and

Edgar Allan Poe. Autograph letter to George W. Eveleth, New York, June 
26, 1849. 


Though he never met Poe, George W. Eveleth was one of the poets most interesting cor- 
respondents because he asked copious questions and preserved Poe's replies. The poet in tum 
preserved Eveleth's letters. Eveleth, whose home was in Phillips, Maine, seems to have been a 
medical student at Brunswick at the time of the correspondence. : 

Eveleth had written Poe from Brunswick on February 17, 1849, immediately after reading 
Eureka. He had had the temerity to say that some of Poe's theories coincided with his and to 
inclose a paper of his own entitled “The Nucleus of our Planet in a State of Igneous Liquifaction.” 
He also remarked that he had read extracts from Lowell’s Fable for Critics — another 1848 
production — which struck him as “very Poe-etical.” 

In his reply, shown here, Poe dealt somewhat harshly with Eveleth’s scientific pretensions 
and, after asking for a frank opinion on Eureka, expr his own satisfaction with it. 

The third graph introduces a typical Poe feud, this time with John William Draper (1811- 
1882), the chemist and at the time a professor at New York University. In 1847 Draper had 

duced a paper called “The Production of Light by Heat” and had been sniped at by Poe in 
Eureka as one of “the most intolerant & intolerable set of bigots & tyrants that ever existed on 
the face of the Earth.” 

Poe also took a pot-shot at Lowell on the second page of this letter: “In the Feb. number 
(I think) [of the Southern Literary Messenger] I published (editorially) a review of ‘The 
Fable for Critics’: — it is not much. Lowell might have done better.” The review had ар 
in March, 1849, and in February, 1849, Poe had written a friend: “Lowell is a ranting abo- 
litionist, & deserves a good using up. It is a pity that he is a poet.” 


Elizabeth Cleghorn Gaskell. Mary Barton: A Tale of Manchester Life. Lon- 
don: Chapman and Hall, 1848. 


Born Elizabeth Stevenson, Mrs. Gaskell (1810—1865) bad not only beauty and charm but 
also a talent that made her novels on social problems powerful and popular. As the wife of a 
Unitarlan clergyman in a slum parish in Manchester, England, she was able to expose workin 
conditions in a manufacturing city in her first important effort, Mary Barton. She began the nove. 
in 1844 as a distraction after the death of her only son and completed it in 1847. It was refused 
by several publishers before Chapman and Hall brought it out anonymously in 1848, Im- 
mediately it attracted wide attention, and though it was attacked as unfair to the manufacturers, 
it helped to alleviate the conditions it described. . 


William Makepeace Thackeray. The Book of Snobs. London: Punch Office, 


1848. 

Thackeray (1811-1863) is probably best known as a satirist of English social types and 
standards. His ence as a fashionable undergraduate at Cambridge and man-about-town 
both in London and Paris gave him an opportunity to observe social life which he tumed to 
brilliant account in sketches and novels. 

In the issue of Punch for March 7, 1846, appeared the first of the fifty-two chapters of “The 
' Snobs of England. By One of Themselves,” which Thackeray contributed until February 27, 
1847. The second chapter contained his well-known definition: "He who meanly admires mean 
things is a Snob.” The series has frequently been considered a preliminary sketch for Vanity Fair. 
All bat seven of the Punch papers were collected and published in 1848 as The Book of Snobs, 
and as the work of W. M. Thackeray, author of Vanity Fair, of which publication in parts had 
begun in January, 1847.

This drawing is apparently a preliminary sketch for the initial appearing at the beginning of 
Chapter ххх, EA Visit to Some Country Snobs,” of the first edition of The Book of Snobs, London, 
1848.

Inevitably Thackeray’s satire aroused resentment, especially as the author was considered 
ui some to be a snob Leescht, An expression of popular reaction can be observed in this copy 
of the first edition which belonged in 1856 to one Stephen George MacKenna, who added to the 
"Contents" the title for a forty-sixth chapter: "The author the greatest Snob of the Lot." 


William Makepeace Thackeray. Autograph letter to Edward Fitzgerald n. p., 
n. d. 

In this letter, written sometime in the spring of 1848, Thackeray defends himself to his old 
university friend, Edward Fitzgerald (1809-1883), translator of Omar Khayyam, against charges 
of snobbery leveled at him by Thomas Carlyle: “It is not true what Gurlyle has written to you 
about oy hace become a tremenjuous lion &c — too grand to ёс... Au that about being a 
Lion is nonsense. I cant eat more dinners than I used last year and dine at home with my dear 
little women three times a week: but 2 ог З great people ask me to their houses. . ." 


William Makepeace Thackeray. The Book of Snobs. New-York: D. Appleton, 
1852. 

The Book of Snobs was the first of Thackeray's work to be issued in “Appletons’ Popular Library 
of the Best Authors,” though his sketches had been pirated in this country as far back as 1838. 
Appo published several of the Englishman's things in the Popular Library, some piratically 
and some with payment and the author's consent. 

Thackeray inscribed this copy while on his first American lecture tour. He spoke in Baltimore 
and Washington between February 7 and 26, 1858, 


Charles Dickens. The Haunted Man and the Ghost’s Bargain. A Fancy for 
Christmas-Time. London: Bradbury & Evans, 1848. 

Fired by the success of A Christmas Carol in 1848, Dickens (1812-1870) produced four 
additional Christmas books. The last of these was The Haunted Man, which was brought out for 
the holiday trade in 1848. It was admittedly a pot-boiler, written while the novelist was ex- 
hausted by Dombey and Son. The illustrations were by Leech, Stanfield, Stone and Tenniel, all 
well-known artists. 

This copy of the first edition was presented by Dickens to the Reverend Edward Tagart ( 1804- 
1858). For over a quarter of a century Tagart was minister of the Unitarian congregation at the 
Little Portland Street Chapel. Charles Dickens attended services here and wrote the inscription 
on a silver service presented to Tagart by his congregation in 1844, 


Charles Dickens. The Haunted Man and the Ghost’s Bargain. A Fancy for 
Christmas-Time. London: Bradbury & Evans, 1848. 

This copy of the first edition of The Haunted Man was presented on Christmas Day, 1848, to 
William Harrison Ainsworth (1805-1882), the well-known novelist and editor. Dickens and 
Ainsworth had been friends since they were in their twenties. In 1889 Ainsworth had succeeded 
the younger novelist as editor of Bentley’s Miscellany. 


Charles Dickens. The Haunted Man and the Ghost's Bargain. A Fancy for 
Christmas-Time. London: Bradbury and Evans, 1848. 

These are the unbound sheets of The Haunted Man. The advance subscription for the book 
amounted to some 20,000 copies, and there was a large printing of the first edition, which was 
not entirely sold out in 1869, a year before Dickens died. 

The book was bound in an appropriate red cloth, like the other Christmas books, with a holly 
wreath and mistletoe bough stamped in gold on the front cover.

This copy of the second edition was presented at Christmas, 1888, to Mary Boyle by Dickens’ 
sister-in-law Georgina Hogarth, The novelist had met Mary Boyle in the autumn of 1849, when 
he spent a holiday at Rockingham Castle, the home of his friends the Hon. Richard Watsons. 
Mary Boyle was a sister of Mrs. Watson's and, like Dickens, who was two years her junior, loved 
amateur theatricals. She and the novelist became fast friends on this visit, doing scenes together 
from Nicholas Nickleby and Sheridan's School for Scandal. Her friendship with Dickens grew to 
include his entire fi circle and, as the inscription shows, lasted long after his death. 


Charles Dickens. Autograph letter to Mary Boyle, Broadstairs, Kent, Sep- 
tember 16, 1850. 


This is apparently the first letter which Dickens wrote Mary Boyle, less than a year after the 
met. It has to do, characteristically, with a performance ‘of Bea Jonson’s Every Man in H 
Humour which occurred at Knebworth, the estate of Bulwer-Lytton the novelist, in November. 
Miss Boyle was unable to take part after all. 


Anthony Trollope. The Kellys and the O'Kellys; or Landlords and Tenants. 
London: Henry Colburn, 1848. 


Anthony Trollope (1815-1882) is famous among writers for having ably performed his duties 
as a post-office official and at the same time written some fifty novels, six collections of short 
stories, two plays and a dozen miscellaneous volumes. He was understandably proud of his power 
of working under any and all conditions and of having earned £68,989. 17. 5d. by his pen. 
This exact calculation, which he gave in his Autobiography, is delightfully characteristic. 

The Kellys and the O'Kellys was his second novel, based on his observations in Ireland during 
his years there as a post-office inspector — an appointment which he called “the first good fortune 
of my life.” Half the profits were to be the novelist’s, but the book, which appeared on June 27, 
1848, was not a success. 

It was reviewed in the Times by a friend of a friend who compared it to a leg of mutton as 
“good substantial food. . .but a little coarse.” After that Trollope never again requested another 
review. Though the publisher lost £63. 10s. 134d., the novelist "thoroughly enjoyed writing” the 
story and by the end of his Ше had made £123, 19s. 5d. out of it. 


Anthony Trollope. The Kellys and the O'Kellys; or Landlords and Tenants.

The Kellys is one of the great Trollope rarities. Only 375 copies were printed, of which 179 
` apparently got into circulation. Many of these must have gone to lending libraries, for most 
existing ad are in frightful condition or rebound. As good a copy of the first edition in original 
boards as the one shown here is seldom seen. | 


Arthur Hugh Clough. The Bothie of Toper-Na-Fuosich. Oxford: Francis 
Macpherson; London: Chapman & Hall, 1848. 


During the Battle of Britain, Winston Churchill referred to the United States by quoting from 
an almost forgotten poem: “But westward, look, the land is bright.” For a brief moment Arthur 
Hugh Clough was remembered again. 

Clough (1819-1861) lived as a child, from 1822 to 1828, in Charleston, South Carolina, where 
his father was in the cotton business, The boy was sent home to England to be educated, and his 
charm and keen intellect won him friends among his brilliant contemporaries — the Arnold 
family, Jowett, Tennyson, Carlyle and Emerson. As Emerson’s protégé he spent nearly a year 
in the United States in 1852-58. A teacher for a while, he was prevented by the religious and 
intellectual ferment of his time from ever making his full mark. He died prematurely of paralysis 
at Florence in 1861. 

The Bothie, of which a copy of the first edition is shown here, was quickly written in Sep- 
tember and October, 1848. The poem is in lines of six accented beats, and Cl ah wrote Emerson, 
“Will you convey to Mr. Longfellow the fact that it was a reading of his Evangeline’.. .which 
. ..occasioned this outbreak of hexameters?” 
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James Russell Lowell. Poems. Second Series. Cambridge: George Nichols; 
Boston: B. B. Mussey, 1848. 


James Russell Lowell (1819-1891) was the scion of a family that had settled in Massachusetts 
in 1639 and had produced many distinguished clergymen, judges and statesmen as well as 
successful business men. He himself was by turns and sometimes simultaneously poet, critic, 

rofessor at Harvard for twenty years, editor of the Atlantic Monthly and the North American 

eview, Minister to Spain from 1877 to 1880 and to England from 1880 to 1885. 

The year 1848 was a remarkable one even in this full life. Lowell produced four books of 
n the first of which Poems. Second Series is shown here. It was his fourth separate pub- 

cation and was dedicated to his first wife, Maria White Lowell, a poet in her own right, and 
to the memory of their first child, Blanche, who died in 1847 at the age of fifteen months. Mrs. , 
Lowell died in 1853. | 


James Russell Lowell. Autograph letter to Charles Frederick Briggs, Elm- 
wood [Cambridge, Massachusetts], November 18, 1847. 


Lowell described to his great friend Briggs the circumstances under which Poems, Second 
Series was printed: “I had calculated in a loose way that I had ‘copy’ enough prepared to make 
as large a volume as I intended mine should be, but about three weeks ago the printers overtook 
me & since then we have been neck & neck for something like a hundred pages... Everybody 
has a notion that it is of advantage to be out before Christmas...” The volume appeared in time 
for him to send Briggs a copy for a Christmas present. 

Charles Frederick Briggs (1804-1877), a native of Nantucket, had been a sailor and was now 
turned novelist and journalist in New York. He founded the Broadway Journal and served as 
editor of Putnam’s Magazine and the New York Times. For a while he befriended Poe, He was 
one of the first Board of Commissioners for Central Park, 


James Russell Lowell. Autograph letter to Charles Frederick Briggs, Elm- 
wood [Cambridge, Massachusetts], December 81, 1847. 


In this New Year's letter to Briggs, Lowell announced his progress with а verse satire on 
contemporary writers, to be called A Fable for Critics, and dude his friend a gift of any profits 
that it might bring: "I have been hard at work copying my satire that I might get it (what was 
finished of it, at least) to you by New Year's Day as a present. Às it is, I can only send the first 
part. It was all written with one impulse — & was the work of not a great many hours but it was 
written in good spirits... I wish you to get it printed (if you think the sale will warrant it) 
for your own benefit. At the same time I am desirous of retaining my copyright in order that... 
I may still possess control over it." 

Lowell finished the poem in August, 1848, and Briggs made arrangements with Putnam the 
publisher. The gift proved generous, for some 8,000 copies of the book were sold in about a year. 
Briggs, who did not need the money, decided to divide the profits into three funds, one each for 
his daughter and the poet's, and the third for the artist, William Page (1811-1885), who was 
to paint portraits of Briggs and Lowell for each other. 


James Russell Lowell. A Fable for Critics. New York: G. P. Putnam, 1848. 


This copy of the first edition is open to the title page which is in verse carefully printed to 
look like prose. Though it is dated October 21st, the book was not on sale until the twenty-fifth, 
Briggs was displeased with its ap ce. “The title is most wretchedly printed,” he wrote 
Lowell on publication day, “and by an accident the advertisement of Putnam which should 
have been placed on a fly leaf at the end of the volume was so printed as to face the title, and 
it was not discovered until the book was bound.” 

It is interesting to note that among the “Attractive Works” advertised is the American edition 
of The Life, Letters, and Literary Remains of John Keats. Edited by Richard Monckton Milnes, 


James Russell Lowell. A Fable for Critics. New York: G. P. Putnam, 1848. 


This copy of the first edition was presented by Lowell to Thomas Wentworth Higginson (1823- 
1911). Higginson, a Unitarian minister, was a fighting abolitionist and, as such, a person of 
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James Russell Lowell. A Fable for Critics, continued 


great interest to Lowell, In 1862 he left the Бр! and became colonel in the first Negro regi- 
ment in the Union Army. The latter part of his life was devoted to literary pursuits. 

Lowell made corrections in this copy and mailed the book without wrappings, for on the 
back it bears postmarks and the address “Rev. T. W. Higginson, Newburyport, Massachusetts." 
Higginson's first church, to which he went in September, 1847, was the First Religious Society 
of Newburyport.

In A Fable for Critics Lowell gave his contemporaries a keen, good-natured examination, with 
comments on their good as well as their bad literary qualities. Beginning with Emerson, he con- 
sidered the big men, Thoreau, Poe, Irving, and also minor figures like N, P. Willis, В. Н. Dana, 
Jr., Margaret Fuller and even himself. 

His feelings were not very cordial toward the lady, who had criticized his Poems of 1844 as 
follows: Lowell’s "interest in the moral questions of the day has supplied the want of vitality in 
himself; his great facility at versification has enabled him to fill the ear with а copious stream 
of pleasant sound. But his verse is stereotyped; his thoughts sound no depth, & posterity will 
not remember him." 

This rankled, and in the letter shown here Lowell remarked to Briggs: "I think I shall say 
nothing about Margaret Fuller (though she offers so fair a target) because she has done me an 
illnatured turn. I shall revenge myself upon her by writing better. She is a very foolish con- 
ceited woman, who has got together a great deal of information, but not enough knowledge 
to save herself from being illtempered. However, the temptation may be too strong for me. It 
abc d would have been if she had never said anything about me. Even María thinks I ought 
to give her a line or two."

The temptation to include Margaret Fuller proved too strong for Lowell — or for Maria, his 
wife. As the passage here shows, the lady received her come-uppance. 

Sarah Margaret Fuller (1810-1850) had been a precocious child, precociously educated by 
her father, a distinguished lawyer and politician. She early declared herself a believer in the 
intellectual capacities of women. Working for Horace Greeley on the New York Tribune, she 
became one of the best critics of her day. 

In 1846 she went to Europe, where she secretly married the Marchese Angelo Ossoli, ten 
years her junior. With him she threw herself into Italian politics as a supporter of Mazzini. In 
1850 the ship on which she was returning to this country was wrecked off Fire Island near the 
entrance to New York harbor, and she, her husband and child were drowned. 


James Russell Lowell. The Biglow Papers. Cambridge: George Nichols, 1848. 


Lowell’s love and admiration for his first wife, Maria White, whom he married in 1844, changed 
him rapidly from a conservative who had decried the excesses of the abolitionists into a hot anti- 
slavery propagandist. His most famous polemics were The Biglow Papers. Of these the first 
five appeared in the Boston Courter, beginning on June 17, 1846, and the last six in the Anti- 
Sla Standard, ending on September 28, 1848. In November, 1848, they were collected and 
published in one volume. 

In order to put across his hatred of slavery, the Mexican War and various minor political 
matters, Lowell utilized humor of dialect and characterization in the persons of Hosea Biglow, 
the Reverend Homer Wilbur, editor of Hosea’s poetry, and Birdofredom Sawin. In addition, 
Lowell introduced an apparatus of burlesque notes and bogus press-notices.

The first of The Biglow Papers, which had appeared in the Boston Courier for June 17, 1846, as 
“A Letter from Mr. Ezekiel Biglow,” was reprinted in 1848 without title in The American Anti- 
Slavery Almanac, for 1847. 
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James Russell Lowell. The Biglow Papers. Cambridge: George Nichols, 1848. 


The first edition of 1,500 copies was sold in a week. Charles F. Briggs arranged for Putnam 
to bring out a New York edition of 500 copies, which carries both Nichols’ and Putnam's im- 
prints, and to distribute copies in England. 

These four copies show some of the variant bindings in which the Cambridge edition was 
issu 


James Russell Lowell. The Biglow Papers. Boston: Ticknor and Fields, 1867. 


When the Second Series of The Biglow Papers was published in this country in 1867, after 
being published in England in 1862, special large paper copies were run off in very limited 
uantity. To ey these, twelve large paper copies of the First Serles were also produced. 
wo of the latter are shown here: copy no. 1, presented to Ebenezer Rockwood Hoar (1818- 
1895), jurist and member of Congress; and copy no. 5, presented to James Thomas Fields (1817- 
1881), publisher and editor of the Atlantic Monthly. Such copies are great rarities. 


James Russell Lowell. The Biglow Papers. London: Triibner, 1859. 


The editor of the English edition of the First Series of The Biglow Papers was Thomas Hughes 
(1822-1896), famous as the author of Tom Brown's School Days, Published in 1857. Hughes, 
who had been a friend of Clough's at Oxford, was a lawyer, a member of Parliament, and а 
rominent flgure in the Christian socialist group which started the co-operative movement. He 
[ш long known and admired Lowell's poetry but did not meet the poet until bis first visit to 
the United States in 1870. His second visit to this country was in 1879 in connection with an 
unsuccessful model community which he and some friends started at Rugby, Tennessee. 

In writing the "Preface" to The Biglow Papers Hughes was aided by bis great friend John M, 
Ludlow, with whom he shared almost all his enterprises. It is interesting to observe, in con- 
nection with Anglo-American disputes over copyright, that this edition was “Reprinted, with 
the Author’s Sanction, from the Fourth American dition.” The copy shown here was apparently 
Hughes’ own, for on the end paper it bears his signature and the date 1859. 


James Russell Lowell. The Biglow Papers. Fourth Edition. Boston: Ticknor 
& Fields, 1859. 

This copy of the fourth edition was the one from which Hughes worked in preparing the 
English edion. It carries his signature (twice) and his address. Passages in the text are marked 
and underlined. 


James Russell Lowell. The Vision of Sir Launfal. Cambridge: George Nichols, 
1848. 
On December 18, 1848, appeared the last of Lowell's publications for the year, The Vision of 


Sir Launfal. The poet freely adapted the Arthurian story of the Holy Grail to his own moral 
purposes, with an apologetic nod toward Tennyson in the prefatory "Note." 


This well-preserved copy of the first edition was presented by Lowell to a friend who, in 
disposing of it, wished to remain anonymous and barbarously scratched his name off the front 
cover,

CHECK LIST OF THE SEVERAL EDITIONS 


A Gordon Lester Ford Memorial Study

This check list is a statement of The New York Public Library's almost 
complete holdings, on microfilm, of Stars and Stripes, the newspaper of the 
United States armed forces. The editions are arranged in the order of their 
appearance. Though primarily a publication of World War m, Stars and 
Stripes originated with the single edition published in Paris during World 
Wart. 

Thirty editions of Stars and Stripes, published during World War п, are 
listed. In 1948, two editions, the European and Far eastern, are still being 
published. Three editions were printed by mobile units; one. edition is the 
single issue which Bill Mauldin published in advance of the Stars and Stripes 
detachment and the regular Grenoble edition. Twenty-three other editions 
were regularly published for varying periods, of which the longest was three 
and one-half years, the shortest fifteen days, 

Each edition was a separate and distinct newspaper which had its own 
staff and printing facilities and copy was written by its reporters and feature 
writers. The New York office and the news services supplied foreign and 
domestic news as well as mats for the comic strips and cartoons. 

The first edition of World War п appeared in London on April 18, 1942. 
Editions multiplied as the global warfare unfolded and the Stars and Stripes 
detachment closely followed each landing. Africa, November 8, 1942, had 
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its Stars and Stripes on December 9, 1942; Sicily, July 10, 1943, on August 
12, 1943; Normandy, June 6, 1944, on July 4, 1944; Southern France, August 
15, 1944 on Aug. 29, 1944. As the troops moved forward, these editions either 
continued to serve the communications zone troops or ceased publication. 
Distribution to all of the armed forces was always a problem, partially solved 
by establishing new editions of Stars and. Stripes in locations close to the 


` .combat areas and near the large depots. 


In the Mediterranean theater, a Stars and Stripes detachment, equipped 
with trucks and portable presses, moved with the supply dumps, and sent 
Stars and Stripes to the front line troops with the rations. 


* * * 


The original issues filmed are largely from the Library's own collection and 
the files of the New York offices of Stars and Stripes, but only through the 
co-operation of many individuals and libraries who assisted in the search 
" for lacking issues or lent them for filming was it possible to put together the 
collection recorded in this check list. We are particularly indebted to Mr. 
Howard Carpenter, Jr., and Mr. Clyde Edwards, of the Library of Congress. 

In many instances, it was impossible to film the files in sequence but only 
as runs, or even single issues, were located. This necessitated considerable 
splicing but the positive copy was not printed until the negative was as com- 
plete as present research could make it. Gaps in the files are listed and the 
Library would be grateful for permission to film any of the missing numbers 
which may be in private or public collections. The greater part of the filming 
was done by the Library's Photographic Service Division. Issues supplied 
from the Library of Congress files were filmed by their Photoduplication 
` Service. 

The check list gives the shelf location of the Library's film copy. Positive 
copies are available for purchase.

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Gilder Poetry Collection 


By L. M. STARK 


N THE Bulletin for February, 1948, the gift to the Library of nearly three 

hundred volumes of American and English poetry from the library of 
Richard Watson Gilder (1844-1909) was announced. This collection was 
presented by Mr. Gilder's daughters, Miss Rosamond Gilder and Mrs. W. W. 
Palmer, and his son, Mr. Rodman Gilder. 

Richard Watson Gilder was for many years associated with the literary 
life of New York as a poet; as assistant editor of Scribner’s Monthly from 
1870 to 1881; and as editor of the Century magazine from 1881 to the time 
of his death. During the latter period especially, he came to know personally, 
or through correspondence, most of the important literary figures of the day. 
This wide acquaintance is reflected in the numerous personal inscriptions 
which are a notable feature of this collection. 

The volumes, as was mentioned in the earlier announcement of the gift, 
are all in their original bindings, and constitute an "association" collection 
representative of nearly three decades of American poetry and book pub- 
lishing. Among the books are several which were presented to Mr. Cilder's 
wife, Helena deKay Gilder, including a few published soon after his death. 
Most of the uninscribed volumes have a simple printed name-label: “R. W. 
Gilder," or are marked: ^Ex Libris R. W. Gilder" in Miss Rosamond Gilder's 
hand. The collection, for which the following check list was prepared by 
Mrs. Philomena Houlihan, is to be kept together as a unit in the Reserve , 
Division, with the classmark: * KGR.

Florence Overton, 1870 -1948 


By FRANKLIN F. НОРРЕВ 


EW PEOPLE have so profoundly impressed their personalities on the 
organization that is The New York Public Library, as did Florence Over- 
ton. Moreover, few had a personality so worth impressing. Her life was one 
` long devotion to the Library, but never blind devotion. Miss Overton was 
preeminently an intelligent human being, strong, determined, and with an 
ever active mind, vivid imagination, and an interest in people aud the City 
of New York that was unsurpassed. She was widely traveled and widely read, 
but her great hobby was the theatre. 
Born in New York in 1870, the daughter of Col. William Brewster Overton 
, and Margaret Frances Allen Overton, she had generations of New Yorkers 
behind her. 


Miss Overton's first library connection was with the Ottendorfer Branch 


Library, then, as now, on lower Second Avenue, and one of the eleven circu- 
lation branches of the New York Free Circulating Library, which in 1901 


became the first of the numerous library organizations to be consolidated · 


as the Circulation Department of The New York Public Library. In February, 
1901, Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, formerly the librarian of the New York Free 
Circulating Library, resigned as Librarian of the Brooklyn Public Library 
to become the first Chief of the Circulation Department of The New York 
‘Public Library. Later in that same year, Andrew Carnegie made his great 
gift for the erection of branch library buildings on sites to be provided by the 
City. Dr. Bostwick, who did notable work in organizing the Department and 
in supervising the planning and erection of numerous Carnegie Branch build- 
ings in Manhattan, The Bronx and Richmond, until he resigned to become 
Librarian of the St. Louis Public Library in 1909, soon saw Miss Overton's 
possibilities. He transferred her to the Yorkville Branch on East 79th Street, 


the first of the Carnegie Buildings, erected on a plot bought by the New ' 


York Free Circulating Library before consolidation. Miss Overton became 
Branch Librarian there in 1905. 

Benjamin Adams, who had succeeded Dr. Bostwick as Chief of the Circu- 
lation Department, and Mr. Anderson, who had succeeded Dr. Billings as 
Director of the Library in 1913, rated Miss Overton’s abilities so highly that 
in 1914 they created for her the new position of Supervisor of Branches. That 
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made her next in rank to the Chief of the Circulation Department and Acting 

Chief in Mr. Adams' absence. She gave special attention to recruiting and to 
. administering the rapidly expanding staff, but in spite of the heavy load 
she carried in those fields they by no means absorbed her energies or her zest 
for making the libraries of vital service to the public of the City. 

Largely through Miss Overton’s interest the circulating Picture Collection 
was organized in the 20s. Today it has developed into one of the outstanding 
activities of the Library, serving both the Reference and the Circulation 
departments. Moreover, she was untiring in her efforts toward building up 
the collections of drama and material relating to the theatre in the Central 
Circulation and 58th Street branches, and even in the Reference Department 
itself. Аз a related activity, music became, under Miss Overton's prodding, 
a major activity of the 58th Street Branch. The collection there soon evolved 
into the Music Library of the Circulation Department, one of the most 
important libraries of music anywhere available for circulation. 
` In 1981 George Freedley, who had been trained in drama under Baker at 
Yale and was experienced both as actor and stage manager, came to the 
Picture Collection. Miss Overton sensed his qualifications for developing 
the already invaluable material in the Reference Department relating to the 
theatre. Under Freedley's custodianship, to which position he was ‘soon 
appointed, and with constant encouragement from Miss Overton, the Theatre 
Collection became one of the most extensive and useful in existence. 

Miss Overton retired in 1941, to make her home at Westbury, Long Island, 
with a sister, Jacqueline Overton, Librarian of the delightful Children’s 
Library at Westbury. Miss Overton’s years of retirement were very happy 
and her intelligence and interests remained as keen as ever. Her death on 
May 8th was a personal loss to multitudes of friends and admirers both within 
and outside the Library.

Long Ago and “Faraway” 
Traces of Melville in the Marquesas in the Journal of A. G. Jones, 1854-1855 
Edited by MABEL WEAKS 


` A traveler’s account of the background of Herman Melville’s Typee has 
" been found in the journal of Alfred Goldsborough Jones, counselor at law of 
New York City, which was acquired by the Manuscript Division of The New 
.York Public Library in 1945.! Thirteen years after Melville, Mr. Jones visited 
the scenes of Typee in the Marquesas Islands in August, 1855, while cruising 
in the Pacific as a clerk to his friend, Captain Theodorus Bailey, U. S. N., 
commander of the St. Mary’s, a sloop of war of the Pacific squadron. 

Alfred Goldsborough Jones was born October 17, 1821, a son of Captain 
George С. Jones and Ann Forman Jones of New York City and New Bruns- 
wick, New Jersey. He was educated at Columbia College and Harvard Uni- 
versity, receiving his B. A. and M. A. degrees from Columbia College in 1840 
? and 1843 respectively and his LL. B. degree from the Law School of Harvard 
University in 1842.3 He began the practice of law in May, 1844, after serving 
as a clerk in the law office of John L. Mason at Brooklyn, New York. There 
he formed a friendship with Theodorus Bailey Myers who introduced him | 
- in 1844 to his uncle then Lieutenant Theodorus Bailey, with whom he was 
tó make the Pacific cruise in 1855-1856. . 

Mr. Jones traveled extensively and continuously throughout his life. In 
July, 1853, he joined his brother, Dr. Henry Jones,* at San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, where he spent a year making investments in real estate. Growing 
tired of the life there, he sailed for Honolulu,-H. T., November 10, 1854. On

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his arrival, December Ist, he was given the position of clerk to Captain 
Bailey with whom he visited Nicaragua, the Marquesas, Society, Samoan, and 
Fiji Islands; and cruised along the South American coast from Talcahuano, 
Chili to Panama where he left the ship in May, 1856, and returned to New 
York City via Havana, Cuba. 

The earliest known record of a traveler to the scenes of Melville's Typee 
after the book appeared in 1846 is that of Lieutenant Henry Augustus Wise, 
U. S. N., who visited the Marquesas in October, 1848 and published a journal 
of his travels under the title of Los Gringos: or an Inside View of Mexico and 
California, with wanderings in Peru, Chili and Polynesia (New York, 1849). 
He devotes two chapters to an account of his visit to the Marquesas Islands 
and adds the following note to Chapter хгуш: “In all the lighter sketches 
upon Polynesia, I cannot resist paying the faint tribute of my own individual 
admiration to Mr. Melville. Apart from the inate beauty and charming tone 
of his narratives, the delineations of Island life and scenery, from my own 
personal observation, are most correctly and faithfully drawn. At Nukeheva 
and Tahiti I made enquiry about his former associates, and without in the 
least designing to sully the enchanting romance of his fair Typee love, I 
may mention having seen a “nut-brown” damsel, named Fayaway, from that 
valley, who apparently was maid of all work to a French commissary to the 
garrison. She was attired in a gaudy yellow robe.de chambre, ironing the 
Crapeau's trowsers! Credat Judeus! There was also a diminutive young 
oui oui tumbling about the mats, so it is presumable she had become childish 
of late; yet the proof is not strong, for it is quite as much in vogue among 
these southern groups to change names and give away infants, as the fashion 
in the Sandwich Islands of knocking out a couple of front teeth to evince 
grief at the decease of near friends or relatives, and the nymph alluded to 
may not be the original Fayaway after all...” 

Another traveler to the scenes of Melvilles Typee was the unidentified 
“В. S." who visited Nuku Diva in the latter part of the year 1867. His letter, 
dated Valparaiso, January, 1868, was published first in the London Athenae- 
um and reprinted by Clarence Gohdes under the title, "Gossip about Melville 
in the South Seas" New England Quarterly, x, 526-531 (September 1937).5 
^R. S." was a keen observer and verified scenes described by Melville, but 
he did not meet any of Melville's characters in Typee. He wrote: “Melville’s 
account of Typee (they always spoke of him as "Shore") was well known;

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| and we were told that Fa-a-wa and a daughter of Melville's were still living, 
the former an old woman." - 

Mr. Jones visited the scenes of Typee thirteen years after Melville's escape 
from captivity and twelve years before the visit of "R. S." His interpreter, 
Moreta, who had lived on the island for twenty-five years, remembered 
Melville and “had seen the personages alluded to in his book, but there was 
no one of the name of Faraway." Mr. Jones met the King, Te Moana, and 
his wife, Queen Vaekehu, who came on board the St. Mary's as they had 
visited previously the frigate United States when Melville was a member 

_ of the crew of that ship. He learned that the “noble Mehevi," chief of all the 
Taipis, had been killed by Te Moana; and he obtained evidence that such 
persons as Kory-Kory, Melville's personal attendant; Tinor and the one-eyed 
chief, Mow-Mow, bad once existed; but had passed away. He was convinced 
that the Taipis were cannibals until a very late period and concluded that 
Melville “had a truthful basis for his book but that his imagination was very 
largely drawn upon for the attractive features of the same."

Aug 22 [1855] Wednesday : 
... About 5 P. M. made land on the lee bow. At 11 P. M. hove to off the

` hae or Nuka-hiva. The entrance & the harbor itself is very beautiful. At either 
end of the mouth is an island ? and at the east side a large basaltic dyke in the 
form of a cross which forms a land mark very readily distinguishable.?

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is abundance of water in the harbor and you can anchor any where even 
close in shore. The Schooner "Kamehameha," taken by the French from the 
"Hawaiians" and now used as a Government vessel, was the only one in the 
harbor. Lt de Vaisseau Jouan,!° the Commandant of the Island, came on 
board & proved to be one of the officers of the “Artemise” that we had met 
at Honolulu. He was exceedingly kind and obliging and during our brief 
stay did every thing to make it agreeable. He must have remained up all 
night during the two nights that we remained, in corresponding, in writing 
officially to Capt Bailey and in furnishing Doctor Drayton !! with a detailed 
list of the birds, insects & vegetables &c &c of the Island. 

We went on shore with him and rambled round. There are now but 20 ' 
soldiers here under Lieut Royo who has his wife with him. In addition there 
are about the same number of sailors in the "Kamehameha" and 4 Gendarme 
who are the police. Jouan lives in the Government house? with a Doctor. 
The house is of brick painted white & comfortable but it is not at all furnished. 

They formerly had 800 soldiers and sailors here but have gradually with- 
drawn them.'* They are beginning to discover that it does not pay to expend 
so much money for property so utterly valueless as these Islands must be to 
them. They first withdrew to Tahiti & will probably leave there for New 
Caledonia. Called upon Te Moena “* the King or Chief of this bay. His name 
signifies “The Ocean.” He is said to be a well disposed person and when

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young was exhibited in London, of which occurrence he is now much 
ashamed. He occasionally gets tight & then loses all control of himself. 
‘During one of his drunken fits he killed the “Typee” Chief!5 whom Mel- 
ville in his book speaks of as the Chief of that tribe and his protector. Te 
Moena’s wife is called "Vaekehu," 18 or white feet. She is profusely tattooed 
on the hands, legs, arms and feet. Te Moena is of very high blood & not 
tatooed at all.!7 The royal couple live in a very humble cottage not much 
better than the common natives and very inferior to some of the Sandwich 
Islanders. Te Moena receives an annual stipend of 2000 francs and a ration 
a day from the French. When he killed the Typee Chief — this pay was 
` discontinued and his flag hauled down. About a year since he was restored to 
. favor after two years of disgrace. 

Jouan dined with us on board. After dinner “Те Moena” and “Vaekehu,” 
the Catholic Superior of the Mission,!? and Lieut Royo came on board. The 
Catholic clergy have made little if any impression upon the natives. They 
pretend to be under the influence of the priest, but it is only because self 
interest prompts this course. They have nothing but a profound indifference 
on the subject.!? The only thing that has been accomplished more thoroughly 
in this bay than the rest of the Island is the violation of the "taboo."?? Our

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uncivilized visitors conducted themselves with great propriety and were 
very much pleased with some copies of the Illustrated London News which 
I gave them. - 

Went on shore again and ascended a hill where a block house, now 
abandoned, was built by the French. They have a good store house for 
supplies and barracks to accommodate several hundred men. There is no 
town however, only a scattered hut here & there with the exception of the 
Government buildings. 


Aug. 24. Friday 


At 6 o'clock started in the Barge for a visit to the “Typee” valley.*! Our 
party consisted of Capt Bailey, Commandant Jouan, the French Doctor, & 
Drayton, McArann *? & myself and also, as an Interpreter, a man from “Guya- 
guil" 33 named “Moreta” who has resided 25 years in this Island. He is the 
Government Interpreter, by means of the Spanish in the first place, which 
is the only language he understands besides the native. The language of the 
Marquesas is very similar to that of the Hawaiian Islands with an alteration 
in the consonants particularly ] & k & h. Frequently the k is prefixed to a 
word. Our course to the Typee valley was out of the harbor east to the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Martin passing by the Valley of the "Happars."?* This tribe 
so much feared by the “Typees” * in Melville's account were by the latter 
almost exterminated 12 years ago. They killed of one tribe about 700 men 
‘women & children, leaving only 5 decrepid or deformed “Happars.” They 
roasted and devoured the slain, That they were cannibals until a very late 
period and are still upon the other islands of this group there is not a shadow 
of doubt 28 We saw the Island upon which the Happars had a grand feast 
upon the bodies of the Туреев killed by Commodore Porter?" on his expedi- 
tion against them in 1818. The bay by which you enter, the Typee valley by 
water is called Comptroller’s Bay & contains three smaller bays, one of which 
is the entrance to the valley of the “Happars” and the other two are the 
entrances to two valleys of the Typees. The middle valley is the larger and 
contains the residence of the present most powerful chief and the most

savage. As this was declared to be the most worthy of our visit we did not 
enter the eastern valley which was the one where Melville was confined. 
Our curiosity was the less on this point from the fact, that although we had 
evidence that such persons as Kory-Kory and Tinor and the one eyed chief 
had once existed, they were now however dead and their houses abandoned 
or destroyed. ^Moreta" recollected Melville and had seen the personages 
alluded to in his book, but there was no one of the name of “Faraway.” 28 
Indeed their language does not admit of such a name. After landing on the 
beach at the entrance of the valley our course was through a thick forest 
of "How"?? trees whose branches run horizontally along the ground and 
present an impenetrable thicket. A path however has been cut here at the 
request of Captain L'Eveque, the former Governor, Captain of "L'Artemise." 
But this path is not cleared high enough of the branches, compelling one to 
walk in a stooping posture. We waded one river and after emerging from 
the "How" trees ascended the valley by a narrow path over stones and hills 
and abrupt descents approached some dwellings of the second chief of the 
"Typees." An elderly individual took a rope and ascending a high & perfectly 
perpendicular cocoa nut tree by means of the rope threw us down some cocoa 
‘nuts. The houses 30 are all situated upon a high platform of stones as Melville 
says, but they are of a most inferior description. Their mats are course & 
few in number, and one log of wood serves as pillow & another for the feet. 
Аз we advanced up the valley our escort of young girls & boys was continually 
increasing. The former were well formed and fine looking, better featured 
than any savages that I have seen. We were receivd by “Ongiae,”®! the head 
chief of the Typees, with a discharge of muskets, a distinguished honor 
where powder is so scarce. The sale of it being prohibited as well as the sale of 
spirituous liquors, There appears a little inconsistency in the French forcing 
their brandies upon the Hawaiians and at the same time prohibiting the sale 
of the same at the “Marquesas.”

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"Ongiae" is about 60 years of age apparently and appeared to us entirely 
naked excepting the maro.?? Indeed he seldom dresses up, altho he values 
highly a cocked hat & two pairs of epaulettes which he shewed us. Captain 
Bailey made him a speech telling him to conduct himself fairly towards any 
Americans coming there & rely upon the advice of Commandant Jouan &c 
&c. There is a small river or brook running through the entire valley & near 
to “Ongiae’s” house it forms a delightful pool for bathing. Under a shade 
on the margin of this stream we had our lunch (brought with us) laid out. 
We first however enjoyed a delightful bath, the natives “Faraways” not 
ceasing to examine us very attentively and going in with us to bathe in com- 
pany. I am very well convinced that Melville drew altogether upon his 
imagination for the Lake he speaks of — for no such lake exists upon the 
island and no pool large enough for a boat. While proceeding up the valley 
we saw in the distance a magnificent cascade of 1500 feet — the narrowness 
of the path and the thickness of the trees prevented us from having extended 
views more than twice. There is little or no cultivation, the bread fruit?? & 
the cocoa nut supplying every thing necessary. Returning we passed one of 
the feast houses once used and tabood. We not being subject to the "taboo" 
— entered & saw a variety of idols — a huge wooden one was the God of 
"Tatooing." 8 And there were others in the form of lizards & sharks. Drayton 
took a sketch. Reached ship about 7 pretty well fagged out. 

Our conclusions were that Melville had a truthful basis for his book but 
that his imagination was very largely drawn upon for the attractive features 
of the same. His manufacture of cocoa-nut oil into a perfumed cosmetic fit 
to grace the toilet of a queen is a specimen of the strength of his oli-factories 
as wellas of his imagination.

Jouan came on board at 4 o’clock A. M. A light land breeze making out, 
got under way & by the assistance of our boats were well out with a good, 
offing by 6 o'clock.

As a gift from Mr. Alfred C. Howell the Library has recently received a 
fine, untrimmed copy of Les amours du bon vieux tems, Vaucluse et Paris, 
1756. This small volume of eighty-one pages contains the first printing in 
· book form of Aucassin et Nicolette, one of the most famous of early French 
romances. The work was not known until 1750 when a French antiquarian, 
La Curne de Sainte-Palaye, discovered a unique manuscript version in the 
Bibliothéque royale in Paris, and published the text in the Mercure for 1752. 
The present volume also contains the first printing of another thirteenth- 
century romance, La Chatelaine de Saint-Gilles. 

-The recent purchase of three 1796 editions of Washington’s Farewell 
Address has added notably to the Washington collection which is an im- 
portant feature of the Library’s Americana. Early editions of the Farewell 
Address are of special interest to this Library because of its possession of the 
final draft of this famous document, entirely in Washington’s hand, and 
because of the publication by the Library in 1985 of Dr. Victor H. Paltsits’ 
definitive edition, with accompanying documents and bibliography. The 
three editions acquired, published shortly after the delivery of the address 
on September 17, 1796, were formerly in Dr. Paltsits’ personal collection. 
One was printed in Boston by Russell and West. Another has no place of 
printing or publisher named, but can be distinguished readily from other 
such editions by the misprint “peopde” for “people” in the caption-title. Only 
two’ other copies are known: the Library of Congress, which is imperfect, 
and the Henry E. Huntington. The third edition acquired appeared in 
Reading, Pa., from the press of Jacob Schneider, and so far as Dr. Paltsits 
and the editors of Sabin’s Dictionary could determine, is the only copy known. 

Two gaps in the Library’s outstanding Bunyan collection were filled by 
the acquisition of the Rosenbach copies of the eleventh edition of part one 
of The Pilgrim’s Progress, London, 1688, the last edition to be published 
during Bunyan’s lifetime; and the third edition, London, 1690, of the second 
part. Of part one the Library now owns originals of all but the third of the | 
first eleven editions. 

Four rare early Australian periodicals were secured, two of which have 
not previously been located in this country, according to the Union List of 
Serials, The latter are The Australia Felix Monthly Magazine, nos. 1-8, June — 
Oct., 1849; and The Literary News, a Review and Magazine of Fact and Fic- 
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tion; the Arts, Sciences, and Belles Lettres, v. 1, Aug., 1837 — Feb., 1838 (lack- 
ing nos. 6 and 19). The other two titles are the Adelaide Miscellany of Useful 
and Entertaining Knowledge, v. 1-2, Aug., 1848 — July, 1849; and The Hobart 
Town Monthly Magazine, of which the Library acquired v. 1, nos. 1-3. One 
copy only of each of these periodicals is located in this country by the Union 
List of Serials. 


MUSIC DIVISION 


The Americana Section of the Music Division has recently come into pos- 
session of a large collection of autograph manuscripts of Louis Moreau Gott- 
schalk, thé New Orleans-born composer-pianist who achieved international 
fame and distinction in the middle of the nineteenth century. The collection 
includes the full score of the symphony A Night in the Tropics. This work 
has never before been found in orchestral form, only a single movement | 
having been published in an arrangement for piano solo, from which a 
restoration was attempted. Many other works of importance and interest are 
included in the collection, as well as Gottschalk's sketch book and a most 
interesting photograph album.

The Printers and Publishers of Children’s Books 
in New York City, 1698-1830 
By Harry B. Wess 


OR THE MOST PART, the few books devoted in whole or in part to the 

early history of children's books in America are disappointingly deficient 
in definite information about the printers and publishers. Only fragmentary 
facts are presented, either about a few outstanding printers and publishers, 
or about some of the more popular books. Although entertaining to read, 
such accounts do not present a true picture of conditions as they actually 
existed and one is left with only hazy ideas about the beginnings, or with the 
wrong idea that the early publication of children's books was confined to a 
relatively few individuals. This paper is an attempt to remedy this situation, 
at least for New York City, and to demonstrate that numerous individuals 
were more or less involved in this type of publication. 

Although the present article is concerned mainly with the printers and 
publishers of picture and story books for children, many publishers and 
printers of early primers are included because of the predominance of such 
books during the early years. The accompanying list is based entirely on 
published records which have been brought together from various sources 
so as to form a basis for some general conclusions. During the search it be- 
came apparent that, numerically, the printers and publishers of children's 
books were most abundant in the larger cities, especially Philadelphia, 
Boston and New York, which was to be expected. In Rosenbach's Early 
American Children's Books, a rough count of the printers and publishers of 
three cities for the period 1682 to 1836, places Philadelphia first with 130, 
Boston second with 123 and New York third with 77. Although these figures 
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are not final, they do indicate in a general way, the relative importance of 
the cities with respect to the numbers of persons involved. 

The appended list accounts for approximately 100 printers and publishers 
in New York City for the period 1698 to 1830. I am sure that additional names 
will be added in the future especially for the years 1820 to 1830, which is the 
weakest part. Between 1698 and 1775 only six names are included. From 
1716 to 1799, there are twenty-six names and from 1800 to 1830, sixty-eight 
names. These periods are approximate and include only the dates within 
which children's books were published. Some printers and publishers operated 
during two periods. The future location of additional printers and publishers 
will change these numbers. During colonial times few books for children 
were printed and published in New York. Most of those sold in the city came 
principally from the English publisher John Newbery, or from publishers 
in Philadelphia and Boston, especially the latter. And the books from these 
cities had little or nothing to recommend them as entertainment. 

The six printers or publishers associated with children's books in New York 
before 1775 were William Bradford, The New York Evening Post, James 
Parker, Hugh Gaine, Garrat Noel, and Shober & Loudon. Most of these names 
are well known to students of the history of printing. William Bradford was 
printer to the colony of New York from 1698 to 1742, except for the period 
1787-1788 when John Peter Zenger had the printing contracts, and Bradford 
established the first newspaper in the city the New-York Gazette which ran 
from 1725 to 1744. His book A New Primmer was printed in New York in 
1698, and his War with the Devil appeared in 1705 and 1707. These books 
contained no entertainment but were "intended for the instruction of the 
younger sort." 

The New-York Evening Post brought out Divine Songs by Isaac Watts 
in 1747, at which time the paper was printed by Henry DeForeest, New 
York's first native born printer. James Parker, printer of The New-York 
Weekly Post Boy, 1743-1747, and other newspapers, and government printer, 
1752 and 1756-1759, also printed The New-England Primre Improved, in 
1750. In 1744 he printed the Daniel Horsmanden "Negro Conspiracy" entitled 
A Journal of the Proceedings in the Detection of the Conspiracy Formed by 
Some White People, in Conjunction with Negro and other Slaves, for Burning 
the City of New-York in America, and Murdering the Inhabitants. 

A departure from staid children's books took place in 1762 when Hugh 
Gaine brought out such titles as ZEsop's Fables, Be Merry and Wise, A Collec- 
tion of Pretty Poems, Food for the Mind; or a New Riddle Book, A Little Pretty 
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Pocket Book, A Pretty Book for Children and The Private Tutor. Before 1762 
Саше had printed Divine Songs, and The New-England Primer Improved, 
just like his predecessors, Between 1774 and 1785 he printed The History of 
Little Goody Two-Shoes, A Little Lottery Book for Children, The Mother's 
Gift, and The Wonderful Life and Surprising Adventures of the Renowned 
Hero, Robinson Crusoe. These little books were illustrated by woodcuts. Paul 
Leicester Ford, the edtior of Hugh Gaine’s Journals, believed that the seven 
1762 titles advertised in The Mercury (526) as “just published by Hugh 
Gaine” were all, without doubt, importations of Newbery’s editions of chil- 
dren’s books. 

Hugh Gaine, one time printer to the province of New York, was a prom- 
inent New York printer before and during the Revolutionary War. He arrived 
in New York in 1745 and worked for James Parker. In 1752 he established 
the New-York Mercury and also opened a bookshop with William Weyman, 
another printer. In 1770 his newspaper became the New-York Gazette and 
Weekly Mercury. At one time this newspaper came out in two editions, one 
in favor of the cause of the patriots and the other devoted to the loyalists. 
Gaine was pro-British during the war and when the Continental troops with- 
drew from New York, he went to Newark, N. J., where he published seven 
issues of his newspaper. Gaine finally returned to New York and edited his 
paper in favor of the royalists, but he was not fully trusted by either side. 

Garrat Noel, whose name appears as the New York publisher of John 
Gordon e Mathematical Tables, 1758, a duodecimo of thirty-four leaves, was 
a bookseller from 1758 to 1771. Frederick Shober and Samuel Loudon, who 
printed A Father's Legacy for Samuel Loudon in 1775, were printers at the 
corner of Maiden Lane and Nassau Street. Shober moved from Baltimore 
to New York about 1772 and went into business with Robert Hodge. Hodge 
and Shober did printing mostly for the booksellers, In 1775 Shober bought 
out Hodge and after a brief partnership with Loudon, he sold his share to 
Samuel Loudon who established The New-York Packet January 4, 1776. 
Loudon is supposed to have been born in Scotland in 1727. He was a resident 
of New York in 1758 and advertised, in Gaine’s New-York Mercury of October 
15, 1758, such things as brimstone, clover seed, dishes, saws, files, shovels, 
speaking trumpets, paper, nails, locks, coats, breeches, hats, powder, shot, etc. 
In 1757 he advertised himself as a ship chandler. At the end of 1771 he opened 
a bookstore and circulating library. Just before the British entered New York 
Loudon moved to Fishkill and printed his New-York Packet there for nearly 
seven years. He moved back to New York at the end of 1783, continued his 
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newspaper, reestablished his circulating library, and in 1786 opened a new 
bookstore and continued in other printing activities. It is not known to what 
extent he printed children's books beyond The New-England Primer, that 
he brought out in 1788. 

The previous statements account f most of the printers and publishers 
of children’s books before 1776 and include Samuel Loudon who published 
in the 1776 to 1799 period. During this latter period there was a substantial 
increase in the numbers of printers and publishers of children’s books, espe- 
cially after 1785. At least twenty-six names have been located and there may 
have been more. Many of them listed themselves in their advertising or in the 
directories as booksellers and stationers. Less than half were printers alone, 
and others were combination printers, booksellers, stationers, publishers and 
bookbinders. 

Hurtin & Commardinger, publishers of the New-York Weekly Chronicle 
in 1795, printed a Robinson Crusoe for E. Duyckinck & Co., in the same year, 
and Andrew Commardinger died in the yellow fever epidemic on October 
14th of that year. Evert Duyckinck was a respected publisher of standard 
literature in New York for approximately forty years, and father of Evert 
Augustus Duyckinck and George Long Duyckinck, both well known editors 
and biographers. Evert Duyckinck, who was also a bookseller and stationer, 
published before and after 1800 and some of his books for children were 
printed by W. E. Dean, C. W. Bunce and J. C. Totten. Atthe time of his death 
in 1833 he was the oldest bookseller in the city. Hurtin & Commardinger also 
printed a Robinson Crusoe in 1795 for Benjamin Gomez, bookseller, book- 
binder, stationer and “lottery office.” According to Charles С: Poore, Gomez 
was apparently the first Jewish bookseller in New York. He was born in 
America in 1769. In 1801 he gave up bookselling and opened a lottery office 
and dry goods store. Later on he was in turn a grocer and a tobacconist, mov- 
ing many times between 1805 and 1827. His death occurred August 14, 1828. 

The names of newspaper publishers and printers frequently appear upon 
the children's books of this period. John Patterson, bookseller and one of the 
publishers of the New-York Gazetteer, 1786, printed a New England primer 
in 1789. William Ross who printed The Town and Country Journal; or, the 
American Advertiser, 1783, printed A Token for Children for the bookseller 
Lewis Nicholes in 1786, John Buel, printer, bookseller and publisher of the 
Evening Mercury, 1798, also printed children’s books. 

The much written about James Rivington, Tory bookseller, printer, sta- 
tioner, tobacconist and publisher of Rivington’s New-York Gazetteer; or the 
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Connecticut, New-Jersey, Hudson's River, апд Quebec Weekly Advertiser, 
1773-1775, whose loyalist printing office was wrecked by the Sons of Liberty 
‚ on November 27, 1775 and who left for London in 1776, but returned in 1777 
to resume his newspaper until the British evacuated the city in 1783, pub- 
lished Tales of Passed Times by М other Goose in 1795, this being a translation 
from Perrault. 

New England primers and other books for children were printed by 
Thomas and James Swords, printers, publishers and booksellers who started 
in business in 1785. ‘This firm specialized in college, religious and state print- 
ing, although their output also included literary and poetical works. They 
were book printers and from 1794 on for several years they printed the New 
York Directory. New England primers were also printed in 1796 and 1797 
by John Harrison, printer and bookseller who also published the New York 
Weekly Museum. 

After 1800 and up to 1830 the number of new persons and firms involved 
to a slight or great extent in bringing out children’s books increased greatly 
as compared with the previous twenty-four year period. That sixty-eight 
names have been found for this period is not surprising, because the popula- 
tion of New York City increased from around 60,000 in 1800 to 242,000 in 
1830 and there was also a great increase in the numbers of persons connected 
with the graphic arts. As usual many printers of newspapers continued to 
bring out children’s books. Daniel Fanshaw, who with Henry Clayton, printed 
The Shamrock, established in 1810 by Edward Gillespy, also printed many 
of the children’s tracts issued by the American Tract Society, established in 
1825. At one time Mr. Fanshaw contributed 100 dollars to the Society's 
"House" thereby becoming a director for life. Fifty dollars was the minimum 
amount required for this honor. Fanshaw also printed tracts for the New 
York Religious Tract Society founded in 1812. George Bunce, who printed 
а New England primer in 1811, established with Noah Webster [George 
Bunce & Co.] on June 4, 1704, The Herald: a Gazette for the County. However 
on May 4, 1796 the partnership came to an end and the paper was published 
by others. 

William Borradaile who published on such interesting topics as the adven- 
tures of Don Quixote, and the lives of Robin Hood and Paul Jones, was prob- 
ably a general publisher of pamphlets. According to Sabin (No. 24863) he 
brought out The Florida Pirate, or, an account of a cruise in the Schooner 
Esparanza, with Sketch of the Life of Her Commander, New-York, 1823, 
18cm., 24 pages, with a colored portrait of Manuel the pirate. 
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William Charles, the caricaturist and engraver who came to New York 
about 1806, from England, was in business in New York from 1807 to about 
1815 at Charles's Repository of Arts, and published children's books with 
engraved illustrations and text. In 1815 he moved to Philadelphia. Benjamin 
С. Jansen who printed children’s books for W. B. Gilley established a weekly 
at Kingston, N. Y., on March 29, 1820 called the Cr n. 

Other printers and publishers of literature for children, including book- 
sellers, were David Longworth, publisher of New York City Directories 1797— 
1842, and of a magazine called The Times, 1818; Ming & Young, publisher of 
the Weekly Visitor, 1802-1805 and New-York Price-Current, 1804-1805; 

, Jacob S. Mott, printer of The Youth's Newspaper, 1797; Samuel Marks who 
established The Olio, a weekly, on January 27, 1818; James Oram, who estab- 
lished New-York Price-Current in 1796 which was sold to Ming & Young in 
1804; John C. Totten who established The New-York Spy, on November 18, 
1806; W. Turner, who printed L’Observateur Impartial et Messager de l'Union 
on February 6, 1808; and Jonathan Seymour who printed children's books for 
T. & J. Swords and also the Daily Advertiser, 1803, the Weekly Inspector, 
1806—1807, the American, 1819-1820, and the Patron of Industry, 1820-. 

Mention should be made of a few others including C. S. Francis who came 
to New York in 1826, at the age of twenty-one, and opened a bookstore at 
189 Broadway, later moving to 252 Broadway, beneath Peale's Museum. Fran- 
cis was a bookseller and publisher whose store, for many years, was the head- 
quarters for various men of letters. He died at the age of eighty-five. The 
Porcupine office at which The Comic Adventures of Old Mother Hubbard 
and Her Dog was printed in 1810, (which Dr. Clarence S. Brigham believes 
to be the first Old Mother Hubbard printed in America) may have been the 
old office at which Wm. Cobbett, the English political controversialist and 
master of invective, published his last and only number of Porcupine’s Gazette 
brought out in New York. Cobbett moved from Philadelphia in 1799 because 
ofthe yellow fever epidemic and after publishing nine issues at Bustleton, Pa., 
he came to New York and on January 13, 1800 the final and "farewell number" 
appeared. Cobbett was in America from 1792 to 1800 and again from 1817 
to 1819. The Old Mother Hubbard which is engraved throughout and which 
has a dedication signed ^W. C.,” appears to be one of William Charles’ pro- 
ductions. He was in business in New York at the time it was published and 
the Porcupine office may have done some of his printing. 

Orville A. Roorbach, publisher, bookseller and bibliographer whose print- 
ing was sometimes done by William E. Dean, was employed in 1817 by Evert 
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Duyckinck whose place was then at 68 Water Street. When Duyckinck retired 
in 1825 Roorbach purchased a lot of his stock. He was a pioneer in American 
bibliography and his ambition was to make a trade catalogue of all books in 
the American market. The first volume of his Bibliotheca Americana, which 
appeared in 1849 was a catalogue of American publications from 1820 to 1848. 
Roorbach died in 1861. 

Some of the booksellers, printers and publishers who issued children's 
books belonged to the New York Association of Booksellers, which consisted 
mostly of school book publishers. In 1802 this association advised the public 
that the members had banded together for the purpose of supplying the 
publie with correct American editions of elementary books that were in 
general use in the schools. This action was supposed to lessen the number of 
imported books that were advancing in price, thereby saving American 
purchasers thousands of dollars. There were ten firms in the association in- , 
cluding T. & J. Swords, James Oram, Stephen Stephens, Evert Duyckinck, 
Isaac Collins & Son, and T. B. Jansen & Co. 

During the entire period, 1698-1880, only three firms specialized in the 
production of children's books and these came into existence after 1800. Of 
the 100 printers and publishers considered in this account to 97 of them the 
printing of toy books and primers was apparently occasional and incidental 
to the printing of newspapers, books, and the other types of work turned out 
by a general printer. The three exceptions are Samuel Wood & Sons, Mahlon 
Day and Solomon King, all booksellers and publishers. Samuel Wood pub- 
lished The Young Child's A B C, or, First Book in 1806 and this was the first 
of many thousands that were printed later. By 1813 he advertised "50 kinds 
of little books," and in succeeding years the number was increased to more 
than 150. Mahlon Day began to print children's books about 1820 and con- 
tinued for about 15 years turning out more than 150 titles. Solomon King 
was in business from 1821 to 1832 and he advertised 400 kinds of toy books 
in 1832, many with colored illustrations. As extended accounts of these three 
men have been published recently by The New York Public Library there 
is no need for further details here. 

From what has been presented it is apparent that many persons and firms 
participated in the production of children's books in New York City before 
1880. If we except the activities of Wood, Day, and King it is evident that 
the titles were relatively few and the editions relatively small About half 
the titles were religious, moral tales, and primers and the other half were 
instructive and supposedly entertaining. With the advent of Wood, Day and 
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King after 1800 conditions changed. These men specialized in children's. 

books and while moral and instructive stories continued to be published 

. their numbers were increasingly diluted by many that were really enter- 
taining. 

Toy book production for children, in New York City, was, from Colonial 

` times to 1830, mainly in the hands of general printers, booksellers and news- 
paper publishers and such juvenile titles as they published were incidental 
to their other more important activities. Even Wood, Day and King had 
other publishing and selling activities in addition to their specialization in 
children’s books but they were pioneers in a hitherto neglected field in New 
York. Although the general printers and booksellers continued to bring out 
occasional titles, they were greatly overshadowed by the publishing activities 
of these three firms. In addition the American Tract Society should not be 

. forgotten. This Society from 1825 to 1828 had published 65 different chil- . 
dren's tracts to the extent of 239,000 copies although these were not all dis- 

‘tributed in New York. And from 1812 to 1825 the New York Religious Tract 
Society was in the field with seventy-five titles for children. Thus it is seen 
that in the beginning there were many participants in this field and although 
their single efforts were weak and scattered, their combined efforts were not 
so meager as has been supposed. And this eventually led to specialization 
when the growth of the city made it profitable. 

In the accompanying list of printers and publishers the arrangement of the 
names is alphabetical. The one or several titles beneath the names justify 
their inclusion as publishers or printers of children's books, and are not in- 
tended as complete lists of their productions for children.

According to the fourth report of this 
Society (1829) eighty-four titles were avall- 
able. The next year (1880) the number had 
increased to eighty-nine and by 1831 there 
were ninety-four.

American Book Auction Catalogues 
1713 — 1934 
Additions 


By Georce L. McKay 


ARLY in 1948 the American Antiquarian Society added to its fine collec- 

tion of auction catalogues a group of mid-nineteenth century Philadel- 
phia book auction broadsides. These 314 rather fragile items extend in'date 
from 1857 to 1878, and all but three are hitherto unrecorded. They are an 
important addition to the source material for the history of Philadelphia 
bookselling of the last century, particularly the selling of small libraries and 
consignments, The ownership of the property sold is usually not indicated: 
most owners were reluctant to permit their names to be used on auction 
catalogues in the nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, and many are 
still reluctant today. The auctioneers of the '60s and "/0s were always glad, 
however, to indicate that the books offered for sale were from a library or 
libraries. The bulk of the lots listed in these broadsides were not regarded 
as collectors' items, but rather as ordinary books to be added to "reading" 
libraries. Much of the material was probably sold at less than a dollar per lot. 
Unfortunately none of these catalogues is priced. 

Of the 314 broadsides, 297 were issued by the leading Philadelphia book 
auction house of that time, M. Thomas and Sons, 139 and 141 South Fourth 
Street. In the list of American Book Auction Catalogues, 1937, there are 
recorded some hundreds of Thomas catalogues ranging in date from 1823 
to 1906. These are mostly in pamphlet form, some quite voluminous. The 
addition of 297 'Thomas broadsides, within a period of twenty-two years, 
to the sum of known Thomas publications indicates that this house was a 
very active one and comparable to the contemporary house of Bangs in New 
York City. 

As early as 1828 Thomas had numbered lots consecutively in their pam- : 
phlet catalogues, although they did not follow this practice invariably there- 
‘ after. The lots were apparently not numbered in their broadside catalogues 
until January, 1868. Numbering the lots is of course a helpful practice, and 
in the following list the number of lots has been indicated for all catalogues 
in which lot-numbers are printed. 

The paper used for these broadsides is thin and easily torn; and a few of 
the examples are incomplete, portions having been torn away. The paper, 
however, is not as brittle as the ordinary newsprint used in subsequent years, 
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which users of newspaper files are accustomed to have crumble onto their 
clothes. The broadsides vary in size and shape, the largest measuring about 
27 by 20 inches — considerably larger than the average newspaper page of 
today. The key words in the titles of the Thomas broadsides are regularly 
printed in large fat characters like those seen on old railroad cars. 

The three broadsides in the Society's new acquisition which have already 
. been recorded are numbers 806, 1204A and 10169 in American Book Auction 
Catalogues. Entries for these catalogues are repeated in the following list. 

The house of Barritt & Co., represented here by one broadside issued in 
1862, is new to the compiler. The “List of American Book Auction Houses" 
in the 1937 work should be amended to record the above firm, and new 
addresses and dates of operation of other firms, as follows:

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German Publications on the United States 
1933 to 1945 


Compiled by Hans HAINEBACH 


This bibliography attempts to present as complete a list as possible of those 
books dealing with the United States which were published for the first time 
in Germany or German-occupied countries during the years of the Hitler 
regime. A large proportion of these books — they are mostly “forbidden. 
literature" in Germany, now — have recently been added to the shelves of : 
American libraries. About sixty percent of the roughly 725 items listed here 
were available, at the time of this writing (summer of 1948) in the Library 
of Congress. | 

These publications range from scholarly treatise all the way down to 
cheapest pulp literature. Most of them, especially those written after the 
beginning of the war, were not meant for distribution outside Germany. 
Strictly for home consumption were, above all, those official and semi-official 
political writings which presented "factual information" about America for 
use within Nazi party organizations as material for propaganda speeches and 
articles. Even before the war, when Jürgens listed his "Ergebnisse deutscher 
Forschung 1933-1938" in 1939, only about a dozen titles on the United 
States were included out of à much greater number of books about the 
subject. | | 

It will surprise no one to learn that the great majority of the items listed 
here reflect the ideology of the government then in power, taking a rather 
negative view of America as compared to Germany. Still, up to 1938, a 
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certain measure of objectivity — attempted or achieved — can be found ` ` 


in many German writings, while hostile attitudes towards the United States . 
are often confined to attacks on the anti-Nazi groups in America. After 1938, `. · 
anti-Americanism becomes much more outspoken, but is still restrained as 
long as there seems to be any hope for continued American neutrality; Ап. 
openly hostile attitude towards everything American is evident in most ` 
writings after 1941. Thus, the year of publication can give some indication 
of the degree of objectivity or aggressiveness to be expected in a specific item. 

One group of authors, however, has no part in the dissemination of Nazi 
views: these are the American and some other non-German writers whose 
books or dissertations on American problems and institutions were written ` 
for publication in Germany. 

From the name of the publishing house conclusions may often be drawn 
as to the book's importance in the eyes of the National Socialist party. Franz 
Eher Nachf. in Munich and Berlin was the official party publishing house. 
Semi-official publishers were, among others, Junker & Dünnhaupt in Berlin, ' 
the Essener Verlagsanstalt in Essen, and the Hanseatische Verlagsanstalt in 
Hamburg; the Franz Müller Verlag in Dresden must likewise have had a 
' high party rating since some of the most viciously anti-American books were 
published there during the war. 

Some of the books reached millions of readers; thus, by 1948, one million 
and fifty thousand copies had been printed of one of the more negative de- 
scriptions of the United States, Eduard Ahlswede's In Gottes eigenem Land 
(item no. 2); “best-sellers” such as this one can well be considered required 
reading for party members, soldiers, students, and civil servants. On the 
other hand, more serious books had, more often than not, only a slight 
effect on the reading public. Dissertations, for example, unless accepted as 
books by a commercial publishing house, were printed in very small editions; 
during the war, most dissertations were limited to a few typewritten copies. 

Of textbooks for elementary and high schools, not more than a sampling 
of the ones used in teaching English is presented at the end of the list; the 
numbers of these items are preceded by E. Yet, a special study of German 
history, geography and biology textbooks and their presentation of America 
would be a worthwhile enterprise. Another special study might well be 
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carried oùt on the translations of American books that were published in 
Germany during the years 1983 to 1945. By careful choice — by omission, 
` more often — the picture of America “as seen by the Americans” is here 
` „presented to the German reader. The official German guide (item no. 441) 
` advising public libraries what American authors to withhold from the public 
and what exceptions to allow is quite a document for the student of applied 
thought-control. 
The impact of ideological “guidance” upon the reader’s mind cannot be 
measured solely on the basis of such a list of the books which were handed 
to the public, But even without any specific study of the individual items 
listed in this bibliography it is clear that the German government attempted 
to influence and change the attitude of the German reader towards America; 
with him literature about the United States had always been very popular, 
and despite numerous critical and even hostile writings about America, there 
were a great many Germans who continued to believe — much to the dislike 
of their “superiors” — the statement made by Goethe about a century and a 
quarter ago: “Amerika du hast es besser. . ."

The association with McCombs leading all too soon to the writing of this 
note began one September afternoon in 1912 on Lancaster Street, Albany, 
where some newly arrived students at the Library School were seeking places 
to live. Lancaster Street, near enough to the Library to be convenient and 
dreary enough to be inexpensive, was the usual starting place of budding 
librarians. McCombs was instantly noticeable in the group because of his 
apparent frailness, his expressive, intelligent eyes and his obviously losing 
struggle with a young man’s first moustache. The moustache subsequently 
met the usual merciful end. The frailness was more apparent than real as I 
learned years later when we walked twenty miles over New Jersey hills on 
a hot summer day. For years he made annual ascents of the highest Catskills 
and once clambered to the summit of Helvellyn. 

Of the intelligence there was never any doubt, and it soon became evident 
in classes, Also his previous education and experience had given him a long 
start. Employment in a book shop had developed his memory for biblio- 
graphical details and a familiarity with publishers and standard editions. 
While studying at Ohio State University he had been employed in the Acces- 
sions Department of the Library until his graduation in 1909 and for some 
months in 1910. His next two years were spent in the Reading Room at the 
Library of Congress where he extended his knowledge of library practice and 
bibliography. Having performed the unusual feat of learning to speak French 
in college he made use of his Washington residence to pursue graduate 
studies in French at Johns Hopkins. His instinctive liking for exact and 
polished performance of any kind, so clearly indicated by his handwriting, 
led him inevitably to French literature which remained one of his favorite 
interests for the rest of his life. In subsequent years his intimate knowledge 
of French bibliography was something to astonish even those who knew 
him well. 

With all this equipment he passed easily through the Library School and 
in 1913 came to the Main Reading Room where he remained until 1948, as 
Superintendent from 1921. His principal interest there was the development 
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and continuous revision of the open shelf collection to which be brought his 
wide and ever expanding bibliographical learning. At the same time he was 
acquiring а remarkable familiarity with the general collections from which 
the open shelf volumes were selected, not only those usually called for in the 
Reading Room, but in all the special divisions. This, together with the 
general administration of the Reading Room, bibliographical contributions 
to the Bulletin, supervision of the photostatic service for some years and 
preparation of exhibitions would seem enough to fill one man’s time, but 
he managed a number of other activities as well. 

From 1919 to 1933 he lectured at the Columbia University Library School 
every summer. In 1926 he was invited to deliver a series of lectures at the 
American Library School in Paris, an opportunity doubly welcome in com- 
bining professional recognition with some months' residence in one of the 
two foreign lands which were the source of his greatest intellectual interest. 
The lectures, in French, were prepared with all his accustomed pains, not 
omitting last minute revision in Paris to eliminate possible errors in technical 
terminology. In this and other visits he supplemented his bibliographical 
knowledge by a familiarity with the city itself. Both were always a source 
of pleasure to him and both were put to good use later in editing for the 
Grolier Club the Letter Book of Mary I. Stead Pinckney. I saw something 
of his preparatory research on this, during which he produced from some- 
where in the Library maps of streets and areas long since submerged in 
modern Paris, floor plans of the houses and records of even the most obscure 
persons referred to. 

The other foreign land of course was England, whence stemmed all that 
he valued most in his literary and religious heritage. And since this note is 
. not intended to be a biographical record, but rather an attempt to glimpse 
the character of a man who always preserved a proper reticence about him- 
self, his interest in things English might as well be mentioned here. 

On his first visit to England in 1924 we traveled together as far as South- 
ampton where he was to take the boat train:to London and I another from 
the Southampton station. Half an hour after we landed his train passed only 
a few feet from where I stood on the station platform and I shall not forget 
McCombs at a window, lost in eager observation of the misty green country- 
side just becoming visible, a reverie I was careful not to interrupt. Later that 
summer we sat for a whole afternoon by the river in Trinity College, Cam- 
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bridge, a "golden afternoon" by a river even lovelier than the one Lewis 
Carroll was thinking of, and it was a pleasure to see him steeping himself 
in the finished beauty of that scene. One may easily imagine that the "quiet 
life" led by Thomas Gray not far from where we were sitting, so charmingly 
described by Lord David Cecil, would have suited McCombs exactly. He 
` returned to England more than once, making friends at the British Museum, 
being entertained at the Athenaeum, but always revelling especially in Lon- 
don of the eighteenth century and the Regency. The same graceful aspects 
of this era which had affected him in France were, I believe, an even greater 
attraction to him in England. The great churches of an earlier time, though 
they too appealed to him, never had the same place in his affection as the 
scenes associated with his favorite authors. 

His outside activities in recent years included a survey of Canadian libraries 
for the Carnegie Corporation which caused him to traverse that country 
from east to west. In 1943 he was asked by the American Library Association 
to organize and supervise the preparation of a list of American books pub- 
lished during the war years, a task involving months of hard work and con- 
ferences with many other associations and specialists regarding the merits 
of the volumes to be chosen. | 

In 1944, he left the Main Reading Room to become Chief Bibliographer, 
a post which allowed him more time to apply his mature judgment to the 
problems of general administration, about which he was continually con- 
sulted. He kept, as well, the responsibility of coordinating current purchasing 
policy and of planning the Library's exhibitions. Checking catalogues of new 
and old books with a view to strengthening not only the collections which he 
had made his specialties, but with general book selection in mind, became 
one of his two major interests, and generations of readers who will not know 
his name will be indebted to him. | 

The other interest of which I have just spoken has been reserved to the 
last because I think it was the one in which he took the greatest pleasure of 
all and the one which gives the clue to his character. While he was in the 
Main Reading Room he was charged with the preparation of public ex- 
hibitions, a task requiring knowledge, taste and judgment of a high order. 
Sometimes these exhibitions included borrowed items, but generally they 
were made up of books, manuscripts and other objects in the possession of 
the Library, and they were inspired by a variety of causes, frequently anni- 
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versaries. The list of subjects as it appears in the index to the Bulletin is long 
and surprisingly varied. Every one was a challenge. Each item included 
had to be the best for that particular purpose. Also, and here I think is the 
heart of the matter, each was likely to be notable for beauty of typography 
or binding, for rarity, or for its exact suitability to the occasion. The whole 
was the composition of an artist giving play to the refined taste with which ` 
he was naturally endowed and which, perhaps unconsciously, he always 
cultivated. This fastidiousness was evident in his reading, his love of music, 
particularly church music and ritual, in his diversions and even in his dress, 
but it was expressed most clearly and most enjoyably in the way he used 
the rich collections of the Library. 

Of all this no hint of course ever escaped him. Probably it never occurred 
to him, for there was no intellectual snobbery in the man. The taste and 
opinions of others he treated invariably with respect and kindliness, while 
on his own he placed a modest value. But though he disliked argument, par- 
ticularly in public, he never avoided it and could assert himself with the 
utmost obstinacy when it became necessary. 

And he could do more. When at an early age and with almost no warning 
he knew himself dying he could command the most impressive reserves of self 
possession and courage, and after carefully and considerately attending to 
his responsibilities he could take his leave of his friends with all the grace, 
restraint and punctiliousnes so characteristic. of that polished era he had 
always admired.

The year 1816 in New England was long a favorite subject for old wives’ 
tales. It is a fact that there were snow and ice somewhere in New England 
each month of that year, and the early months of 1817 also brought some 

- intensely cold weather. The corn crop failed almost entirely, other crops 
were about half of normal, and a great deal of livestock froze, starved, or 
was butchered for want of fodder. This, coinciding with the hard times that 
came after the Second War with Great Britain started a fresh wave of migra- 
tion from New England and northern New York to Ohio and Indiana. Some 
of the more remote and inhospitable New England hill towns were abandoned 
as a result. | 

As will be seen from the present list scattered references to the weather of 
1816 and the migrations of 1817 are very numerous. But oddly enough they 
had never been assembled in convenient form until I undertook a study for 
the purpose of writing a magazine article. | 

The help of Sylvester Vigilante and Gerald McDonald and the resources 
of the Library made the project possible in the first place. It also owes & 
great deal to Clifford K. Shipton of the American Antiquarian Society, Miss 
Gertrude Hassler of the Western Reserve Historical Society, and Charles P.

ATE LAST YEAR, I had the amusing assignment of arranging for pub- 
| res a group of letters from and to H. M. Lydenberg, former Director 
of The New York Public Library, relating to the typographical ^widow," the 
last line of a paragraph at the top of a column or page, which is customarily 
anathema to printers, Published in the Library's January, 1948, Bulletin, the 
series was reprinted as a pamphlet and given general circulation by the 
Typophiles. 
. . Everybody seemed to have a good time with the performance, although 

afew expressed surprise at evidences of levity in an habitually sober periodical 
publication. The introduction to the letters closed with an appeal for further 
information about the infamous lady. Not long thereafter, there began to 
arrive at the Library some spirited communications — including a few from 
those who, after having been garrotted by the footnotes, were invited to 
respond — which are well worth preserving. Some may feel with Edward 
Everett Hale's Mr. Ingham that "there has been so much said, and, on the 
whole so well said..." but such is not the case. Here are more authorities, 
both today's and-yesterday’s. 

As usually happens, the original question posed by Mr. Lydenberg early 
got lost in the shuffle. He wanted to know the origin of widow as a term of 
typographic execration, not of the prejudice against the broken typographical 
line. (The really surprising information elicited was that what Н. М. Г. & Co. 
assumed to be а term common in print-shop jargon does not appear to be 
much known in this country — and has no currency at all abroad.) 

Happily, few correspondents stopped with answering the original question. 
Аз a result, both the first series of letters and this supplement provide a very 
respectable footnote to typographical history and practice about the ^widow" 
— or break-line, to accept (in capitulation) a more commonly known name. 

We still know nothing about the origin of the term; her whence is still a 
mystery. However, Mr. Jacob Blanck here makes an eloquent plea for re- 
storing her to philological and genealogical recognizability, and Miss Ruth A. 
Gallaher offers a terse defence for the plausible paternity of Analogy, 
though by a sire other than any suggested in the first series. Still, in the end, 
one must admit defeat in the quest and join Mr. David Pottinger in laying 
the whole matter right back at Mr. Lydenberg’s feet. 
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Of course, there must be other and equally picturesque foreign words, as 
Hurenkind which Mr. Herbert Reichner and several other correspondents 
have recalled as being the German equivalent of our English derogation. But 
that term will probably always remain German; the average American doesn't 
care to tackle the German hu in public and besides, any translation would 
be a phrase and not a word. No, the typographical “widow” must stand — 
alone and unloved by all who know her, even more damned by being un- 
known. 

Since the original form of presentation, i.e., the oblique footnotes, is ef- 
fective but once and that once in short flight only, it is not again attempted 
here.

I. REPUTATION SMIRCHED 


When one has led a life of acknowledged rectitude, adhering strictly to all 
the moral conventions of society, it surely comes as a shock to find one's self 
embroiled in a wrangle over a widow. And the disclosure being sponsored by 
The New York Public Library makes the affair still more embarrassing. Like 
all rumors of this nature, there are bound to be distortions, with innocent 
individuals suffering disparaging conclusions. Had this been an ordinary 
widow, the case would never have been worthy of record. But she is not any 
ordinary widow. For years she has been in the headlines, criticized by some 
and approved by others. Her "form" has probably invoked more discussion 
than Helen of Troy. 

Little is known of her origin, but it is admitted that now she is well along 
in years. It was in 1936 that H. M. Lydenberg, then Director of the Library, 
started an investigation into the origin and identity of the typographical 
widow. Unable to find much from a book search, he turned to the typog- 
raphers, having many friends among the knighted gentry of the "art pre- 
servative.” This quest included correspondence with the renowned Updike of 
The Merrymount Press, Rollins of Yale University Press, Pottinger of Harvard 
University Press, Kittredge of The Lakeside Press, Robert Grabhorn, John 
Clyde Oswald, Bruce Rogers. Naturally we were not listed in the first string 
of celebrities, but came in at the side door, by invitation of Mr. Pottinger.

To clear our record for unblemished rectitude, both moral and typograph-

Il. TRADITIONALLY DISAPPROVED

With regard to the typographical “widow,” one of the matters inquired 
about was the approval or disapproval by printers of other nationalities of the 
short line of this character. In my reading of the letters I find no mention of 
the fact that this short line has been disapproved of for over a quarter of a 
millennium. It would seem that the experts either disregarded this point in 
their answers or considered it of no significance, as material is readily avail- 
able, even in the sources which they consulted. I offer the following: 

Joseph Moxon, in his Mechanick Exercises; or, The Doctrine of Handy- 
Works Applied to the Art of Printing (London, 1683), p. 226, says: “Nor do 
good Compositors account it good Workmanship to begin a Page with a Break- 
line, unless it be a very short Break, and cannot be gotten in in the fore-going 
Page; but if it be a long Break, he will let it be the Direction-line of the fore- 
going Page and Set his Direction at the end of it.” 

John Johnson, in his Typographia, or the Printer's Instructor (London, 
1824), vol. 2, p. 136, states: "The last line of a paragraph should not on any 
account begin a page, neither should the first line of a paragraph come at the 
bottom of a page, if the work has white lines between the breaks." 

T. C. Hansard, in his Typographia; an Historical Sketch of the Origin and 
Progress of the Art of Printing (London, 1825), p. 499, makes the same 
pronouncement (same text) as Johnson. 

J. L. Ringwalt, in his American Encyclopedia of Printing (Philadelphia, 
1871), p. 342, declares: “The final line of a paragraph should never stand at 
the top of a page.” | 

Thomas MacKellar, in The American Printer: a Manual of Typography 
(Philadelphia, 1878), p. 188, repeats Johnson and has in the index: "Break- 
lines, should never begin a page."t

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This of course does not give any information as to the origin of the name 
widow, but it does indicate that the thing itself has been known a long time 
and disapproved in England as well as here. In fact the later writers evidently 
went so'far as to ban even a full line, to say nothing of the short line. How- 
ever the rather numerous references without the use of widow would seem 
to strengthen the supposition that the name is a late nineteenth-century

BIBLIOGRAPHY OF AMERICAN LITERATURE

It seems to me (and this may be taken as both a reproach and a criticism) 
that you gentlemen at The New York Public Library spend far too much 
time with genteel books. If, occasionally, you were to associate with the 
Bryant Park browsers, you'd hear something more vital than the precise 
English of your marbled halls; you'd hear America speaking in the rich 
American tongue which is not at all (as any good Britisher will agree) the. 
same as English. It is this regrettable narrowness of mind on your part which 
has led you to accept the word widow much too literally. 

If your ear had been trained to good American (rather than English) you 
would have realized that (a) by now the word is widda (in Brooklyn), 
widder (in New England), and has passed through other changes until each 
section of the United States has given the word a peculiar local pronunciation. 
And you would have realized (b) that since the word widow (used typo- 
graphically) is slang, it most probably is a corruption of some other word. 
All this, and more, you might have learned if you had eaten your lunches 
in Bryant Park instead of in the Library’s cafeteria. 

But all this as it may be. Acting on the theory that the word widow was a 
corruption of some other word, I went to one of my favorite books, Vocabu- 
lum; Or, The Rogue's Lexicon. Compiled From The Most Authentic Sources, 
by George W. Matsell * (New York, 1859). The work did not contain widow 
but it did list and define another word, whids, which, translated from the 
slang, means: words. 


* Matsell was the Matsell of George W. Matsell & Company, publishers of The National Police 
Gazette. This by way of presenting his credentials, 
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After such a hot clue, it was inevitable that I should turn to John Camden 
Hotten's The Slang Dictionary. My copy, marked Thirteenth Thousand, is 
dated London, 1865, but the preface is dated 1859 which gives you some fair 
indication of the time of first publication. And in this work I found: 

WHID, a word — Old Gipsy Cant. 

And, very significantly, I found also: 
WHID, a fib, a falsehood, a word too much. — Modern Slang from the 
Ancient Cant. 
Please note that definition again and be impressed by “a word too much.” 
Does that suggest anything? It does to me. 

I have no copy of Grose’s excellent work on slang but I’m sure that, with- 
out difficulty, you might persuade one of the stack attendants to produce a 
copy. (Fill out a call-slip in Room 815.) Grose might well have something 
to say about the word.* 

As for the h in whid — let’s forget it as, more often than not, it is forgotten 
in speech. 

My suggestion, then: that widow is simply a corruption of whid (pro- 
nounced wid) which (pronounced hwich) according to Hotten means: а 
word too much; and that the word was introduced into the print shop by 
some tramp printer. 

And by the way, when did printers ever sit down for a quiet game of whist 
or bridge? Poker, seven-up, black-jack, and similar fast games, perhaps; and 
in these latter days quite possibly gin-rummy. But bridge? Go tol

Thank you for letting me see Mr. Blanck’s letter about the “widow.” He 
may be right. Bryant Park may be more vital than the Library. Evidently 
the Park or some other spot free from the contamination of books has led 
him to assume that “whid” has an illegitimate origin. 

Chwid, Quhid and Whid are ancient terms and signify, variously, the 
“word” and “fib” he mentions or — and this seems closest to Mr. Blanck's 
hopeful etymology — “a quick turn.” These and other forms and definitions

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may be found in the Century and in the standard Celtic, Gaelic or Scottish 
dictionaries, without recourse to Bryant Park. 

A little further search among the Scottish Ws would have brought him to 
Widdie, meaning gallows. If you remember the form of the ancient gallows, 
а sort of inverted L, you will see the resemblance between it and our typo- 
. graphical girl-friend. 

So why, instead of Mr. Blanck’s tramp printer, speaking with a Gipsy’s 
tongue, can’t we have a sober Scotsman whose pride in his craft made him 
“cheat the widdie” or “escape the gallows,” on the printed page?

I was amused and enlightened to read in your January issue the whole 
correspondence between Mr. Lydenberg and certain printers regarding the 
typographical “widow.” Although she has ceased to be an obsession with me 
during the intervening years,* I now have some further data about her. Not 
that I have traced her name itself any farther; but then, you know, a rose is a 
rose is a rose and would smell as sweet, and so on. What I offer for your con- 
sideration, sir, is not a mere appellation but something on the age, the repute, 
the general character, as it were, of this unattached member of the typo- 
graphical community. Mr. Lydenberg may assert that this isn't what he 
wanted at all, but any such statement would lay him open to the charge of 
chasing allusion rather than substance. And I rather think that by now he 
has few illusions about allusions of any sort. 

This "merry" creature first bobs up in what we may call "the literature" in 
the gay little French town of St. Omer where, just two and a quarter centuries 
ago, one Martin Dominique Fertel kept a printing office and book shop at 
the Image of St. Bertin in the rue des Espeérs. Impelled by an early form 
of the missionary spirit, he wanted to do good to his fellow-printers. He 
therefore wrote a book, La Science Pratique de l'Imprimerie, which he pub- 
lished in 1723. It happens to be the second in a long list of printers' manuals

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that extends from Moxon's Mechanick Exercises (1683) down to DeVinne's 
Practice of Typography (4 vols., 1899-1904) and the RE e Ge- 
staltung of Jan Tschichold (1935). 

On page 51, M. Fertel thus describes the object of our search: "Lorsqu'une 
Ligne courte arrive au commencement d'une page, il la faut placer au bas de 
la précédente; car il vaut mieux qu'une page soit d'une ligne plus longue, 
que de voir un bout de ligne au commencement d'une autre; & si à la page, 
à laquelle on reporte cette Ligne courte, il falloit une Signature, ou une 
Reclame, on pourroit mettre l'une & l'autre dans ladite Ligne courte, pourvü 
qu'il y eüt une distance raisonable de l'un à l'autre; cependant s'il ne s'en 
falloit que d'un demi-cadrat, ou d'un cadrat, que la Ligne courte ne fit 
pleine, on la pourroit placer au commencement d'une page. En parlant des 
Lignes courtes au commencement d'une page, il est bon de dire qu'une demi- 
ligne peut se souffrir dans des ouvrages en deux colomnes, soit à la premiere _ 
colomne, soit à la seconde.” . 

Some seventy-five years later, in 1799, the Paris printer, Bertrand Quinquet, 
published his Traité de l'Imprimerie because, as he says, Fertel’s volume had 
become rare and other books on the subject (such as Fournier's) were incom- 
plete. He says: "Il est bon d’observer ici, que s'il arrivait que la premiére ligne 
d'une page ne fût pas pleine, il faudrait la placer au bas de la page précédente, 
dont on supprimerait la ligne de pied." 

The phrase “ligne de pied" is explained in the Traité Élémentaire de [Im- 
primerie written in 1793 by Antoine Francois Momoro whom Mr. Updike 
describes as “the notorious revolutionary printer." “Tl y a des lignes de pieds 
et des lignes de téte: celles de pieds sont celles qui se mettent au bas des 
pages, y compris celles où sont les signatures et les réclames.”* Momoro has 
nothing to say about the ligne courte — for which omission his decapitation 
in 1794 is none too severe a punishment. 

Judging from the words of Fertel and Quinquet, one would think that 
French printers were determined to ostracize the undesirable lady or at least 
to conceal her existence by one means or other. Evidently they did not suc- 
ceed in covering up the disgrace. Philip Luckombe, whose History and Art 
of Printing (London, 1770 and 1771) was, according to Lawrence Wroth 
(The Dolphin, Vol. 2, p. 163), “the most widely known” of the English print- 
ers’ manuals, loudly proclaims the superiority of the English in maintaining

- "family virtue on this point. He says: “Though it is very common with the 
French to begin a page with a Break-line whose major part consists of matter, 
it does not suit our English eye; for in such case we make a page either a line 
longer, or shorter, rather than see a piece of a line at the Head of a page. But 
at the same time that we regard this, we take care to hide the casualty in one 
page, by making the reverse side of the same length; for the true length of a 
page does not consist in its being filled up with Sticks and Quadrats to the 
mark of the Gage; but rather in making the last lines of two retrogate pages to 
fall on the Back of each other; hence a page cannot be said to be of a right 
length, that has a Break-line at the bottom, with a Catch-word, or Direction, 
and sometimes even with a Signature in it." 

Now Luckombe ought to have known better than to make such a claim 
for the English because he was, at least indirectly, indebted to Fertel. But 
then, the British, you know, have always been rather suspicious of French 
ways with widows. 

_ So much for the eighteenth century. Nineteenth-century views on the 
subject can be set forth more briefly by two quotations, again one from the 
beginning and one from the end of the period. John Johnson says in his Typo- 
graphia (1824): "The last line of a paragraph should not on any account 
begin a page." And T. L. DeVinne remarks (1904): “A page of text is trim, 

"square, and symmetrical when its first and last lines are of full width. The 

short line that ends a paragraph is tolerated at the foot of a page, but it is 

a blemish when it appears on the first text line of a new page." 

As for twentieth-century printers, I don't think they give a hoot whether 
there's a widow in a book's future or not. But that, sir, you may agree with 
me, is a matter that would lead us into a socio-economic discussion that could 
not properly be carried on in your pages.

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The Boston Book Trade, 1800-1825 


By Rorro G. Sven 


A great weakness in the literature of American bibliography has been the 
lack of sufficient organized information about nineteenth-century printers and 
publishers. Without readily available check lists of addresses, it remains 
exceedingly difficult to date or even ascertain the place of publication of many 
nineteenth-century books. A recent contribution to this subject, McKay's 
Register! did more than merely provide an excellent bibliographical tool. 
It helped to emphasize the value of the multitudinous array of facts now dor- 
mant in the directories of the period. This work of McKay on the New York 
book trade and the work of the Browns on the Philadelphia book trade? have 
prompted the preparation of a similar paper on a third literary center: the 
following directory of the Boston book trade, 1800—1825. 

This directory has been compiled from information found in the directories 
of the town, later the city of Boston, supplemented by a search of two news- 
paper files of the same period, 1800-1825. Vital statistics have been obtained 
from official records in City Hall, Boston. As a study of American bookbinders 
is being prepared by Miss Hannah D. French, these are omitted, and all 
relevant data have been deposited in her collection. 

The compiler wishes to acknowledge the help and encouragement of Dr. 
Clarence S. Brigham and Dr. Lawrence C. Wroth. If either finds the directory 
useful, the work will have served a major purpose. 


* * * 

The first quarter of the nineteenth century was the formative period of the 
Boston book trade. The crude, pioneer years when the printer was handi-

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capped by scarcity of materials, ignorant help, and an impoverished public 
were slowly passing. The population of twenty-five thousand in 1800 had 
doubled itself by 1825. The War of 1812 developed Boston as a trading port 
and modern manufacturing center using steam and machine tools. This period 
brought transition between printing as a clumsy craft and the manufacturing 
process of the future; the hand press remained on the scene but the power 
press was due to arrive. With the rapid growth of population, industry, and 
education in the thriving seaport town, a demand arose for books. To stay 
in business and make a profit in the new competitive economy, the members 
of the book trade began to organize themselves into protective associations. 
When the quarter century was over, this trade produced Tamerlane in 1827, 
Fanshawe in 1828, Moll Pitcher in 1832, Outre-Mer in 1833, Nature in 1836, 
and also in the same year, Poems by O. W. Holmes. And the Golden Era was 
still ahead! 

A picture of the conditions and principles under which the Boston book 
trade grew from 1800 to 1825 can only result from detailed studies, few of 
which have thus far been prepared. It is therefore possible only to sketch 
some aspects of what is a colorful and engaging era in publishing. As an 
introduction, the following notes are presented. 


On Becoming Apprentice Printer 


Indenture commonly began at the age of fourteen or fifteen, when school 
ceased for the youth, and it terminated when he was twenty-one. The follow- 
ing chart reveals, however, the terms served were variable:

In the first stage of his initiation into the art and mystery of printing, the 
apprentice found himself a lad of all work. He swept the floor, kindled the 
fires, picked up scattered type, distributed pi, and tread the pelts.!? Well- 
trodden sheeps’ pelts stuffed with wool were used as ink balls and as late as 
1859 Buckingham had not forgotten this unpleasant phase of his appren- 
ticeship: 

...one of the most disagreeable operations incident to the business 
of printing, was the mode of inking the form on the press, and the 
composition of the implements by which that operation was effected. 

. Very few of the present generation of printers have been enlight- 

' ened in regard to this matter, by disposed and offensive experience. 
In some history of the Art of Printing they may have seen pictures 
of the balls; but the pictures of the implements when made and pre- 
pared for use, communicates (sic) but an imperfect idea of the 
ingredients of which they are manufactured or the laborious process 
of preparation for use.!* 


When the novice had become acclimatized to the atmosphere of a printing 
office and a new apprentice arrived to take over his work, he possessed enough 
experience to assume a more specialized job at the case or at the press. Such 
a promotion also permitted him to earn more money. For example, Uriel 
Crocker began his apprenticeship on Sept. 16, 1811. When Osmyn Brewster 
arrived as a new apprentice two months later, Crocker had already learned 
to set type and he then became a full-time compositor, Brewster becoming 
printer’s devil. During the first four years of his apprenticeship, Crocker

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received his board (which cost Armstrong $2.50 per week) and $30.00 a 
year for clothing. In addition, he received twenty-five cents a thousand for 
all above four thousand types set in a day. His daily rate ranged between 
six and seven thousand, with the result that he earned $180.02 for extra type- 
setting during the first four years of his apprenticeship. It is interesting to 
note that of the $300.02 (including $120.00 for clothing), $95.15 remained 
uncollected, probably because of Armstrong’s financial difficulties.!5 

As the apprentice grew older, he acquired the skill of a journeyman but 
he was restricted to the terms of his apprenticeship until the time he was 
free. In 1817, while still an apprentice, Crocker became foreman of Arm- 
strong's shop, supervising twenty compositors and pressmen as well as seven 
apprentices, four of whom were older than Crocker himself For managing 
this seven-press printing office, Armstrong allowed the apprentice two dollars 
a week.!? However, when Crocker's term expired and he was free, Armstrong 
made him a partner. Although this may be considered an unusual example 
of a successful apprentice, it does serve to illustrate the economic advantages 
accruing to the master of well-trained apprentices. 


On a Journeyman's Work and Wages 


In 1800, Joseph T. Buckingham became a journeyman in the shop of 
Thomas & Andrews, one of the largest printing establishments in the United 
States. According to Buckingham, “Five presses were kept continually in 
operation, which employed ten persons, and there were several apprentices 
and journeymen, who worked at case and press, as circumstances might 
demand." 17 ; 

During the first year, Buckingham received six dollars per week. There- 
. after, his pay was raised to seven dollars.!? As one remembers that the new 
Philadelphia wage scale of 1802 called for a minimum of eight dollars per 
week;!? it can be assumed that Buckingham’s salary is representative. When, 
in 1816, he became an overseer in the office of West & Richardson, he was 
"nothing more than a journeyman, except in responsibility, and with a com- 
pensation that never exceeded twelve dollars a week, and often fell below 
` ten," 20

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There is little information relating to presswork. Although eight tokens’ 
per day may be considered average,*! Hosea Sprague “would work off his 
twelve tokens a day at press with perfect ease.” 22 

The hours of labor were, of course. long and strenuous. Work began at 
six o'clock, with one hour (seven to eight) for breakfast and another for din- 
ner. During the summer, work continued until dark, and after September 
20th, the men returned after tea and worked until eight by candlelight. 

Lest all these facts and figures cause the reader to think that a journeyman’s 
work was merely the exercise of a fairly automatic skill, it is appropriate to 
emphasize the intellectual aspects of the trade: 


Many persons, who condescend to illumine the dark world with 
the sparklings of their igen through the columns of a newspaper, 
and others who publish sermons and tracts, religious, moral and 
political, little think of the labor of the printer, who ( pene’ nearly 
suffocated with the smoke of a lamp, and with an aching head, and 
eyes inflamed and enfeebled from intense application, ) sits up till 
midnight, or till day-light, to correct his false grammar, bad orthog- 
raphy, and worse punctuation. I have seen the arguments of lawyers, 
who stood in high repute as scholars, sent to the printer in their own 
hand-writing, — chirography which would defy the sagacity of the 
most inveterate investigator of ancient hieroglyphics, — aboundin 
with technical and foreign terms abbreviated, words misspelled, an 
few (or no) points, and those few entirely misplaced. I have seen 
sermons of eminent scholars and ‘divines’ sent to the press without 
points or GER to designate the division of sentences, — sermons 
which, if published with the imperfections of the manuscript, would 
be a disgrace to any apprentice if he were the author. Some writers 
use no points whatever; some use a comma for all occasions; some 
prefer the dash, and use it in place of all other points... Suppose 
these productions had been printed as they were written. The dis- 
grace would have fallen upon the printer.?* 


On Some Incidents Relating to Printing Practice 


Until Elihu White of New York opened a branch in Charlestown in 1817, 
there was no type foundry in or near Boston.* Co-operation between print- 
ing offices was, therefore, a necessity, particularly when scientific and tech- 
nical books were being set. When, in 1801, Samuel Webber’s Mathematics

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was in press at the office of Thomas & Andrews, "there was scarcely a fount 
` of letter in Boston, Worcester, Charlestown and Cambridge, that was not 
laid under contribution."39 During this period, scarcity of supplies forced 
some Boston printers to turn to the old world. In 1804, according to Homer, 
James Cutler went to England “for the sole purpose of purchasing printing 
materials for his office.” ?7 

One year after Timothy Bedlington and Charles Ewer purchased the Bos- 
ton Type Foundry, they issued their first type specimen book. The price list, 
dated June 1, 1820, can be compared with one issued in New York in 1818 
and one issued in Philadelphia in 1819. The lists present such prices:

The market, evidently, had become stabilized! 

Some members of the Boston book trade were also quick to recognize the 
usefulness of stereotyping. In 1820 or 1821, Crocker & Brewster planned the 
publication of Thomas Scott’s Family Bible in six volumes. Crocker suggested. 
stereotyping the edition, but when this project was submitted to Cummings 
& Hilliard, Manning & Loring, and Lincoln & Edmands, the three firms re- 
jected the proposal. Armstrong, however, supported Crocker and they 
arranged to have T. H. Carter do the stereotyping of the first volume. It was 
so successful that the rest of the set was also stereotyped within a year and a 
half at a cost of twenty thousand dollars. Crocker & Brewster sold more than 
twenty thousand sets, each of which cost about six dollars to produce, went 
to the trade at twelve dollars, and sold at a retail price of twenty-four dollars.

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This was the firm's most successful book, and when Crocker & Brewster 
went out of business in 1876, the plates were sold to Н. О. Houghton.?! 

One of the most tantalizing references in the directories of the period, 
appears in the 1823 directory: Treadwell Daniel power press. Hoe states 
that Treadwell made a steam press іп 1822.?? Moore, however, states that 
Treadwell's first power press (using a "stalwart, living horse") was not put 
into operation until 1827.38 This seems to be more probable since the investi- 
gations of Green have disclosed that Treadwell's patent for the power press 
is dated March 2, 1826.34 Unfortunately, the records concerning this patent 
have been destroyed.®° What, then, is the significance of the reference in the 
1823 directory? According to Moore's description, the circular track for the 
horse was about thirty feet in diameter % and the power press may therefore 
have been under construction in 1823 for it was a complicated and enormous 
mechanism. If, on the other hand, the 1823 directory refers to a different 
press, the first power press may have used, as Hoe states, steam rather than 
a horse. 

On the Booksellers and Publishers 


The student wishing to know more about the personalities and business 
affairs of this period will find much rewarding material in the collection of 
the American Antiquarian Society, where two groups of unpublished manu- 
scripts provide basic information for a definitive history. One group com- 
prises the manuscript records of West, Richardson & Lord, 1794-1886. These 
papers include business correspondence, bills from printers, partnership 
papers, inventory records, copyright certificates, leases, as well as bills for 
presses and type. While much of the material does not belong to the limited 
period of this directory, its importance is apparent. The other group of manu- 
‘scripts, written by Melvin Lord, was intended for his projected history of the 
Boston booksellers, 1686-1870. These notes include much biographical data 
as well as details relating to changes in firm ownership. 

For the student who cannot avail himself of the pleasure of a pilgrimage 
to Worcester, there is printed material recorded in bibliographies appended 
to book trade histories.?" Also there is a wealth of biographical facts available

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in the publications of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association. 
These two volumes contain much significant information and supplementary 
facts may be found in the manuscript records of the Association, now in 
Mechanics Hall, Boston. 

Our scanty knowledge of bookseller apprenticeships warrants noting two 
examples. When, at the age of sixteen, T. H. Carter entered the shop of Cum- 
mings & Hilliard in 1815, the arrangement called for his service until he was 
twenty-one. As apprentice, he received forty dollars a year and his board.?? 
The other instance appears in Melvin Lord's manuscript notes on Benjamin 
H. Greene. Lord states that "Greene served his time in the bookstore of J. W. 
Burditt." 40 

Unfortunately, it is outside the province of this paper to pay adequate 
tribute to the human qualities of the men and women whose names are re- 
corded on the following pages. Suffice it to say that Joshua Bates contributed 
$50,000.00 to the Boston Public Library in 1853 because, in his words, 


my own experience as a poor boy convinced me of the great 
advantage of such a library. Having no money to spend and no 
place to go to, not being able to pay for a fire in my own room, I 
could not pay for books, and the best way I could pass my evenings 
was to sit in Hastings, Etheridge & Bliss's bookstore, and read what 
they kindly permitted me to.*! 


On Book Trade Organizations 


The supposedly typical American propensity for trade organizations cer- 
tainly prevailed in Boston between 1800 and 1825. At various times within 
this period, at least four organizations associated with the book trade were 
founded, each with a different purpose. 

In order to prevent ruthless competitive discounts, the representatives of 
fourteen firms met at the Concert Hall on Oct. 30, 1801, and established the 
Association of the Boston Booksellers.** According to the manuscript records 
of the Association, now in the American Antiquarian Society, the official 
name was changed to Boston Association of Booksellers on Jan. 27, 1808. 
Throughout its existence, the members exerted a sincere and united effort 
. to maintain an honorable price structure. This is evinced by two’ broadsides 
in the American Antiquarian Society. The first, dated June 21, 1816, called

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attention to the organization of Philadelphia booksellers and appealed for 
similar organizations in other cities. It also declared that the Association 
was withholding the advantages of trade from Bradford & Read, R. P. & C. 
Williams, and David J. Burr who advertise books at reduced prices. The 
second broadside, dated March 8, 1820, announced that “lettering or marking 
names on books sold, without making the usual additional charge, shall be 
considered an infringement of the rules of this Association." The rules and 
regulations were also printed from time to time and the membership in- 
creased. In May, 1814, there were 22 members,*? in December, 1817, 21 
members were listed in the printed Rules,** but Caleb Bingham's copy in the 
American Antiquarian Society has eight names added in manuscript. On 
Sept. 28, 1820, the Association was dissolved because 


from the present dullness of Business — the increasing numbers 
engaged therein — the various encroachments of other Professions 
— and the desire of many of our Brethren to diminish their Stocks 
with the least sacrifice, there seems to exist a necessity for each mem- 
ber to be at liberty to act for himself in transacting his Business, 
unshackled by existing Rules & Regulations.*? 


A survey of this period should mention the first American national trade 
bibliography, “Printed at Boston, for the Booksellers,” in 1804.46 When Grow- 
oll reproduced this catalogue," he suggested that it was “more than likely 
that John West, of the firm of West & Greenleaf, and S. Hall were the com- 
pilers.” 48 However, Melvin Lord's copy of the catalogue, now in the Boston 
Public Library, bears a manuscript note on the title-page stating that it was. 
compiled by Edward Cotton. 

The printers, too, evidently believed that in union there is strength. Stewart 
quotes a statement that the Boston Typographical Society was organized in 
1808, and mentions two later communications from societies of the same 
name. f? One, a letter to the Philadelphia Typographical Society in 1809, 
implied that the society was recently organized and presented a scale of

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prices; the other, written to various societies on March 2, 1816, announced 
the organization of the society on the previous Nov. 25th, and stated that 
anew price scale is being presented to the employers.*! But the official records 
of the Boston Typographical Society were destroyed by fire “some years 
ago." 5? 

The employing printers were not only disturbed by price-cutting, but were 
also distressed by the defection of journeymen and apprentices. In an attempt 
to alleviate the situation, three or four leading members of the trade asked 
David Francis to call a meeting. Thus, on July 16, 1805, at Vila's Hotel, the 
Society of Printers of Boston and Vicinity, later the Faustus Association, was 
founded." From that time until the society was dissolved in 1815, it actively 
engaged in efforts to promote the financial and intellectual growth of its 
members. Meetings, formal orations, and even scientific investigations of 
paper, ink, and type were among its varied activities. The available informa- 
tion about this society appears in the note by Nichols** and in a series of 
seven articles by Joseph T. Buckingham.?5 

With such an array of organizations, one might think that the Boston book 
trade was well protected from the vicissitudes of a rough and unruly world. 
Yet there was still another danger which constantly harassed employer and 
employee — the danger of fire. And so, in 1811, the Standing Committee of 
the Faustus Association instituted the Conservative Fire Society, composed 
of printers, bookbinders and booksellers. For approximately twenty years, 
the members of this society grabbed their buckets, bags, and bed key and 
rushed to help whenever a member's property was endangered by fire.5® 


On the Output of the Book Trade 


A precise evaluation of the output of the period must, of course, await 
completion of the American Imprints Inventory. Nevertheless, certain fea- 
tures are already apparent albeit not clearly defined.

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At the beginning of the century, American works comprised a rather large 
share of the product. Analysis of the Boston imprints for 1801,57 reveals that 
in most subjects at least half of the items were by authors living in America:

Although other conclusions may be derived from this evidence, they would 
not be justified without similar figures for other years. 

As previously suggested, American literature had not yet begun to flourish, 
but Bryant's Embargo did appear in 1808 and Boston Prize Poems, containing 
Longfellow's first appearance in book form, was published in 1824. Other 
books in other subjects also attest to the fact that this was a period of germina- 
tion: the first edition of the Pharmacopoeia (1820) and that early reference 
tool, John Eliots Biographical Dictionary (1809). Perhaps the most dis- 
tinguished typographical achievement was the production of Jacob Bigelow's 
American Medical Botany (1817-1820). This three-volume work, published 
by Cummings & Hilliard, contained plates printed in color — one of the 
first, if not the first, so-printed in America. It remains an excellent example 
of the classic dignity characteristic of the better typography of the period. 

Most of the books of the period were issued without benefit of copyright. 
An intensive study, recently completed by Leonard, reveals that "less than

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one-tenth of the works printed in Massachusetts between 1800 and 1809 
were copyrighted." 58 Nevertheless, the copyright records are ап important 
source of information because 


nearly 8 per cent of the 302 copyright works proved to have been 
printed and extant in one or more copies today, would be missed 
if the union catalog and the American Imprints Inventory were the 
only sources consulted.*? 


Finally, a word about the place of Boston in the book trade of the period. 
' Analysis of the books listed in the Boston catalogue of 1804 shows that Phila- 
delphia has 382 imprints, Boston 825 imprints, and New York 212 imprints.9? 
An analysis of a catalogue issued by Cummings, Hilliard in 1825 indicates 
similar proportions. Of the 811 American imprints, there were 201 Philadel- 
phia imprints, 199 Boston imprints, and 167 New York imprints.® Thus, 
during the first quarter of the nineteenth century, the Boston book trade 
supplied a significant share of the reading of the growing republic.

ADDITIONS TO THE BERG COLLECTION 


A notable addition has been made to the Berg Collection in Dr. Berg's 
generous gift of the original manuscripts of John Masefield's Salt Water 
Ballads and of a suppressed chapter of Mark Twain's Following the Equator. 
It is especially gratifying that the manuscript of the first book of the present 
poet laureate should be deposited in The New York Public Library because 
it was while living as a youth in and around New York that John Edward 
Masefield became an insatiable reader of poetry. Born on 1 June 1878 in 
Ledbury, Herefordshire, the son of a solicitor, the boy was orphaned at an 
early age and brought up by an aunt. His childhood was not happy, and 
around his fourteenth birthday he began training for the merchant service 
aboard the famous H. M. S. Conway. Three years later, in April, 1895, after 
he had completed his training and served a year at sea, and when he was 
not quite seventeen, he landed in New York with five dollars in his pocket 
and a few clothes. He was working in Luke O'Connor's Columbian Café at 
5 Greenwich Avenue, and living with an Irish boy named Quinn at 53 Green- 
wich Avenue, when a friend of Quinn's from Yonkers, a Shropshire man 
named Billy Booth, offered “Jack” Masefield a job in the summer of 1895 
in a carpet factory in the Moquette Mill, on the Saw Mill River Road. 

Masefield lived for nearly two years in Yonkers, working first for $1.05 a 
day wages, later raised to $8.50 a week. A good part of this money went into 
books: he discovered a bookshop run by William Palmer East and his sister 
Elizabeth, and there every Friday, which was payday, he bought a 75$ 
volume to read over the weekend — first Chaucer, next Keats and Shelley, 
then Shakespeare, Swinburne, Rossetti, Milton, and a host of prose writers. 
This was apparently the boy's first opportunity to saturate himself with read- 
ing. Inevitably he also tried to write poems himself, of which one or two have 
survived. Then he was given the chance of returning to England in a berth 
under Conway officers, and his ship sailed from New York on 4 July 1897. 

The delight in poetry and the desire to be a poet which had been brought 
to life in New York produced Salt Water Ballads, which was published in 
November, 1902. Little that is accurate is publicly known about Masefield's 
life in the five years following his return from the United States. "During his 
wandering years," said a friendly biographer in 1932, he "saw the naked worst 
of life, & drank experience to the lees." During these years he was writing the 
poems published in Salt Water Ballads.

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The manuscript recently acquired by the Berg Collection consists of twenty- 
‘nine leaves, on paper of all sizes and qualities, written in most cases on both 
sides of the sheet in ink or pencil. In its crossings-out and rewritings it reveals 
the most strenuous and painstaking labor of composition, carried on at many 
different times and in many sorts of circumstances. Of the fifty-two poems 
published in Salt Water Ballads, it contains thirty-two. Ten of these are 
present in two drafts and one in three drafts, all heavily corrected. In ad- 
dition there are eight apparently unpublished poems. The manuscript seems, 
by its physical make-up, its reworkings and its versions of the poems, to 
represent the earliest stage of composition. 

Perhaps the best known of the Salt Water Ballads is "Sea Vever," of which 
the Berg Collection now has two drafts, both of which bear no title and vary - 
from the published version. One of these, possibly the earlier, is not ex- 
clusively a sea poem and begins:!

This latter version seems to have started with the idea of the version first ' 
quoted and then to have made an abrupt change to the sea imagery of the 
printed version, But the latter manuscript version and the printed text differ 
in small particulars. These stanzas are sufficient to suggest the quality and 
interest of the whole manuscript. 

The Mark Twain manuscript, of eight-and-a-half pages, was once Chapter 
51 of Following the Equator and contained an account of breakfast at the 
Bombay Club. This chapter was one of those sections of the travel book . 


1 Words crossed out in the Masefield manuscripts are set in italic. 
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which, it is well known, Mrs. Clemens urged her husband to excise. He ex- 
cised. But he let off steam in a note of 14 April 1897 to J. Y. W. Mac Alister, 
written on the bottom of the last page of manuscript: 


“I finished my book yesterday, & the Madam edited this stuff out of 
it— on the hypercritical” — а word which Twain, on second 
thoughts, also excised — "ground that the first part is not delicate 
& that the last part is indelicate. Now there's a nice distinction for 
you — & correctly stated, too, & perfectly true.”* 


This indelicacy seems to have consisted of the use of the word guts four times 
at the end of the chapter. This brief bit of domestic comedy will take its place 
with the corrected typescript of Following the Equator and some sixty pages 
of related material already in the Berg Collection. Toss Conii

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The King's Book of Sports 1n England 
and America

N THE YEAR 1617, James т, returning from a visit to Scotland, stopped 

momentarily in Lancashire. There he "received a Petition from some Serv- 
ants, Labourers, Mechanicks and other vulgar persons, complaining that they 
were debarred from dancing, playing, Church-ales" and other amusements on 
Sundays.! As a result of this petition, James on May 20, 1618, issued his famous 
Declaration to His Subjects, concerning lawfull Sports to be used on the Sab- 
bath day, and thereby set in motion a chain of events which contributed, at 
least in part, to the beheading of Archbishop Laud and King Charles 1 and 
later played a small part in the struggle for American independence. 

It had long been the custom in England for the poor to obtain what recrea- 
tion they could on Sundays, since that was the only day on which they had 
relaxation from work. Festivals which fell on week days were observed on 
the preceding Sunday.? The festivities, at which collections were made for 
church purposes, such as glass windows, bells, or other church improve- 
ments, were usually aided by a supply of ales, known as “Church-ales” or 
“Whitson-ales.” 

It is evident that these simple amusements were sometimes accompanied 
by some degree of abuse, for there were many complaints of “ruffianism and 
drunkenness” and license of various kinds. Such conditions, together with 
the growing emphasis of the Puritans on a stricter observance of the Sabbath 
had caused the Justices of the Peace in Lancashire “to enforce a much stricter 
observance of the Sunday as was common at the time."* The situation in Lan- 
cashire, however, was complicated by the fact that many “Popish recusants”

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lived there, who, naturally opposed to Puritanism and its strict Sabbath, were 
suspected of deliberately influencing the people to abstain from church 
attendance and to indulge in the customary amusements. The Bishop of the 
Diocese, in these circumstances, attempted to "suppress this irreligious 
conduct." 5 

But the petitioners "suggested to the King, that the Puritans meant to 
persuade the people, such diversions were contrary to the regard due to the 
Lord's-day. That these men went upon erroneous principles, namely that 
Christians were obliged to keep the day of rest with the same strictness as 
Jews, and therefor affected to call Sunday the Sabbath. This was sufficient 
inducement to the King to condemn the puritannical scruple, and the rather," 
says Rapin, “as he was not very scrupulous himself on this point." ё 

Thus was James т plunged into the controversy concerning the observation 
of the Sabbath, which was soon to become a major issue. James was no Puri- 
tan, and he had already expressed his approval of "lawful amusements" 
when practiced outside the hours of Divine Service." He consulted with Dr. 
Morton, Bishop of Chester, who aided him in drawing up the Declaration, 
which soon became known as The King's Book of Sports. It was dated May 
24, 1618. | 

In this little book of nine pages James т went on record once more as 
approving "Honest exercises upon Sundayes and Holy dayes, after the after- 
noone Sermon or Service." He complained that the country was "much in- 
fested with both Papists and Puritans, who both have maliciously traduced 
and calumniated those Our just and honourable proceedings." The prohibition 
of Sunday sports, he observed, "cannot but produce two evils: The one 
hindering the conversion of many, whom their Priests will take occasion 
hereby to vexe... The other...that this prohibition barreth the common 
and meaner sort of people from using such exercises as may make their bodies 
more able for Warre.” And so the King decreed, “That after the end of Divine 
Service, Our good people be not disturbed, letted, or discouraged from any 
lawfull Recreation; such as dauncing, either for men or women, Archerie for 
men, leaping, vaulting or other such harmlesse Recreation, nor from having 
May-Games, Whitson Ales, and Morris-dances.” But he also continued ex- 
isting prohibitions on Sundays “as Beare and Bull-baitings, Interludes, and 
at all times in the meaner sort of People by Law prohibited, Bowling.” Finally 
the Declaration gave instructions that it should be “published by order from 
the Bishop of the Diocese, through all the Parish Churches.”

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The Book of Sports made no radical departure from the existing order of 
things. It simply reiterated what had been the law since the early days of the 
Reformation.? It was an honest attempt to clarify the laws, and to make them 
more widely known. Its purpose was to prevent, if possible, the excesses of the 
too exuberant merrymakers on the one hand, and too stringent austerities 
on the other. Moreover, the Declaration was permissive only, not a command. 
The King's action, much to his consternation, met with violent protests from 
both sides. "In some places the people celebrated their liberty by assembling 
during service-time and making intentional disturbance." ? The Puritans in 
particular made very strenuous objections. James, perturbed and astonished 
at the outcry, did not insist on the reading of the Declaration by the clergy, 
and let the matter drop as best he could. 

What caused the furor? Although the Declaration made no change so far 
as existing laws were concerned, it failed to recognize the vast change in 
public opinion which had been in progress during the past forty years.!? 
Puritan influence, with its insistence on Sunday observance had steadily de- 
veloped, and the laws, although still on the books, were not popular. To this 
change James seems to have been insensible. 

The effect of the issue of the Declaration was far reaching, although it is 
difficult to isolate its precise influence in the complexity of the political con- 
troversies. One thing is certain, however, it deepened the cleavage between 
the State Church and the Dissenting Puritans. Statesmen and theologians 
contended on higher planes, but to the common people the conflict between 
Royalist-Episcopalians and Puritans was simplified into the question of Sun- 
day observance. It was easy to comprehend the matter when it resolved itself 
into the simple question: Can I play games on Sunday afternoon? Curiously ` 
enough, so it seems today, the man-in-the-street answered "Nol" — at least 
temporarily! 

In the year 1625 Charles 1 succeeded James. More stubborn, but perhaps 
more able than his father, he had no patience with the Puritans, particularly 
when they encroached upon what he considered to be his royal prerogatives. 
The great constitutional questions involved in the struggle between King 
and Parliament during the first years of his reign occupied the public mind, 
and the Book of Sports was almost forgotten. 

But interest in the Sabbath question by no means slackened. For a while 
the debate was tangential: was the “Sabbath” the Jewish Saturday or the 
Christian Sunday? Formerly acts of Parliament mentioned “the Sabbath,”

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but an act of 1625 settled the matter by referring to "the Lord's Day, called 
Sunday." During the first year of his reign Charles x agreed to "An Act for 
punishing divers abuses Committed on the Lord's Day, called Sunday," ! 
but it did not differ much from the Book of Sports. In 1627, however, he also 
agreed to an act which for the first time forbade Sunday labor. 

Between 1627 and 1633 there were repeated reports of disorders at wakes, 
revels and church-ales, usually held on Sundays, and the differences between 
- the Episcopalians who advocated a liberal Sunday after a formal attendance 
at Church, and the Puritans who believed that Sundays should be devoted 
entirely to spiritual things, gradually intensified. The struggle was fought 
not only on its own merits, but also as one of the battles in the larger cam- 
paign between King and Parliament. 

At last an incident occurred which fanned the smoldering fire into flame. 
The judges who rode the court-circuits were perhaps best informed as to the 
abuses of the Sunday festivals, and on various occasions had tried to restrain 
` them. In 1682 Lord Chief Justice Richardson and Baron Denham, after seeing 
much unfavorable evidence in Somersetshire, and with "the general consent 
of the whole Bench,” 13 once more tried to suppress the Sunday festivities. 
"Whereas divers Orders have been made heretofore," Richardson's order 
read, "by the Judges of Assize, for the suppression of all Ales and Revels, 
the ваше order is now confirmed. . .and again ordered by the court in regard ` 
to the infinite number of inconveniences daily arising by means of Revels; 
that such Revels, Church-Ales, Clerk-Ales and all other Publick Ales be 
henceforth utterly suppressed." Richardson also ordered the Minister of every 
parish to read his order twice a year. 

The order met opposition on the part of some of the High-Church clergy, 
and an appeal was sent to Archbishop Laud, who carried the complaint to 
Charles т. At the King’s suggestion, Laud ordered Dr. William Pierce, then 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, to investigate, But Pierce evidently chose a group 
of High-Church clergymen for the job, for they unanimously recommended 
that the festivals be continued, since they were desired by the clergy and 
“for refreshing the poor with entertainments.” Richardson was compelled 
to reverse his order.!? Shortly afterwards, on October 18, 1638, undoubtedly 
at the instigation of Laud, Charles re-issued the Declaration of James 1, hop- 
ing thereby to settle once and for all the matter of Sabbath observance." 

The new edition of the Declaration, except for minor changes in spelling, 
repeated the text of the 1618 edition. It was preceded by a note by Charles

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explaining the circumstances of its first publication. Following the text was 
a further note: "Now out of a like pious Care for the service of God, and for 
suppressing of any humors that oppose the trueth, and for the Ease, Comfort, 
& Recreation of Our well deserving People, Wee do ratifie and publish this 
Our blessed Fathers Declaration: The rather because of late in some Counties 
of our Kingdome, Wee finde that under pretence of taking away abuses, there 
hath been a general forbidding, not only of ordinary meetings, but of the 
Feasts of the Dedication of the Churches, commonly called Wakes." And 
Charles further ordered "that publication of this Our Command bee made 
by order from the Bishop through all the Parish Churches of their severall 
Diocesse respectfully." 

"This order that the Declaration be read from the pulpits of all parish 
churches was the final straw. James 1 had backed down in the face of opposi- 
tion, but Charles т, inspired by Laud, "strangely irresponsive to the troubled 
heart of his people," 15 or, as the Britannica expresses it, with “imprudent 
neglect of the national sentiment,” roughly tried to enforce a most unpopular 
law. 

The demand that the re-issued Declaration be read from all pulpits pro-_ 
duced alarm among the hundreds of Episcopalian clergy who were honestly. 
trying to reform the Church from within. To refuse meant suspension. The 
emigration to Massachusetts which started about 1629 now received addi- ` 
tional impetus. It was composed not of separatists, but of Episcopalians,!® 
most of whom could not conscientiously read the Act. 

One minister solved the problem “by reading the Declaration as com- 
` manded and presently after, read the ten commandments, then said “Dearly 
beloved, you have now heard the commandments of God and man. Obey 
which you please.’ ” 17 Many ministers refused to read the Declaration, and 
were suspended. One, the Rev. Josse Glover, of Sutton in the County of Sur- 
rey, tried another device which failed. A petition to Archbishop Laud stated 
that a vacancy existed in his pulpit, which they now asked to be filled. Glover, 
the petition reads, “refused to publish the booke intitled The Kings Maies. 
Declaration to his Subjects Concerninge lawfull Sportes to be used, did in his 
desire to have due obedience given to the royall comaunde. . . cause the same 
` book to bee published in the said church by a neighbor Minister.” 18 But 
Glover was suspended. Like many others he set out for New England, but 
died en route.

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By the time the Long Parliament assembled on November 3, 1640, parlia- 
mentary prestige was rhounting fast, while that of Charles, after many re- 
buffs, was diminishing. Parliament, ‘now firmly in control, tackled with re- 
newed vigor the matter of Sunday observance. In 1643, feeling that a public 
expression of repentance for past follies was necessary, it passed an ordinance 
which exhorted the people to repent of their national sins, among which 
was listed the “wicked prophanations of the Lords Day by Sports and Gam- 
ings, formerly encouraged even by Authoritie.” 19 

On May 6, 1648, Parliament went further, and passed an ordinance for- 
bidding on Sundays “wrestlings, shooting, bowling, ringing of bells for pleas- 
ure or pastime, masque, wake, otherwise called feasts, church-ale, dancing, 
games, sport or pastime whatsoever:” a rather thoroughgoing prohibition. 
Then, taking the bit in its teeth, Parliament finally declared that the King's 
Book of Sports “be called in, seized, suppressed and publicly burnt." 2° “It is 
this day ordered by the Lords and Commons in Parliament," the ordinance 
stated, "That the Booke concerning the enjoyning and tollerating of Sports 
upon the Lords day, be forthwith Burned by the hand of the Common Hang- 
man in Cheape-side, and other usuall places: And to this purpose the Sheriffs 
of London and Middlesex respectively, are hereby required to be Assistant 
to the effectual Execution of this Order, and see the said Books burnt ac- 
cordingly." 

John Langham and Thomas Andrewes, the two sheriffs, lost no time in 
carrying out their mandate, for on May 9, 1643, they issued a small broadside 
designed to be posted in public places, in which they "assigned Wednesday 
next the 10th of this instant May, at twelve of the clock, for the putting in 
execution of the forsaid Ordinance" and demanded that "all persons that 
have any of the Bookes therein mentioned, to bring them in by that time, 
that they may be burned accordingly." 21 

With the burning of the Book of Sports the Puritan cause gathered momen- 
tum. The following year, 1644, saw the publication of A Collection of Certaine 
Statutes in Force which attempted to consolidate their gains by assembling 
all statutes "for the better observation of the Lords Day, and the Fast 
Dayes." *? The “Epistle to the Reader,” which served as a preface, stated that 
the purpose of the collection was "to move all good Christians to consider 
their Vows made in their late solemn Covenant, And accordingly to assist in

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this great work of Active Reformation." The Epistle further explained that 


these laws were aimed at “the hainous and common offences of vain swearing, 
cursing, prophaning the Lords day, drunkenesse and common gaming, &c. 
which offences have from one end of the Kingdom to the other, deeply dis- 
honoured our God, provoked his wrath against us, disgraced the gospell and 
Religion professed amongst us, and made the land to mourne and languish 
under many heavy judgements." 

The cause of the trouble was quite evident to the writer of this preface: 
"Gods people may herein learne wisdom of the children of this world in their 
generation, for when the Prelaticall and Popish faction had designed the utter 
ruine of the true religion amongst us, both in truth and doctrine and power 
of godlinesse, and the introducing of Atheisme, Popery and prophanesse; 
their compendious method was to stock up the Lords day by the roots, both 
by preaching, and publishing licentious pamphlets against the doctrine, and 
morality of the Sabbath, and by sending forth Declarations in the Kings 
name, to be read in all Churches and Chappels, directly against the practicall 
sanctifications of the Sabbath: Whereby both all godly Ministers, and publike 
Ordinances, and therein the whole life of Religion were exposed to Con- 
tempt.” Thus was driven home the idea of the pernicious influence of the 
Book of Sports. 

To make some provision for those who had been deprived of their recre- 
ation on Sundays, the Long Parliament, on June 11, 1647, passed an ordinance 
to provide a weekday respite, “It is provided and Ordained,” the act read, 
"That every second Tuesday in every Moneth throughout the yeare, shall be 
allotted to Schollers, Apprentices, and other Servants, for recreation and 
relaxation from their constant and ordinary labours, as formerly they have 
used to have on Festivals, commonly called Holy-dayes." But Parliament, 
evidently nervous "least such daies of Recreation might be abused, to the 
dishonour of God, Scandal to Religion, and detriment both of Masters and 
Servants," on June 28th of the same year further ordained that proper penal- 
ties be placed on "such Apprentice or other Servant" who might "ryotously 
spend or abuse such day of Recreation.” ?8 

That support of the Long Parliament was by no means unanimous is indi- 
cated by some notes on the Racquet and Tennis Club copy of the Additional 
Ordinance of June 28, 1647. Some staunch loyalist made the title page to 
read: An Additional Ordinance of the Lords and Commons Assembled in [a 
Rebellious] Parliament: [To the perpetuall scorn & infamy from generation

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to generation.] He further remarked on the back of the title page: "I caused 
this Ordinance to be here bound wh[ich] is evidently contrary to the law of ' 
humane, paternall, maiesteriall right, grounded upon the law of God, to shew 
the ugly basnes of pusilanimus rebels, sons of the Divell; who will dissemble 
.. .&lye to cajole the most heady, most absurd, the simplest vitious, the vilest 
of mankind, to side with them, though they call themselves Lords & Com- 
mons assembled in Parliament; yet at the same tyme they haughtily skorne 
` their Lawfull King, and grasping power by detestable flatery & damnable 
perjury trayterously murder that very King famously admired through the 
Christian world. . . Rebels are monsters to be abhord.” 

Whether or not Archbishop Laud was responsible for the re-publication of 
the Book of Sports, it certainly was the opinion of the Puritans that he was 
to blame not only for its appearance, but also for the persecution of those 
clergymen who failed to read it in their pulpits. William Prynne, one of 
Laud’s bitterest enemies, minced no words in his charges at the trial: “Now 
we appeal to Ecclesiastical Histories. . . whether there was such a monstrous 
impiety or persecution as this heard in the Christian world that Archbishops 
.. Should thus impiously: First of all abuse a Christian Prince so farre as to 
publish a Declaration for the free use and encouragement of such sports and 
pastimes on the Lords Рау. . .Secondly, to injoyne Bookes expressly tending 
to the prophanation of the Lords Day, by sports and pastimes, to be publicly 
read in Churches by the Ministers... To suspend, sequester, excommuni- 
cate, censure... hundreds of Godly, Ministers as Capitall Offenders, for re- 
fusing (merely out of Conscience towards God, and love of their own peoples 
Soules ) to contribute their voices or personal assistance to such a publication 
... because they durst not publish the Declaration for Lords Day Sports 
to the further damnation of their own Soules.” %4 

John Руш speech at Laud’s trial was no less emphatic: “To such men's 
care hath been committed the licensing of Books to the press: By means 
whereof, many have been published that are full of Falshood and Scandals, 
such as have been more worth to be burnt by the Hand of the Hangman in 
Smithfield (as I think one of them was) than to be admitted to come into 
the Hands of the Kings People.” 25 Perhaps the most virulent attack on Laud 
at his trial was that of Sergeant-at-law John Wilde. “To draw on these,” said 
Wilde, “there must be an introducing of Popish Ceremonies in all the par- 
ticulars in the Mass-Books, and Pontificals themselves: And to make way for 
these, the Book of Sports must be published, and pressed beyond the Kings

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Intention or Declaration, which was but a Civil Demand: But he subjoins 
Ecclesiastical Penalties, even the sharpest, Suspension, Deprivation, and the 
like; these executed on divers good and Godly Men with a High Hand.” ?9 

In his defense Laud claimed that the Book of Sports was issued by the 
` "King's special command, and that there was no proof that he had any re- 
sponsibility for it.27 He also claimed that rather than being occasioned by 
Richardson’s attempted suppression of Sunday festivals in Somerset, it was 
the outcome of the publication in 1685 of a book by Theophilus Brabourne, 
` Treatise on the Sabbath Day, in which the author supported a strict ob- 
servance of Sunday.?® Be that as it may, it was soon after Laud's rise to power 
in ecclesiastical affairs that the Declaration became a center of conflict. He 
admitted that he favored its principles. He had issued a letter instructing 
every bishop “to use all diligence” in seeing that the book was read from the 
,pulpits under their control, and the Richardson case was a very sore point. 
In short, to the Puritans, Laud was their arch-enemy, their ablest political 
opponent, and they concentrated their opposition on him. He received short 
shrift at his trial, and he was condemned and executed in 1645. 

The execution of Charles т, of course, was for high treason, and it is difficult 
to connect the Book of Sports with the general charge. But some have claimed 
that it had a bearing on the matter. Dr. Peter Lorimer, a Scottish Presbyterian 
minister attributes the publication and enforcement of the Book of Sports 
as one of the causes not only of Charles' execution, but also of the failure of 

° the Stuart line. It has been pointed out that the Puritans deliberately selected 
Sundays as days of battle during the Civil War to emphasize the Divine 
vengeance on the “Sabbath-breaking royalists.” 29 

A barrister named John Cook had been appointed by Parliament to con- 
duct the prosecution of Charles x, but since the King refused to answer to 
the charges against him, the trial did not proceed as planned. In the speech 
which Cook prepared, but did not deliver, he made a slight reference only 
to the Catholic influences which supposedly motivated Charles. This may 
. have been intended to cover the matter of Sunday observance. “The Jesuitical 
Party. at Court,” the speech reads, “was too prevalent in his Councils, and 
some mongrel Protestants, who less hated the Papists, by the Queen's medi- 
ation joined all together to destroy the Puritans; hoping that the Papists and 
‘the Laodicean Protestants would agree well enough together.” 3 It may be 
assumed that the irritations caused by the Book of Sports, together with the

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enforced flight of so many of the clergy who refused to read it, was a back- 
ground factor in the minds of those who opposed Charles, and bore some 
influence in the verdict. Like Laud, Charles received scant. consideration at 
his trial. He was found guilty of high treason, and was executed on January 80, 
1649,

The return of Charles u to the throne in 1660 marked a decided reversal in 
Puritan influence. The Cavalier Parliament of 1661 was overwhelmingly 
royalist, and a social reaction against the restrictions of the Puritans set in. 
A revival of games of various kinds, dancing and theatre-going was soon 
under way, and Sunday became a day for recreation as well as for religious 
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devotions, Without the authority of Parliament, the Puritans could no longer 

enforce the old laws, nor make new ones. Their only resource was to fall back 

on persuasion by preaching, or propaganda by the printing press. There is 

on record an interesting broadside, as large as a modern newspaper, dated 

1671. The heading reads: “Divine Examples of God's Severe Judgements . 
upon Sabbath-Breakers, in their unlawful Sports.” This “fit Monument for 

our present Times” records no less than forty-four examples of dire happen- 
„ings to those who, influenced by the Book of Sports, had profaned the Sabbath. 

Example one, for instance, relates how “a woman near Northampton, the 
same day the Book of Sports was read upon that Sabbath day, having but 
three pence in her purse, hired a Fellow to fetch a Minstril, who coming, she 
with others fell to Dance, and so contined within the night, and the same 
night she was got with child, which at birth she murthered, and being de- 
tected and apprehended, she before the Justice confest it, and withal told 
the occasion, saying it was her falling to sports on the Sabbath upon reading 
the Book of Sports had brought her to this end, for which unnatural act she 
was put to death.” And so on, through the long catalogue, we read of the 
baneful influence of the Book of Sports and the direful happenings upon those 
who were misled by it. 

It seems strange that more than one hundred years after Charles 1 re-issued 
the Book of Sports in England, it should have been used controversially in 
New England. The struggle for independence in the colonies was not only 
political, but ecclesiastical. The Church of England was not very strong before 
the Revolution. It has been estimated that there were “less than three hun- 
dred parishes, and probably not far from two hundred and fifty clergymen, 
with little or no episcopal supervision.” Moreover, its membership, especially 
in the South, attracted the wealthy, the educated, army and navy officers, 
and younger members of noble families, most of whom were loyalists. Thus 
the Episcopal Church was identified with the King, and a supporter of inde- 
pendence would logically oppose the Episcopalian Church.?! 

The Rev. Noah Welles (1718-1776), a graduate of Yale, became the first 
pastor of the Congregational Church in Stamford, Connecticut, on December 
81, 1746. President Dwight of Yale says of Welles that “He was an excellent 
minister of the Gospel; exemplary in all the virtues of the Christian life; an 
able preacher; a wise ruler of the Church, and an eminently discreet manager 
of its important concerns.” ?? Known as a “pronounced advocate of resistance 
to British oppression,” Welles preached fiery sermons designed to arouse his

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congregation over “the great outrage attempted against them by the Stamp . 
Act, and missed no opportunity of encouraging his townsmen to a muy 
resistance against such oppression." 33 

It was only natural that such an active personality should be a sind 
opponent of the Episcopacy, and in his anti-British attacks, he paid his re- 
spects to the English Church. In 1762 he published anonymously The Real 
Advantages which Ministers and People may enjoy, especially in the Colonies, 
by Conforming to the Church of England; Faithfully considered and im- 
partially represented, in a letter to a Young Gentleman. “You know,” this 
little satirical pamphlet persuasively stated, "that presbyterians in general, 
and New-England people in particular, make a great noise about keeping 
Sunday, which renders them very ridiculous to our modish gentlemen. But 
churchmen have long since shook off this enthusiastick preciseness. They are 
happily delivered from this intolerable bondage, and have learned to observe 
Sunday in a polite, genteel manner. To shew that I speak on good authority 
here, I shall now present to you a short but faithful extract from the book of 
sports, as set forth by King Charles the first, our never to be forgotten martyr. 
This may at once represent what an eminent Saint that King was, and give 
some just ideas of our excellent Church, that pays such an invincible and 
sacred regard to his memory.” 34 

Then, after quoting at length from Charles’ re-issue, Welles continues in 
satiric vein: “This book of sports, and this pious King’s commanding them 
to be thus diligently observed on Sunday after divine service, bid fair, & was 
very excellently calculated to root out all the remains of enthusiastick precise- 
ness. But the best and most pious designs often fail thro’ the perverseness of 
men. And so it happened here in some measure... However, some very 
valuable effects were produced by this book of Sports especially among the 
professors of the church of England... .they are never too scrupulous about 
such innocent recreations and man-like exercises, &c. after divine service. 
They hardly ever put on those grave melancholy airs that are disagreeable 
to polite gentlemen. An inviolable regard to our royal martyr teaches us how 
to keep Sunday...Wherever the church of England flourishes, there are 
people who are commonly well-dressed, brisk and lively, and full of good 
humour on Sunday.” 

This “low and scurrilous” 35 pamphlet aroused the Episcopalian camp. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury begged Dr. Samuel Johnson, who was then the 
missionary of the Church of England in Connecticut (later he became Presi-

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dent of King's College, New York), to see that it was answered. At first it 
was assumed that the Rev. Noah Hobart and the Rev. Jonathan Dickinson 
were the authors of the pamphlet, Johnson, in this belief, selected the Rev. 
John Beach of Newtown, Connecticut, as the man best suited for the purpose, 
and asked the local clergy “to give him no rest till he is persuaded." 38 

Beach was indeed a good man for the job. He was an ardent royalist who 
stuck to his colors after the Revolution, by making no changes in the reading 
of the Prayer Book. When friends warned him that he was in danger, he 
"declared with the firmness and spirit of a primitive confessor that he would 
do his duty, preach and pray for the King till the rebels cut out his tongue.” 87 

However, when Beach's answer was prepared, it was read by Johnson's 
son, who commented that it “would be well if Mr. Beach had not so often 
mentioned Messrs. Hobart and Dickinson as authors of the pamphlet, as it 
is uncertain who they were "78 A footnote in Beardsley states that “The 
author was Noah Welles, a Congregational divine of Stamford, Ct." It is now 
generally accepted that Noah Welles was the author of this highly interesting 
pamphlet which, in attacking the Church of England in America, so skilfully 
utilized the famous King's Book of Sports. 
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A Swiss Artist among the Indians 
By Frank W: 
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HE IMPORTANT COLLECTION OF PRINTS presented to this 

Library by the late Samuel P. Avery includes a considerable number 
of works by Karl (or Charles) Bodmer, a Swiss artist who became a member 
of the Fontainebleau group. With a few exceptions these prints and drawings 
illustrate the European experience which took up nearly all of his life. The 
exceptions, reflections of his stay of a few years in the United States, lead us 
to the drawings based on observations made while he was in this country. 
In these, done for the Prince of Wied, whom he accompanied on his travels 
in the West, we have documents of significance to the historian, and more 
specifically to the ethnologist. 

In the earlier years of the nineteenth century, government expeditions seht 
to our western territory naturally broadened interest in our aborigines. The 
pictorial expression of that interest appeared, for instance, in the report on 
Stephen Н. Long's expedition of 1819-80, and the volumes by McKenney 
and Hall and by H. R. Schoolcraft, with their portraits of Indian chiefs and 
pictures of details of customs, costume, weapons, tools, habitations, etc. Some 
impulse also came from the interest that foreign travelers had in our land 
and its original inhabitants. There was notably Prince Maximilian of Wied- 
Neuwied, who on his Western trip during 1832-34 made sure that he should 
have adequate illustrations for the text he proposed to write. For that purpose 
. he took Bodmer with him. The young man had greater training and ability 
as an artist than some of our own men who depicted the Indian at that time. 
He was a close observer, obviously interested in his task. 

The result of Bodmer's activity here came in a series of eighty-one plates 
in the atlas accompanying the text of the Prince’s account, which was pub- 
lished in German, French, and English editions. There were probably 
changes in the character and effect of the original drawings caused by the 
technique of the engravers who reproduced them — a condition always to 
be considered when judging such copies. Also, foreign training and point of

view may have tinctured, even though slightly, the artist's impression of 
Indian character and life. Yet he gives a decided feeling of essential truth- 
fulness, so that, despite possible modifications in authenticity, these drawings 
remain a noteworthy contribution to our knowledge of the Red Man, his 
manner of living and his racial characteristics as shown in face and figure. 
For, whatever inherited or acquired traditions in draughtsmanship or artistic 
expression Bodmer may have had, he did give life to his groups, such as the 
one showing a bison dance; a life that overcomes any possible tricks of man- 
ner. Bodmer had such command of his materials that you are likely to think 
of his subjects rather than of the artist's proficiency, the latter becoming 
somehow a matter of course through its very results. Fortunately a period 
that saw so much sentimental and untrue presentation of the noble savage, 
saw also the assiduous copying by steel engravers of Bodmer's work. Some 
of these plates by well-known engravers appeared even in Catlin’s Letters and 
Notes... (1859). 

Bodmer's sketchbook in the Avery Collection may have been used in part 
during the artist's stay in America, but most of the sketches, mainly of ani- 
mals, are apparently not of American subjects. However, such original 
sketches by able artists are always illuminating to the student of his finished 
works, for which they form the documentary base. Some of these drawings, 
for instance the ones of bears climbing trees, Bodmer later utilized in prints. 

After he had settled at Fontainebleau, Bodmer put J. F. Millet in the way 
of a job, the making of a series of lithographs of Indian scenes. Into details 
as to the fate of this series one need not go here; the story has been told by 
De Cost Smith in the Century Magazine in 1910, and by Benjamin P. Draper 
in Antiques for September, 1943, and May, 1944. There remain the oddity of 
Millet drawing pictures of Indians, and the possibility of speculation as to 
what share Bodmer had in the work. Some of the impressions of this series, 
in the Print Room of the Library, have penciled on them, in French: "I 
certify that the personages were drawn by J. F. Millet. Paris, 1889." But Loys 
Delteil, in the section of his Peintre-Graveur devoted to Millet, tells us that 
in this same year, 1889, Bodmer wrote: "I remember perfectly having fur- 
nished Millet with the necessary information, and even the sketch which 
served as the starting-point for the drawing.” In Bodmer’s large lithograph 
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En Fóret there is a man carrying faggots, noted on the Library's impression 
as "by Millet. Bodmer." In this print one may find a suggestion of Rousseau 
or Diaz. In fact, traces of Fontainebleau may be looked for in various litho- 
graphed wood scenes by Bodmer, such as Le Chasseur. 

After settling i in France Bodmer drew on his American material for some 
of his works, such as Tombeau des Indiens Sioux (published in L’Artiste), 
and pictures of bisons and other animals. But his prints — in etching, lithog- 


= raphy and the Comte process — are preponderantly of European inspiration. 


- Besides those already referred to, they include many studies of animals and 
birds. 

This work done in France has its interest, both as an expression of his own 
personality and as a part of а movement in French art. But for us he lives 
primarily through what was an interlude in his life work, although it had its 
' significance for him too. His picturing of the Red Man in his proper per- 
sonality, even dignity, presented with picturesqueness but without the so 
common addition of sugary sentiment or over-emphasized melodramatics, 
made an important addition to the records of American ethnology.

News of the Month 
RESERVE DIVISION 


Recent additions to the shelves of the Reserve Division include three items 
of considerable importance and rarity. Mr. Francis Minot Weld has presented 
to the Library a fine set of the collected poems of Jean Antoine de Baif, one 
of the members of the remarkable group of sixteenth-century French poets 
known as the “Pléiade.” Published in Paris, by Lucas Breyer, 1572-1578, the 
set comprises Les Amovrs, 1572; Les Jevx, 1572; Les Passetems, 1573; and 
Evvres en Rime, 1573. All are first editions except Les Amovrs which is so 
only in part. This work comprises nine books: two of "Amours de Méline," 
first published in 1552 (of which the Library has a copy); four books of 
"Amours de Francine," first published 1555; and three books of "Diverses 
Amours," here published for the first time. 

An important item of Americana is a pamphlet relating to the abortive 
attempt by Nicholas de Villegagnon to establish a French colony in Brazil, 
in the middle of the sixteenth century. Villegagnon originally agreed that 
the colony would become an asylum for Huguenots and other Protestant 
refugees from the religious wars of Europe, but this promise of religious tol- 
eration was soon broken, and his attempts at forceful conversion of the Protes- 
` tant colonists to Catholicism alienated the support of many of his followers. 
The anonymous pamphlet, entitled Histoire Des Choses Memorables Adven- 
ves En La Terre Dv Bresil. . .sous le gouuernement de N. de Villeg. depuis 
l'an 1555 iusques à Fan 1558, was published at Geneva in 1561. It is an out- 
spoken criticism of Villegagnon's management of the affairs of the new colony, 
especially with regard to his execution of three of the Protestant colonists 
who had rebelled against him. Sabin's Dictionary of books relating to 
America (no. 99728, note) locates only two other copies: one in the British 
Museum and the other in the John Carter Brown Library. The present ex- 
ample has some worming in the blank lower margin of the first few leaves, 
but it is otherwise a fine, crisp copy in contemporary limp vellum. 

The third acquisition is an apparently unique and hitherto unrecorded 
: New York imprint of 1699: The Humble Petition and Remonstrance of the 
Representatives of this His Majesties Province of New-York in America, con- 
vened in General Assembly, addressed “To His Excellency Richard Earl of 
` Bellomont, Capt. General and Governour in Chief of his Majesties Province 
of New-York, &c.” It is dated 15 May, 1699 and signed: “By Order of the 
House of Representatives, Abraha. Gouverneur, Speaker.” The petition is 
printed on three pages, small folio, and while there is no imprint or colophon, 
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it is undoubtedly from the press of William Bradford, New York's first printer, 
who had established his business here six years before. 

Аз a seventeenth-century New York imprint this document has great in- 
terest for this Library, but it is also of more than ordinary historical sig- 
nificance, It gives first a summary of the main facts of the famous Leisler 
"rebellion" of 1689, during which Leisler headed a movement which deposed 
the Jacobite lieutenant-governor, Francis Nicholson, and assumed without 
formal authority the functions of a royal lieutenant-governor, for which he 
was tried and executed in 1691, along with Jacob Milbourne, one of his 
associates. The colonial House of Representatives then goes on to petition 
Bellomont to intercede with the king for the payment to Leisler's family of 
£2700 which Leisler had “expended for the Service of his Majesty”; requests 
"that for the better Administration of Justice two able Judges may be sent 
from England, and two or three able Council"; and "that Coll. Fletcher's Coat 
of Arms may be pulled down from the Kings Chappel in the Fort, and Trinity . 
Church in this City." Е 

The text of this petition appears in the New York Historical Society's 
Collections for 1868 (p. 412—416), where it is printed from a manuscript 
copy made by Pierre Eugéne Du Simitiére in 1769 from an original in the 
Gouverneur family papers. There are, however, numerous textual variations 
between the Du-Simitiére copy and the present original printed text. An 
interesting clue to its possible provenance is a contemporary manuscript 
notation on page 3 which reads: "Came to hand Boston May 29th 1699.” 
Bellomont left New York for Boston on May 16th, the day after the petition 
was drawn up, and arrived there on the 26th. Meanwhile the petition had 
been printed, and it seems possible that the copy recently acquired was sent 


on to Bellomont there, as the notation would indicate. L. М. STARK

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Report of The New York Public Library 
January, 1947 to June 30, 1948 


In order to bring the activities of its two departments into closer relation- 
ship, The New York Public Library has adopted the period of July 1st to June 
80th as the fiscal year for the whole institution. Formerly the privately sup- 
ported Reference Department, which occupies the building at Fifth Avenue 
and Forty-second Street, kept its records and managed its finances according. 
to the calendar year; the Circulation Department, which comprises the 
Branch Libraries in Manhattan, The Bronx and Richmond, managed its 
finances on the City's fiscal year, July through June, since it is supported by 
public funds. Previous reports by the Library have followed the calendar 
year for both departments. The present one includes all of the calendar year 
1947 and the first six months of 1948. In general, the text of this report covers 
the whole period but the statistical tables are presented in ways to permit 
comparisons with former or succeeding years. 

For the first time since the war years, almost every office, branch and 
division of the Library reported increases in both the numbers of readers 
and of books consulted or borrowed. Between January 1, 1947, and June 30, 
1948, readers borrowed 18,164,480 books from the branch libraries and con- 
sulted 4,659,797 volumes in the Reference Department. Even more significant 
was the return, noticeable for the first time since the early days of the war, 
of large numbers of men and women engaged in scholarly research or serious 
programs ofselfeducation. . | 
- This Library, through its neighborhood branches and great reference 
collections in the Central Building, attempts to provide New Yorkers with 
information adequate to their needs, however simple or complicated, about 
all the things any of them wants to know. 
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As the range of this necessary information has increased, more and more 
people have come to the Library. Some search for facts — price ranges, sta- 
tistics of foreign trade, a telephone number on the other side of the world. 
Some study the mutations of political theory. Some try to probe further into 
the atom's inner life. Some look for hints on home decoration. Some want jobs 
for themselves, some want to make jobs for others. Some study the literature 
of art, history and philosophy. All seek to find somewhere in the vast record 
of human knowledge the answers to questions immediately and intensely 
important to themselves. 

In most places in the world, even in its larger cities, their tasks might be 
long and arduous. In New York, each man may quickly find the thing he 
needs. By letter, by telephone or, most often, by coming to some branch or 
division of the Library, he asks for and gets, with little apparent effort, the 
particular grains he wants from the world's granary of information and 
knowledge. ` 

This information includes millions of "small facts," from dates, place names 
and spellings to statistics on housing; comparative prices; health insurance; 
school, college and civil service requirements; from Moscow s horsecars in the 
1890s to the 1949 models of American automobiles. Each person assumes, 
rightly and usually correctly, that the Library should and can provide an 
immediate answer to his question, though he may have little conception of 
the amount of material and the organization required to keep an inexhaustible 
supply of facts on hand. 

Current events determine a large part of Library use. Readers come to 
every branch and division for more information about headline news and 
it is not surprising, therefore, that material on Russia has recently been in 
great demand. The presidential campaign, labor relations, foreign affairs, 
and living costs brought thousands of readers with everything from simple 
questions of fact to extended programs of research. 
` Because there are not, anywhere, many men and women whose individual 
efforts will shake the world, it is not safe to assume that every Library reader 
is one of them, but directly, or through assistants, many are represented. In 
the past eighteen months, the Library's resources contributed to many studies 
in history, biography, science, art, government, commerce, politics and so- 
ciology, some of which may have wide influence. 

The entertainment field, from Western stories and romantic fiction to radio 
and television, drew heavily on the past for material for the present. The 
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Library would certainly not claim responsibility for New York's leadership 
in the theatre, music, publishing; or in business, industry, commerce, finance; 
or in art and literature; or even in philological studies; but its role in all of 
these has been far from passive. Its collections, which cover most of what 
is known of man's behavior for the past 100,000 years, give aid to those who 
seek to win future triumphs through understanding of the present and 
the past. 

The collections and services of the two departments of the Library supple- 
ment one another. The work of either would, by itself, be a valuable contribu- 
tion to the life of New York, but by combining their resources and their 
experience in the several kinds of book service, the two departments are, as 
one library, much more than doubly strong. 

Arouhd and through their books the branches build community centers 
where the problems of everyday living may be lightened and often solved. 
For example, although we have become accustomed to thinking of “displaced 
persons" as a group with common characteristics and difficulties, the dis- 
placed person himself, however much he may have been beaten down, is still 
an individual. Hundreds of them, men, women and children, have come to 
the branch libraries. The success of the branches in gaining their confidence 
and helping them to find places in the economic and social scheme of New 
. York may be largely due to the librarians' efforts to re-establish them as 
individuals. They give them books in the language of their choice, encourage 
them to join discussion groups where they may speak their minds freely or 
to enroll in one of the many classes in English sponsored by the Library and 
City College. 

Because, through their staffs, the branches are represented on local civic 
councils and, community and welfare,services, health committees, clubs, 
parent-teacher associations, and because they make it their business to have 
on hand the best available current information on vocational, educational, 
welfare and recreational affairs of interest to each neighborhood, their com- 
munities of readers rely upon them for information, assistance and advice 
beyond the scope of books. Thus the influence of the Library, first through 
its books and then through friendly, personal interest in each reader, young 
or old, spreads through the city and, for many thousands, makes it a better 
place to live. | 

Nathan Straus, the Young People's Branch, reported visitors from four con- 
tinents, twelve nations, twenty states and seventy-seven schools, colleges, 
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universities and libraries outside New York. Chinese police chiefs, foreign 
city administrators and engineers from India came to the Municipal Refer- 
ence Library. At the Music Library, concert artists, singers, conductors and 
composers from the international world of music are constant readers. 

Either the veterans have begun to fade away or can no longer be distin- 
guished from their neighbors, for few veterans among their readers were 
reported by most branches except the Library for the Blind, where veterans 
from the near-by Veterans Administration and from the whole New York 
area still have an important place in branch affairs. In March, 1947, the 
Library began a program, largely for veterans, of recording college textbooks. 
A fine group of volunteers took part in the recordings, with sound scribers, 
and in the clerical and page work. Unsolicited contributions for both ma- 
chines and records were received and from a Ninth Avenue bar came $25.34 
in a jar labeled, “If you can read this, help the guy who can't." 

Public desks, telephones and typewriters in the Reference Department 
were kept busy with readers or their requests from all over the world, with 
the staff of the United Nations supplying a large and constant international 
background. The Information Desk reported 850-450 telephone calls daily; 
the Map Room counted 10,000 calls in eighteen months; business corpora- 
tions, banks, insurance companies, foundations, advertising agencies, 
churches, labor unions and co-operative associations kept the Economics 
Division's telephone ringing steadily; the Music, Science and Technology, 
Periodicals, Art and other divisions all did a huge amount of reference work 
over the telephone. 

The Photographic Service, one of the Library's principal agencies for 
reference service outside the building, filled 63,072 orders representing 1,242 
photographic negatives, 1,352 prints, 276,527 frames of negative microfilm, 
6,593 feet of positive microfilm and 615,217 photostats. On one typical day 
orders were received from seventy-seven industrial firms, fifty-eight indi- 
viduals, thirty-four lawyers and patent attorneys, sixteen business firms, four 
institutions and three departments of government. Sixty per cent of the orders 
came from New York City, the rest from fourteen states and one foreign 
country. 

In the Genealogy Room, one-third of the registered readers were from 
outside New York City, and letters of inquiry were received from all states 
except Montana and New Mexico, and from twenty-five foreign countries. 
All through the Library, directly and by correspondence, the Palestine ques- 
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tion was a subject of active interest, particularly in the Jewish and Oriental 
divisions. 

Apart from the publicity releases, the first big gun in New York's cele- 
bration of its Golden Jubilee was fired by the publication, in June, of New 
York, the World's Capital City, by Cleveland Rodgers, Commissioner of City 
Planning, and Rebecca B. Rankin, Librarian of the Municipal Reference 
Library, a branch of The New York Public Library. In addition, much of the ` 
source material for the exhibitions, pageants, guidebooks, radio programs 
and other features of the Jubilee came from the collections of the Reference 
Department. 

The increased volume of work and general shortage of staff in the past 
few years have unfortunately limited the time which qualified staff members 
could devote to bibliographical studies. To relieve that situation, at least in 
part, the Gordon Lester Ford Memorial for Bibliographical Scholarship was 
established in October, 1947. Substitutes for staff members who wish to com- 
plete approved bibliographical studies will be employed through this fund. 
The first two studies have been completed and one, "Stars and Stripes. Check 
list of the several editions," by C. E. Dornbusch, has been published in the 
Bulletin and as a pamphlet. Other staff contributions to the Bulletin came 
from the Berg Collection, and the Slavonic, Reserve, Manuscript, Periodicals, 
Oriental, and Science and Technology divisions and the Readers’ Adviser's 
Office. 

The eleventh and twelfth annual Bowker Memorial Lectures, on “Book 

Clubs,” by Dorothy Canfield Fisher, and on “Editors Today,” by Ken Mc- 
Cormick, were given at the Library in May, 1947, and March, 1948. Both 
of these, in the series established as a memorial to Richard Rogers Bowker, 
were published in the Bulletin and printed separately. _ 
· The first of a series of publications from the Arents Collection, А Few 
Words About Pipes, Smoking and Tobacco, by A. H. Forrester, designed by 
Bruce Rogers, was published in June, 1947. The Music Division also began 
a series of publications from the rare material in its collections. 

Four hundred and fourteen special book lists were made by the Readers’ 
Adviser's Office between January, 1947, and July, 1948. The Municipal Refer- 
ence Library and its Public Health Branch made many special lists for City 
departments and supplied columns of book notes and reviews to "Spring 
8100” and "WNYF," published by the police and fire departments. Ten 
thousand copies of “Books for Young People,” an annual list reprinted from 
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Branch Library Book News, were distributed in three months. One special 
publication, "Circulatin' the News," a mimeographed book review magazine 
written entirely by high school students for other young people, is sponsored 
by the Nathan Straus Branch and has attracted national attention. 
Exhibitions in the Central Building and branches also served to acquaint 
the public with the Library's resources. For the branch libraries, the Public 
Relations Office planned and organized 400 exhibitions. Among the fifty or 


. more exhibitions in the Central Building were those on Postwar Poland, an 


exhibition of Polish books and photographs, 1945-1947; British and European 
Book Design; Edward Arlington Robinson; The Christmas Story in Illumi- 


.nated Manuscripts; William Makepeace Thackeray, 1811-1868; Books in 


Parts, an exhibition of "part issues" of literature, chiefly English and American, 
from the collection of George Arents. 

Among its other activities in adult education, the Library sponsored the 
Great Books Program in Manhattan, The Bronx and Richmond. Some six 
hundred readers registered for the 1947—48 series and more than half of them 
took part in the group discussions of Plato, Thucydides, St. Augustine, Shake- 
speare, Adam Smith and Karl Marx. 

But no library that serves so vigorous a community as New York could live 
by great books alone. It must have them, as it must have their contemporaries, 
but it must also have the latest publications from every part of the world 
which have any bearing on current affairs or bring knowledge of the past to 
new levels. From January, 1947 to July, 1948, the Reference Department 
acquired, by gift, exchange and purchase 43,166 current serials from annuals 
to daily papers, and nearly 400,000 books, pamphlets, maps, prints, films and 
other items. Gifts accounted for 301,196 of these. For the branch libraries, 
322,297 volumes and pamphlets were acquired, and some 200,000 of the new 
books were put in the cellophane wrappers which have brightened branch 
shelves, stimulated circulation and at least doubled the life of the ordinary 
trade bindings. These wrappers, fastened around the original jackets, have 
pleased everyone except the man who complained that he could read the 
publishers’ blurbs through them. 

For the first time since the beginning of the war, most of the foreign mar- 
kets were open and it was possible to fill many of the gaps of the past few 
years. China, the Middle and Near East, Germany, Austria and the rest of 
what had been Nazi-dominated Europe were again represented by their 


‚government documents and trade, scholarly and general publications in all 
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fields. Purchase was almost normal except for Japan and the Soviet sphere 
but, in spite of the “Iron Curtain,” 850 Bulgarian, 500 Czech and Slovak, 1,500 
Polish and 1,500 Russian titles were acquired. The Polish acquisition was 
the largest of its kind in the Library’s history. As a depository for the United 
Nations, the Library received a vast number of commission reports and other 
documents. From all countries, the number of EE documents re- 
ceived was much greater than in the prewar years. 

One of the most notable group purchases was that of 2,100 Provengal pre- 
Revolutionary and 16,550 French Revolutionary pamphlets to be added to 
collections already strong and make them, with the possible exception of the 
Bibliothéque Nationale's, the most complete anywhere. 

From libraries, individuals, the American Legion and other sources, the 
Library gathered a nearly complete file of all the thirty-three editions of the 
"United States Army newspaper Stars and Stripes. To preserve them, and make 
them available outside New York, the Library microfilmed the whole series 
and published a detailed list of the editions and special issues in its Bulletin. 

These acquisitions are far from automatic and, in addition to the normal 
work of ordering and record keeping which keeps a large staff busy, a con- 
siderable amount of the unofficial time of the Library's officers and staff goes 
into it. | 

The "Farmington Plan" of co-operative purchase of foreign material by 
American libraries, sponsored by the Association of Research Libraries, began 
operating in 1948. This Plan attempts to secure at least one copy of every 
foreign publication for an appropriate library in the United States. Historical 
studies from France, Sweden, and Switzerland were received by this Library. 

Though each deserves mention it would obviously be impossible in so 
short a report as this to publish a list of all of the acquisitions, either by gift 
or purchase, of the eighteen months ending with June, 1948. A brief but 
representative list of unusual additions follows the text of this report. 

Such compromises as could be made with the fortress-like walls and monu- 
mental spaces of the Central Building have relieved readers and staff of some 
of their difficulties. There are new indicators in the Main Reading Room; | 
the main distribution wiring has been done at the City’s expense, and the 
Library’s light shines more brightly; the Main Exhibition Room has been 
sacrificed to provide office space; the Arents Collection is being moved from 
its present cramped quarters to a larger room which had been the last avail- 
able space in the Central Building for sorting recent acquisitions. 
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Even more has been done in the branch libraries. From January, 1947, 
through June, 1948, the interiors of the Webster, 96th Street, New Dorp, Port 
Richmond, West New Brighton, Tottenville, West Farms, Woodlawn, Fort 
Washington, 115th Street, Muhlenberg, Hamilton Grange, Chatham Square 
and 58th Street branches or sub-branches were completely repainted, and 
throughout the whole system there were many repairs and minor, but advan- 
tageous, alterations. The City has approved plans for the replacement of some 
of the inadequate buildings and for branches in areas now without libraries. 

In both departments of the Library, staff turnover continued to be high. 
Poor working conditions, the high cost of New York living, and opportunities 
for better salaries elsewhere were the chief contributing causes, and affected 
the younger staff particularly. On January 1, 1947, the City granted a most 
welcome increase in salary of $300 to most members of the staff paid from 
public funds, and the trustees increased the salaries of the staff paid from 
private funds by twenty per cent. Further improvement, but still far from 
enough, followed a further increase of $250 a year, effective July 1, 1948, for 
City-paid members of the staff ( with a few acutely embarrassing exceptions); 
and will come from salary adjustments to follow the adoption of a classifica- 
tion arid pay plan for members of the staff paid from private funds. A staff 
survey of the Reference Department was begun in March, 1948, by Public 
Administration Service of Chicago. The Service classified and graded the 
positions in the Department and recommended appropriate salary scales. 
$180,000 has been added to the deficit in the 1948/1949 budget for salary 
increases. The classification and pay plan was adopted in principle by the 
Board of Trustees in October, 1948. That date is later than the period-covered 
by this report but it can be said now that, though some increases have been 
made there are still many salaries below the recommended minimums. No 
funds are now available for necessary adjustments within the several grades. 

A Personnel Office, new to the Library, was established late in 1947 and 
began operations in January, 1948. A staff of eleven, including the Staff Nurse, 
bas been active and effective in recruiting for both departments and in 
adjusting the daily difficulties, personal and professional, which are inevitable 
in a staff of fifteen hundred. It is studying working conditions, staff relations 
and personnel problems, with a view to improving the status and efficiency 
of the staff. 

Another administrative office, that of Business Manager, was established 
in June, 1947. The first year was largely spent in a study of Library procedures. 
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With the beginning of the fiscal year, July 1, 1948, the Business Office assumed 
responsibility for Photographic Service, Printing and Binding, Purchasing, 
except for book and other collections, Supplies, Mailing and Shipping, Build- 
ing Maintenance and Repair, Accounting, and the Cafeteria. It is expected 
that the coordination of activities under one management will simplify pro- 
cedures, eliminate duplication and effect considerable economy throughout 
the Library. 

On January 1, 1947, the Public Relations Office, which until then had 
represented the Circulation Department only, was made responsible for the 
Reference Department as well. It has kept New York informed about Library 
activities, arranged exhibitions in the branch libraries, produced a wide va- 
riety of folders, pamphlets, and bookmarks, and has worked with the Readers’ 
Adviser in gathering copy for Branch Library Book News. 

In order to review the Library’s work in the past, study present practices 
and plan for the future, committees of the staff have considered book selection, 
cataloguing processes, reference services, periodicals, newspapers, micro- 
filming, student policy, the Bowker lectures and other matters of technique. 

In addition to their regular duties and services on Library, local welfare 
and professional committees, many members of the staff took active parts in 
metropolitan, state and national library organizations. Paul North Rice, Chief 
of the Reference Department, was President of the American Library Associ- 
ation, 1947—1948. 

From January 1, 1947 to June 80, 1948, the following major changes oc- 
curred in personnel: |

Three former members of the staff who, before their retirements, had had 
prominent parts in the development of the Library, died during this period. 
Edwin Hatfield Anderson, Director of the Library from 1918 to November 1, 
1934, died on April 29, 1947; Maria V. Leavitt, in charge of the gift section 
from 1898 to 1938, and a member of the staff from 1896 to 1938 died on March 
30, 1947; Florence Overton, Supervisor of Branches from 1914 to 1941 and 
a member of the staff from 1901 to 1941, died on May 8, 1948. Appreciations 
of Mr. Anderson, Miss Leavitt and Miss Overton were published in the 
Library’s Bulletin in June, 1947, May, 1947, and July, 1948. 

The Library's gold medal, for fifty years of service, was presented to Henry 
C. Strippel, in charge of the Genealogy Room, on September 15, 1947. 

The scholarly activities of the Library suffered serious loss through the 
death, on May 19, 1947, of Charles F. McCombs, Chief Bibliographer. Quite 
literally, he cannot be replaced. It is doubtful whether any one person can 
ever again recommend additions to the general collections over a range as 
broad as that carried by Mr. McCombs with ease and distinction. 

At the end of this eighteen-month period the Library had, in terms of full 
time positions, 1,570 staff members. 

One of the most uncomfortable problems, in the Central Building, is that 
of where to put the new books. Readers want them, must have them, but there 
just isn't any room. The books already there crowd the shelves far beyond 
capacity. As a necessary but unsatisfactory compromise, many of the recent 
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acquisitions have been listed, sent to the Library's storehouse on Twenty-fifth 
Street, and made available to readers in the Central Building on-twenty-four 
hours' notice. And this is the Library that once felt badly about asking a 
reader to wait six minutes for his book! | . 
Nor is overcrowding peculiar to the shelves. In the Acquisition Division 
there is standing room only for at least two members of the staff; if the Chief 
has two visitors, one of them sits on a stairway; the desks and files are so 
jammed together that efficient work is impossible. The Preparation Division, 
where new material is catalogued and assigned to its proper subjects so that, 
for the readers' benefit, it becomes an integral part of the collection, is split 
up among fourteen different rooms, corridors, and cubbyholes scattered 
through the building. The Picture Collection, one of the most heavily used 
sections of the Library, has neither space nor equipment to make its docu- 
ments available to the designers, illustrators, artists, editors and publishers ` 
who need them. The Reserve Room's books have almost crowded out the , 
public and the staff, and a little clear space has been preserved only by trans- 
ferring many volumes to inconvenient locations. The Music Division could 
and should have a great record collection, but there is no place to put records 
or machines, The Map Division is happy to be getting maps from the Army 
Map Service, but it has no room for them. Throughout the building, from 
roof to sub-cellar, these conditions prevail: intolerable crowding in work 
rooms; book shelves jammed beyond capacity; and crowded reading rooms 
` with no provision for those doing a long piece of work and needing space for 
their materials and typewriters. 
In all branch libraries, the book stock needs renewal and replenishing so 
that children, students, the neighborhood residents and business men may 
find not only what they want but be able to get it within a reasonable time. 
Larger book appropriations in 1947 and 1948 have increased the.number of 
books lent annually by more than 1,000,000, but, welcome as they are, these 
appropriations have not kept pace with rising costs. The educational services 
— classes, discussion groups, community meetings, book talks, school visits, 
concerts, exhibitions and so forth, now too often carried as extra work by the 
branch staffs, should be supported at least to the degree in which they have 
already proved their value, and should be expanded as need and opportunity 
arise. | 
Support of present activities to the degree of proved value and expansion 
of services for which public need has repeatedly been demonstrated are, as 
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always, the most pressing current requirements in both the Reference and 
Circulation departments. For the latter, the Library and its readers are most 
grateful to the present City administration for both its many expressions of 
genuine understanding of the Library's problems and the evidence of this 
understanding shown by generous increases in the annual appropriations for 
books, welcome though not adequate general increases for salaries and, in 
the Capital Budget, appropriations for the further development of the build- 
ing program. 

In the Reference Department, dependent upon the income from private 
endowments and current gifts, services have had to be reduced, hours have 
been shortened and book funds limited. It has become impossible to keep 
the staff at even the smallest number necessary to perform the amount and 
quality of work required to maintain the reference and research facilities 
which have distinguished the institution in the past and made it a useful part 
of the business, scientific and cultural life of New York. The greatly increased 
cost of all operations, the difficulties imposed by a still beautiful but inade- 
quate and obsolete building and the necessity to provide at least minimum 
salaries for a minimum staff combine to make a total far beyond present in- 
come. For the eighteen months ending June 30, 1948, the operational deficit 
for the Reference Department was $555,978.40. Obviously, the Library cannot 
continue to exceed its income on that scale. Either it must again be rescued, 
as it was in the twenties, by generous, public-spirited New Yorkers, or it must 
still further, and drastically, limit its usefulness. |

Statistical Summary for January, 1947-June, 1948 


In the Haference Department, 1,946,933 readers were recorded; they con- 
sulted 4,659,797 volumes. ( Unrecorded use of many thousands of volumes 
was made from open reference shelves. ) 

The number of readers and visitors recorded at the Central Building was 
4,729,686 (a daily average of 8,666). 

Total number of bound volumes and pamphlets, June 30, 1948: Reference 
Department, 8,200,956 (the net additions since 1946 having been 91,445); 
Circulation Department, 1,532,008; Municipal Reference Library, 94,342. 
Grand total for the entire Library, 4,827,301. 

In the Circulation Department, the number of books issued for home use 
by its forty-seven Branch Libraries, twelve Sub-branches, the Music Library, 
the Library for the Blind, and the Extension Division (comprising, in addi- 
tion to Sub-branches, numerous community libraries, deposit stations, and 
other agencies), was 13,164,480. 

322,297 volumes were added to the book stock of the Circulation Depart- 
ment, The net increase was 67,824. 

Expressed in terms of full-time positions, the number of employees of the 
Library on June 80, 1948, was 1,570 of whom 678 were in the Reference De- 
partment and 897 in the Circulation Department and Municipal Reference 

Library. Included in the Circulation Department total are the 53 full-time | 
positions in the Central Circulation Branch and Central Children's Room, 
whose salaries are paid by the Reference Department.

ADDITIONS TO THE BERG COLLECTION 


During the month of October, 1948, there were added to the Berg Collec- 
tion through the generosity of Dr. Berg two groups of autograph letters and 
related material which enlarge holdings of two authors already represented 
in the Collection. 

One run of twenty-one autograph letters from Lord Dunsany to Elkin 
Mathews, beginning in August, 1918, deals with the publication of a collec- 
tion of sketches which ultimately appeared in 1915 with the Mathews imprint 
as Fifty-One Tales. The correspondence gets off to an acrimonious start with 
Dunsany's repudiating an offer made by Mathews to publish at the author's 
expense with a possible profit of minus seven pounds on the investment. It 
goes on to give details of the choice of title and sketches and of the vicissitudes 
of publication during World War т, and ends in 1916 on the happy note of 
the necessity for a second edition. Included with the letters are printers' 
estimates, trial pages, and rough drafts of Mathews' rebuttal of Dunsany's 
charges of poor management. 

The other group of letters relates to the publication by Thomas B. Mosher 
of Portland, Maine, of the work of "Fiona Macleod" — William Sharp. It 
consists of some sixty letters from Sharp and some twenty letters from Mrs. 
Sharp, all to Mosher, Both lots of Sharp letters were accompanied by related 
papers, including corrected pages of The Silence of Amor and the corrected 
typescript of its new "Foreword" and the manuscript of a dedicatory foreword 
to Deirdre, All this material illuminates the unusual literary and psychic 
phenomenon whereby a man, well known as a journalist, produced a series 
of sketches, novels and poems which he successfully presented to the world 
as the work of a woman. For her he created a personality and a history, and 
in her name he carried on a correspondence with other writers and publishers. 

Mrs. Sharp herself has demonstrated the two sides of her husband's per- 
sonality: the masculine "reasoning mind" and the feminine "dreamer." The 
dreamer in Sharp was fascinated by Celtic material, a fondness for which 
had been instilled in him by his old Highland nurse. The dreamer had been 
moved to use this material by the influence of the unidentified "E. W. К. a 
remarkable woman whom he met in Rome in 1890. The first lowering of this 
side of his personality, Pharais: A Romance of the Isles, he published under 
the pseudonym of Fiona Macleod in 1894. At the time of his death in 1905 
F. M.’s identity, though suspected, was still unestablished. Sharp had main- 
tained his separate identity by writing copiously under his own name while 
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' the Portland publisher had sixteen in print. 
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producing a dozen books as Miss Macleod. Mrs. Sharp, a woman of great 
understanding, and a few of his friends were in the know and kept his secret. 
His youngest sister, Mary, acted as his secretary, transcribing or typing out 


_ for Fiona Macleod the manuscripts and letters composed for her by William 


Sharp. 


It was this amanuensis who carried on the correspondence with Thomas B. 


| Mosher, which extends from 1901 to Sharp's death. Though the letters reveal 
` that Sharp had approached Mosher on behalf of Fiona before 1901, it was in 


that year that the Portland publisher reopened negotiations and produced 
From the Hills of Dream, the sixth Macleod book, previously published in 
London in 1896. The correspondence is concerned with details of publication 
and shows the growth of Mosher's list of Macleod titles to nine at the time of 
Sharp's death on 12 December 1905. 


` , On 81 March 1906 Mrs. Sharp took up the correspondence with Mosher 


and revealed to him the identity of Miss Macleod: "I am sure you will have 
heard with real regret of the death of my husband. . .and therefore also of. 
Fiona Macleod." Her letters, which run only until 1909, indicate how ably, 
by sending old typescripts, like The Immortal Hour, she suggested new Mac- 
leod titles for Mosher's list. So successfully did she negotiate that by 1915
